IN  MEMORIAM 

Rev.  David  E.  Lucas  died  April  19,  2001  at  the  age  of  80.  A  native  of  Westmoreland

Lucas.  An  Army  veteran  of  World  War  II,  he  served  as  a  first  sergeant  in  the  Chaplaincy 
Corps  in  Italy  and  Northern  Africa  Campaigns.  He  attended  Mars  Hill  College,  graduated 
from  Furman  College,  and  Southwestern  Baptist  Seminary  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.

On  one 
occasion  the  Captain  of  the  troop  transport  ship,  upon  which  David  was  serving,  called  upon 
David  to  lead  a  crisis  prayer  service.  As  they  prayed  three  of  five  ships  around  them  were 
sunk  by  the  enemy.  David  always  felt  he  was  spared  in  order  to  serve  Christ  and  minister  to 
his  fellow  service  men.  On  another  occasion,  David's  orders  were  changed  so  he  could  serve 
as  a  chaplain's  assistant.  David  later  learned  the  entire  company  he  would  have  served  with 
were  all  killed  in  combat.  In  deep  humility  David  concluded  that  he  was  spared  in  order  to 
serve  Jesus  Christ  as  a  minister  and  to  serve  his  fellowman.,,  (Quoted  from  Rev.  Jim  Brackett).

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  DOUBLE  SPRINGS 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Double  Springs  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on 
|  December  7,  1 844,  having  been  named  for  two  springs  that 
were  on  the  site  of  camp  meetings  led  by  circuit-riding 
|  preachers  and  held  under  brush  arbors  in  the  years  preceding 
Jf  the  founding  of  the  church.  In  1845,  the  first  building  (log) 
;|  was  constructed  and  the  church  joined  the  Broad  River 
Baptist  Association. 

In  1851,  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  was 
founded  at  Double  Springs  and  the  church  joined  the  new 
Association.  In  1856,  the  church  voted  to  start  Sunday 
School.  A  second  building  was  constructed  in  1 875.  In  1 885, 
the  pastor  began  to  receive  a  salary.  Sunday  School  began 
year-round  in  1883  and  became  a  "graded"  Sunday  School 
in  1917.  The  third  building  was  completed  in  1921  and 
included  Sunday  School  rooms,  choir  loft,  indoor  baptistry, 
electric  lights,  central  heat,  and  indoor  bathrooms. 
Other  significant  dates  include  1 922:  the  First  Advanced  Standard  Sunday  School,  1 93 1 :  rotation 
system  of  deacons  implemented,  1944:  Centennial  celebration,  1945:  Sexton's  house  constructed, 
1948:  first  Vacation  Bible  School,  1950:  education  building  constructed,  1953:  "preaching"  services 
held  every  Sunday,  1955:  parsonage  constructed,  1963:  present  sanctuary  constructed,  1972:  present 
fellowship  hall  education  building  constructed,  1994:  Sesquicentennial  celebration. 

Double  Springs  Baptist  Church  has  had  a  rich 
and  interesting  history  in  the  course  of  157  years. 
Many  things  have  changed  dramatically  during 
this  significant  period  of  time,  but  one  thing  has 
remained  the  same — and  that  is  the  Good  News 
of  Jesus  Christ,  first  spread  twenty  centuries  ago. 
For  more  than  the  last  century  and  a  half  of  that 
time,  Double  Springs  Baptist  Church  has  been 
an  organized  effort  of  people  for  the  building  of 
God's  Kingdom.  To  be  strengthened  by  the  Lord 
and  press  forward  in  the  cause  of  Christ  is  what 
the  study  of  our  past  can  hopefully  help  bring  us 
as  we  continue  to  spread  the  "Good  News"  into 
the  future. 

During  the  past  four  years,  the  church  has 
done  the  following:  purchased  a  church  van; 
began  a  daycare;  done  major  renovations  to  the 
educational  areas;  reactivated  the  girl  scout 
program;  purchased  30  acres  of  land;  built  a 
church  in  Brazil;  was  major  contributor  to 
purchasing  a  farm  in  Malawi;  became  involved 
in  Operation  Christmas  Child;  built  a  two  garage 
storage  building;  started  GRIEFSHARE; 
teaching  points  at  the  Life  Enrichment  Center,  Upper  Cleveland  Senior  Center,  and  Carolina  House. 
Current  church  staff:  Eddie  Brackett,  pastor;  Steven  Staton,  minister  of  students:  and  Janice 
Duncan,  minister  of  music. 
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BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  BOILING  SPRINGS 
BAPTISTCHURCH 

Boiling  Springs  Baptist  Church,  founded  in  1 847,  is  one 
of  the  oldest  churches  in  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. This  church  was  one  of  the  original  thirteen  churches 
that  in  1851  asked  for  dismissal  from  the  Broad  River  As- 
sociation to  form  the  Kings  Mountain  Association. 

The  first  church  building  was  the  Woods  Meeting  House. 
This  building  was  a  twenty  by  forty  foot  log  cabin  located 
near  the  spring  from  which  the  church  and  town  received 
their  names.  OtheT  church  buildings  were  located  on  or  near 
the  college  campus  until  our  present  church  building  was 
completed  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

The  church  and  university  have  had  a  long-standing  his- 
tory of  cooperation.  Since  the  school  as  a  high  school  came 
into  existence  in  1907,  many  students,  faculty  and  admin- 
istration have  attended  the  church.  The  church  is  not  pri- 
marily a  college  church  because  most  of  the  members  are 
citizens  of  a  fast  growing  town. 

J.L.  Jenkins  while  serving  as  pastor  of  Boiling  Springs 
Baptist  church  served  as  president  of  what  is  now  Gardner- Webb  University  from  1932  to  1935. 

The  church  throughout  much  of  its  history  has  been  blessed  with  ministers  who  preached  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  with  passion.  The  pastors  since  1927  have  been  J.L.  Jenkins,  John  Farrar,  Max 
Linnens,  Buddy  Corbin  and  Carroll  Page.  During  its  history  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  years  the 
church  has  had  thirty-three  preachers. 

Teaching  the  Bible  is  done  through  the  Sunday  School  organization.  Special  topics  relating  to 
Christian  growth  are  scheduled  throughout  the  year.  A  strong  Vacation  Bible  School  is  held  each 
summer. 

The  organizations  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are  involved  in  learning  about  and  doing 
missions  for  all  ages  and  various  special  projects  throughout  the  year. 

The  church  in  recent  years  has  been  actively  involved  in  overseas  missions.  Our  pastor,  Carroll 
Page,  has  been  involved  in  missions  on  the  Indian  Sub  Continent.  Other  members  of  the  church  have 
done  medical  missions  and  construction  work  in  places  including  Honduras,  Rwanda,  Togo,  and 
Poland. 

The  youth  have  many  opportunities  for  growth  through  various  ministries  in  the  church.  These 

opportunities  include  youth 
choir,  youth  prayer  break- 
fast, and  summer  mission 
activities. 

Senior  citizens  also 
have  well  organized  pro- 
grams designed  for  learn- 
ing, witnessing,  and  travel. 
The  church  has  a  rather 
large  senior  citizen  choir. 
The  church  is  blessed 
with  several  former  mis- 
sionary couples  in  its  mem- 
bership.

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION    SE^2^3inaE 
of 
KINGS  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  acting  as 
incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55A  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act,"  and  the  several  amendments 
thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  KINGS  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION, 
INC.  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby,  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  is  to  unite  con- 
gregations in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry  out  such 
purposes,  the  corporation: 

1.  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North  Carolina 
Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Nonprofit  Corporation 
Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for  which  the 
corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to  and  in  furtherance 
of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of, 
or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers  or  other  private  persons,  except 
to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and 
distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  as  set  forth  in  the  Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  is  orga- 
nized are  exclusively  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  and  educational  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  or  the  corre- 
sponding provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law. 

E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the  carrying 
on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  the  corpora- 
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tion  shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution 
of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry 
on  any  other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation  exempt 
from  federal  income  tax  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law)  or 
[b]  by  any  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected  representa- 
tives, known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches,  meeting  two  times  annu- 
ally, or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the  incorpo- 
rated association,  and,  in  the  interim,  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  incorpo- 
rated association.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  to  all  matters  of 
business,  finance,  and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body  shall  have 
authority  to  adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  employ  staff  to  di- 
rect or  assist  in  directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set  forth  in  the 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the  By-laws, 
members  being  the  total  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affiliated  voluntarily  with 
the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the  member  churches  shall  be  accepted 
by  majority  vote  of  the  association  at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of  the  incorpo- 
rated association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Executive  Committee,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and  constitute 
the  directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are  provided  by  law  and  the 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  existing  Executive 
Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Shelby,  North  Carolina,  whose  names  and 
addresses  are  as  follows:

ARTICLE  IX  -  DISSOLUTION 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  after  paying

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE 
KINGS  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

(Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  KMBA,  or 
Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association) 

BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1:    The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  Churches  in 

the  area  of  the  Association. 
Section  2:    Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  to  the 

Membership  Committee.  Application  should  include: 

(1)  Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that  seventy- 
five  percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(2)  A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)  A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Membership  Committee  to  discuss 
other  items  of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 

The  Membership  Committee  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services 
and  be  willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief  and  practice  and  what  it  means 
to  cooperate  with  the  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program. 
If  recommended  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  a  mission  or  a 
church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of 
six  (6)  months.  Membership  within  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  vote  of 
the  Association  at  any  biannual  meeting.  Churches  under  the  watchcare  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association  except  their  members  shall  not 
hold  office  nor  vote. 

Section  3:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  re- 
ceive churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  By-Laws.  Member 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and  if  requested,  the  Asso- 
ciation Executive  Committee  may  grant  letters  of  recommendation  to 
other  like  associations. 

BY-LAW  II  MEETINGS 

Section  1:  The  Association  shall  meet  biannually.  It  shall  convene  on  the  Monday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  April  and  Monday  and  Tuesday  following 
the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2:  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Executive  Committee, 
provided  two  (2)  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3 :  Each  church  shall  elect  annually,  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  two  (2)  messengers 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  for  each  fifty  (50)  members  of  the  church, 
provided  each  church  shall  not  have  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  ten 
(10)  messengers,  ALONG  WITH  ALL  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS,  these 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  the 
messengers  printed  in  the  minutes  shall  include  only  those  in  attendance  and 
registering  at  the  Associational  Meetings. 
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BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conduct- 
ing its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 

BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs, 
and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Music  Director,  Men's 
Ministries  Coordinator,  Women's  Missionary  Union  Director,  and  Par- 
liamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  floor 
will  then  be  open  for  additional  nominations.  This  election  will  occur 
on  the  last  day  of  the  October  biannual  meeting.  All  other  officers  shall 
be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  elected 
during  the  April  biannual  session. 

Section  3:  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  As- 
sistant Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session 
all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  work  of  the  ensuing  associa- 
tional  year.  All  other  officers  shall  assume  all  duties  incumbent  upon 
them  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  year  on  October  1. 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible 
for  re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the  body,  appoint  Com- 
mittee on  Committees,  and  shall  be  the  Chairperson  of  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee  and  be  ex-officio  (without  voting  privileges)  mem- 
ber of  all  other  committees.  Upon  completion  of  his  term  of  office,  the 
Moderator  shall  become  a  member-at-large  [for  two  (2)  years]  of  the 
Missions  Committee  and  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of 
the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  and  Chairman  of  the  Cal- 
endar Committee. 

Section  3:  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  October  Biannual 
Meeting,  distribute  at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports, 
and  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  su- 
pervise the  printing  and  distributing  of  Minutes  to  the  member  churches, 
keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  As- 


sociation,  and  shall  also  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  officer  shall  inform  all  members  elected  to  office  or  appointed  to 
serve  on  committees  of  such  action  and  shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds 
of  the  Association  in  the  name  of  the  Association;  disburse  the  same 
upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  Executive  Committee,  or  as 
designated  in  the  budget  (no  money  is  to  be  disbursed  which  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  budget  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Association  in  biannual  ses- 
sion); render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  dis- 
tribute same  at  the  biannual  meetings  and  give  a  report  at  each  quarterly 
Executive  Committee  meeting  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date 
for  examination. 

Section  4:  The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk- 
Treasurer  or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Clerk-Trea- 
surer will  also  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for  the  Association. 

Section  5:  The  Auditor  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  Year,  make  an  audit 
of  the  Treasurer's  records  and  report  to  the  Association  in  the  October 
biannual  session. 

Section  6:  The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  churches,  and  make  a  written  report  to  each  October  bian- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7:  The  Sunday  School  Director  shall  cooperate  with  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor and  the  Church  Development  Director  in  promoting  the  work  of  the 
Sunday  School.  This  officer  shall  attend  the  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ings and  offer  creative  plans  to  this  committee  that  would  promote  this 
work. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  should  assist  church  leaders  to  be  more 
effective  in  their  responsibility.  This  should  include: 

1.  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 

3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among  the 
churches. 

Section  8:  The  Discipleship  Training  Supporter  shall  cooperate  with  the  Executive 
Director  and  the  Church  Development  Director  in  promoting  the  work 
of  Discipleship  Training.  This  officer  shall  attend  Executive  Commit- 
tee meetings,  maintain  the  on-going  work  of  Discipleship  Training  at  all 
times,  and  give  a  report  at  the  biannual  sessions  of  the  Association. 

Section  9:  The  Music  Director  shall  provide  leadership  for  the  Association  in  biannual 
sessions  and  when  requested  at  other  times  during  the  year.  This  officer 
shall  attend  the  Executive  Committee  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  to 
this  Committee  that  would  promote  the  work.  He  shall  encourage  music 
growth  in  the  churches  throughout  the  year  and  shall  make  a  written  report 
to  the  October  biannual  meeting. 

Section  10:  The  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator  shall  cooperate  with  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor and  the  Church  Development  Director  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and 
boys  in  the  churches.    This  officer  shall  attend  the  Executive  Committee 
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meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  to  promote  the  development  of  men  and 
boys  and  an  awareness  of  world  mission  needs. 

Section  11:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  serves  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association  and  works  with  the  Executive  Director  and  the 
Church  Development  Director;  leads  the  WMU  Council;  confers  with 
our  associational  WMU  officers  and  assists  them  in  their  work;  leads  in 
providing  opportunities  for  leaders  and  members  of  their  church  WMUs 
to  have  fellowship  and  receive  inspiration  concerning  their  mutual  mis- 
sion task;  leads  in  interpreting  the  WMU  program  to  church  leaders;  leads 
in  training  church  WMU  workers  and  members;  consults  with  church 
leaders  concerning  initiation  of  WMU  work  and  the  improvement  of 
existing  work;  presides  at  and  plans  for  associational  meeting,  leads  in 
associational  WMU  annual  planning;  leads  in  discovering  mission  ac- 
tion needs  and  in  coordinating  the  work  being  done;  and  reports  progress 
of  WMU  work  to  the  Association  and  serves  as  contact  between  the  As- 
sociation and  state  WMU. 

Section  12:  The  Youth  Ministry  Coordinator  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Director  and  the  Church  Development  Director,  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Youth  Ministry  Committee  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist 
Association. 

Section  13:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the  Association, 
rule  on  all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure  which  shall  arise  dur- 
ing the  sessions.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  resource  person  to 
the  churches  and  shall,  upon  request,  advise  and  assist  the  churches  on 
matters  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Section  14:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall  be  filled  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  except  the  office  of  Moderator,  in  which  case  the 
Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  become  Moderator. 

BY-LAW  VIII  COMMITTEES

BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1:  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  shall  be  avail- 
able to  study  changes  or  revisions  in  the  By-laws,  and  make  recommen- 
dations as  needed. 

Section  2:  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  Asso- 
ciational  officers:  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Sup- 
porter, WMU  Director,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  Music  Director 
and  Vice-Moderator  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall  work  out  as  soon 
as  possible  each  year  an  associational  calendar  for  the  coming  year  and 
present  same  to  the  October  biannual  meeting. 

Section  3:  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE  composed  of  a  chairperson  and  one 
person  from  each  group  of  churches  will  give  continual  attention  to  the 
moral  climate  of  the  community  and  shall  initiate  necessary  action  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  climate  for  positive  good.  The  committee  shall 
commend  those  persons  and  institutions  that  uphold  Christian  virtue  and 
shall  support  the  churches  teaching  of  Christian  personal  and  social  righ- 
teousness. This  committee  will  encourage  all  churches  in  the  associa- 
tion to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  create  and  maintain  the  Christian  Life 
Committee  in  their  congregations.  The  associational  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittee will  have  a  close  working  relationship  with  the  various  church 
committees. 

Section  4:    CHURCH  &  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose  —  The  purpose  of  the  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Com- 
mittee shall  be  to  work  with  the  CCM  Director  to  lead  the  Associa- 
tion to  address  the  priority  ministry  needs  in  Cleveland  County,  and 
to  plan  and  coordinate  programs  of  ministry  to  share  Christ's  love  in 
meeting  the  spiritual,  educational,  emotional,  and  physical  needs. 

B.  Organization  —  The  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Committee  shall 
be  composed  of  resource  personnel  from  area  ministries  with  which 
the  Church  and  Community  Ministries  is  actively  involved  plus  the 
WMU  Director  and  or  the  Mission  Action  Director  of  the  WMU, 
Men's  Ministries  Coordinator  and  or  the  Men's  Ministry  Director.  The 
CCM  Director  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee.  Emergency 
Ministry  needs  not  addressed  in  the  By-Laws  will  be  met  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  CCM  Director  after  consultation  with  the  Executive 
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Director. 
C.  MEETING  —  The  Church  and  Community  Ministry  Committee  will 
meet  as  needed  to  develop  the  programs  of  ministry. 
Section  5:    COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES,  composed  of  seven  (7)  members,  one 
from  each  group  of  churches  as  defined  by  the  association,  plus  the  chair- 
man, shall  nominate  committee  members,  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  between 
sessions.  This  committee  shall  also  name  the  Chairman  of  each  committee. 
Section  6:    EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  shall  pro- 
mote work  of  evangelism  in  the  churches  and  the  Association  in  coop- 
eration with  the  State  Department  of  Evangelism.    All  plans  and  pro- 
grams to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 
Section  7:    EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  asso- 
ciation between  biannual  sessions.  Eight  (8)  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business. 
1 .     Shall  be  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer, 
Music  Director,  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training 
Supporter,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  WMU  Director,  President  of 
the  Pastor's  Conference,  and  chairpersons  of  the  following  committees: 
Church  and  Community  Ministries  Committee,  Nominating  Committee, 
Committee  on  Committees,  Christian  Life  Committee,  Membership 
Committee,  Finance  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Youth  Ministry 
Committee,  and  the  Personnel  Committee. 
2a.    When  without  an  Executive  Director,  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search 
Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Executive  Director  and 
recommend  such  a  person  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  election. 
2b.  When  without  a  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Director,  the 
Associational  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Church 
&  Community  Ministries  Director. 
2c.  When  without  a  Church  Development  Director,  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Church  Development 
Director. 

3.  It  shall  administer  all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Association  and  act 
on  routine  or  emergency  matters  concerning  business  management, 
approve  employment  of  all  office  personnel,  and  maintain  adequate 
equipment  for  the  office.  It  shall  meet  regularly,  not  less  than  quarterly, 
but  a  quorum  of  eight  (8)  is  necessary  to  transact  business. 

4.  It  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  association  between  biannual 
sessions. 

Section  8:  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  two  (2)  rotat- 
ing annually,  with  the  Treasurer  shall  study  the  Association's  financial 
needs  of  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for 
the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of 
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the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget  and  make  a  written  re- 
port to  the  October  biannual  meeting. 

The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  may  make  adjustments  during  the  year  in 
line  items  or  through  the  assignment  of  miscellaneous  funds  in  Section 
VIII  of  the  budget  providing  the  adjustments: 

1.  —will  not  increase  the  total  budget. 

2.  —will  not  alter  the  basic  purpose  or  intent  of  the  budget. 

3.  —will  have  full  consent  of  those  affected  (individuals,  department 
leaders,  etc.) 

4.  —will  not  exceed  a  total  of  $5,000  during  a  fiscal  year. 

The  Committee  shall  be  prepared  to  assist  any  church  within  the  Asso- 
ciation, upon  request,  with  the  stewardship  programs  offered  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Committee  shall  express  gratitude  to  the  churches  for  their  steward- 
ship development  that  enables  them  to  participate  in  local,  home,  and 
foreign  missions. 

A  Contingency  Fund  is  to  be  established  and  maintained  in  the  approxi- 
mate amount  of  5%  of  the  Association's  operating  budget.  This  Contin- 
gency Fund  is  to  be  deposited  in  an  interest  bearing  account. 
Funds  used  in  any  year  will  be  replaced  by  volunteer  gifts  or  unspent 
budget  receipts  as  determined  by  the  Clerk-Treasurer  and  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association. 
Should  these  amounts  not  be  enough  to  replace  used  funds,  the  budget 
process  for  the  following  year  will  be  used  to  collect  at  1  12  per  month 
of  used  funds  per  budget  receipts. 

These  funds  are  to  be  disbursed  only  should  a  shortfall  of  general  re- 
ceipts occur,  resulting  in  a  lack  of  funds  for  regular  operating  expense. 
Any  disbursements  of  funds  from  the  contingency  fund  must  be  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Clerk  Treasurer,  approved  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  is  limited  to  budgeted  items  for  operations  where  current  funds 
for  such  budgeted  items  have  been  depleted. 

Section  9:  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  a  Historian  who  serves  as 
chairperson,  an  Assistant  Historian  who  serves  as  vice  chairperson,  and 
six  (6)  committee  members  (one  person  from  each  of  the  six  groups  of 
churches  making  up  the  Association.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Histori- 
cal Committee  to  collect,  compile,  and  preserve  all  materials  of  interest 
to  the  Association  and  member  churches.  It  shall  make  its  report  at  the 
October  biannual  meeting. 

Section  10:  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  five  (5)  members,  shall 
perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws.  The  Membership  Com- 
mittee should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services  and  be  willing 
to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  what  it  means  to 
cooperate  with  other  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mis- 
sion program.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  annually  review  all 
churches  and  missions  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  and  may 
present  them  for  membership  within  the  Association  or  that  they  con- 
tinue under  the  watchcare. 
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Section  11:  MEMORIALS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  will  be 
responsible  for: 

1.  Recognizing  deceased  ministers,  staff,  deacons  and  members  in  an 
appropriate  way. 

2.  Submitting  report  for  inclusion  in  Associational  Minutes. 

3.  Ministering  to  the  families  of  associational  officers,  ministers  and 
staff  members  when  death  occurs. 

Section  12:  MISSIONARY-IN-RESIDENCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  made  up  of  the 
following  members:  Pastors  of  churches  with  missionary  residences,  as- 
sociational WMU  director,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  three  at-large 
members;  ex-officio  members  from  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation: executive  director,  church  development  director,  moderator,  vice- 
moderator;  along  with  the  coordinator  of  the  MIR  program  at  Gardner- 
Webb  University.  The  Committee  will  work  with  the  Gardner-Webb  Uni- 
versity MIR  coordinator  in  welcoming  the  missionaries  by  providing  a 
fruit  basket  and  a  packet  of  information  about  Cleveland  County  and 
North  Carolina,  maps  of  the  area,  and  a  list  of  committee  members.  The 
KMBA  Book  of  Reports  will  be  included.  When  possible,  committee 
members  will  be  available  to  provide  a  tour  of  the  KMBA  building  and 
to  answer  questions.  The  committee  will  also  give  as  much  information 
as  possible  to  pastors,  WMU  directors,  and  men's  ministry  directors  so 
they  can  invite  the  missionaries  to  speak  for  various  groups.  The  com- 
mittee will  have  exit  interviews  with  the  missionaries  for  evaluating  their 
time  with  us. 

Section  13:  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  made  up  of  the  following  members: 
Chairman  (Vice-Moderator),  the  Executive  Director,  the  Church  Devel- 
opment Director,  Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Finance  Committee  Chair- 
man, Chairperson  of  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Committee,  Sun- 
day School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Men's  Ministries 
Coordinator,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  President  of  the  Pas- 
tors' Conference.  This  Committee  is  to  be  available  as  a  sounding  board, 
to  support  the  Executive  Director  as  a  person  (as  well  as  an  officer  in 
the  Association),  provide  feedback  concerning  Associational  programs 
and  activities,  conveying  suggestions  from  the  Association  and  offering 
support  in  projecting  programs  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Mis- 
sions Committee  shall  seek  to  determine  areas  of  needs  within  and  with- 
out the  Association  and  formulate  recommendations  to  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  enthusiastically  explore  all  mission  possibilities 
throughout  the  Association,  emphasizing  the  need  for  new  teaching  units, 
preaching  points,  missions,  and  churches;  and  it  shall  actively  seek  out 
potential  sponsoring  churches  for  the  beginning  of  specific  mission  en- 
deavors. Providing  energetic  outreach  leadership  for  the  Association 
shall  be  the  Committee's  highest  priority. 

Section  14:  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  mem- 
bers will  review  needs  and  requests  made  to  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist 
Association  Missions  Foundation.  It  shall  recommend  the  dispersal  of 
funds  to  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Missions  Committee  will  recom- 
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mend  the  dispersal  of  funds  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive 
Director,  Moderator  and  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  as  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Missions  Foundation  Committee. 

Section  15:  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  contact 
and  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  also, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Nominating  Committee  of  various  departments 
(except  the  WMU  and  Men's  Ministry  organizations),  recommend  work- 
ers for  these  various  departments.  The  officers  and  workers  of  these 
respective  organizations  shall  be  nominated  by  the  organization  them- 
selves and  submitted  to  the  Nominating  Committee.  They  shall  also 
nominate  Associational  representatives  for  the  various  institutions  and 
agencies  of  our  convention.  The  committee  shall  also  assist  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  filling  vacancies  which  occur  between  biannual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association.  This  Committee's  nominations  shall  not  pre- 
clude other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  16:  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational 
Music  Director,  and  three  (3)  other  members.  It  shall  rotate  the  place  of 
meeting  among  the  groups  of  churches  with  the  host  church  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  group.  It  shall  recommend  the  preacher  and  the  alternate 
for  the  annual  sermon  of  the  October  biannual  session.  It  shall  prepare  a 
printed  program  for  the  October  biannual  meeting  for  the  Association, 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  October  biannual  meeting.  It  shall,  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  October  biannaul  meeting  of  the  Association, 
present  the  printed  program  for  adoption  and  serve  through  the  session 
when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary.  This  com- 
mittee will  be  responsible  for  promoting  the  October  biannaul  meeting 
through  the  various  news  media. 

Section  17:  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  five  (5)  members,  with  the 
pastor  of  the  home  church  (the  church  of  which  the  candidate  is  a  mem- 
ber), the  Executive  Director,  and  deacons  of  the  home  and  requesting 
churches,  shall,  when  requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  ex- 
amination and  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 
The  Committee  requires  that  it  receive  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  Min- 
utes, signed  by  the  clerk,  of  the  church  conference  at  which  the  home 
church  voted  to  request  examination  of  the  candidate. 
The  Committee  requires  that  the  candidate  be  called  by  a  church  for 
ministry  before  requesting  examination. 

The  chairman  shall  notify  the  candidate  of  the  time,  place,  and  proce- 
dure. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  the  candidate  be  questioned  at  least  two 
(2)  weeks  prior  to  his  ordination. 

The  Committee  shall  question  the  candidate  about  his  conversion,  his 
call,  his  priorities,  his  doctrine,  and  his  personal  life.  The  Committee 
may  also  counsel  the  candidate. 

The  candidate  should  feel  free  to  seek  advice  from  the  Committee 
regarding  any  area  of  the  ministry. 
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In  every  instance,  the  Committee  shall  be  guided  by  the  Scripture,  especially 

1  Timothy  3:1-7  and  Titus  1:5-9. 

The  Committee  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  home  church  as  to  whether  or 
not  it  recommends  that  the  church  proceed  with  the  ordination. 
The  Chairman  shall  report  the  Committee's  activities  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee quarterly  and  provide  a  written  report  for  the  October  biannual  meet- 
ing. 
Section  18:  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  and 
shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Develop  proper  and  appropriate  personnel  policies  and  procedures 
for  the  associational  staff. 

2.  Be  responsible  for  securing  associational  support  staff  when  open- 
ings occur. 

3.  Seek  solutions  for  problems  concerning  associational  staff. 

4.  Conduct  staff  evaluations  and  recommend  salary  and  benefit  propos- 
als to  Finance  Committee. 

This  committee  is  responsible  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Executive  Director  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Committee  except  when  the  committee  is  in  executive  session. 

Section  19:  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  composed  of  three  (3)  members,  shall 
draw  up  and  present  to  the  Association  resolutions  of  appreciation,  plan 
and  promote  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  an  annual  planning  meeting; 
and  present  resolutions  of  appreciation  to  individuals,  organizations,  and 
churches  when  there  are  events  worthy  of  commendation.  Dedicate  the 
annual  minutes  to  a  deserving  person. 

Section  20:  SENIOR  ADULT  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six 
(6)  members  and  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Assist  in  the  organization  and  development  of  senior  adult  clubs  in 
the  local  church. 

2.  Initiate,  promote,  and  conduct  senior  adult  ministries  and  activities 
in  the  association. 

3.  Provide  opportunities  for  the  development  and  enrichment  of  senior 
adults  in  the  association. 

Section  21:  SENTER  SCHOLARSHIP  COMMITTEE  was  established  in  memory  of 
Libby  and  Rachel  Senter,  mother  and  daughter,  who  were  murdered  in 
1986  in  Liberia,  West  Africa  while  serving  as  missionaries  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention.  Libby  Senter  grew  up  in  Zion  Baptist  Church 
in  our  Association.  The  scholarship  is  to  extend  the  memory  and  minis- 
try of  this  outstanding  missionary  who  died  in  service. 
This  committee,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  shall  function  under 
the  following  guidelines: 

1.  Award  income  and  corpus  to  a  worthy  seminary  student(s)  who  best 
meet  the  criteria  by  which  the  scholarship  is  established. 

2  The  committee  may  determine  the  amount  to  be  awarded  for  each 
scholarship  and  the  number  of  scholarships  awarded. 

3.  The  committee  may  furnish  application  forms  to  be  completed  by  the 
applicants  and  may  require  applicants  to  appear  before  them. 
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4.  The  potential  to  succeed  in  seminary,  financial  need  of  applicant,  and 
the  applicant's  concern  for  others  shall  be  considered  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  committee. 

5.  The  scholarship  is  to  be  used  for  seminary  training  in  a  Southern  Bap- 
tist Seminary  and  may  be  paid  to  the  seminary  or  to  the  recipient  as 
the  committee  directs. 

The  following  criteria  shall  be  used  by  the  committee  in  determining 
the  recipient: 

A.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to  applicants  who  are  residents  of  Cleveland 
County  and  the  committee  find  are  committed  to  foreign  missionary  ser- 
vice. 

B.  Applicant  must  be  a  member  of  a  co-operating  Southern  Baptist  Church. 
Section  22:  TELEPHONE  CONTACT  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  one  (1) 

person  from  each  group  of  churches  in  the  Association  (6).  These  com- 
mittee members  shall  relay  messages  to  pastors  and  key  leaders  during 
the  year.  All  messages  to  be  sent  should  be  cleared  with  the  Executive 
Director. 
Section  23:  YOUTH  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  mem- 
bers and  the  Associational  Youth  Ministry  Coordinator  who  serves  as 
chairman.   This  committee  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Plan  associational  youth  ministry  programs  and  events. 

2.  Enlist  the  support  of  church  youth  and  youth  leaders  for  associational 
programs  and  events  related  to  youth  ministry. 

3.  Provide  on-going  support  for  church  youth  and  youth  leaders  in 
churches. 

4.  Plan  and  promote  associational  training  and  information  conferences 
for  church  youth  and  youth  leaders. 

5.  Promote  state,  regional  and  national  conferences  in  youth  ministry. 

6.  Any  other  activity  which  the  Executive  Director,  the  Church  Devel- 
opment Director  and  or  Executive  Committee  deem  necessary  to  fos- 
ter a  positive  Christian  Witness  for  Christ. 

Section  24:  Members  of  all  these  committees  except  the  Church  and  Community 
Ministries  Committee  and  those  appointed  by  the  moderator,  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  not  more  than  three  (3)  years  on  a  rotating  basis. 

BY-LAW  X 
THE  KINGS  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  Missions  Foundation  is 
to  enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age,  or  resource  level,  the  opportunity  to 
continue  supporting  Christian  causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime.  It  will  provide 
a  fund  for  churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry  projects  be- 
yond their  regular  associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes  that  include  but 
not  limited  to:  National  and  International  Mission  Partnership  and  Projects,  New 
Work  New  Starts,  Missionary-in-Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community  Min- 
istries Projects,  Short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 
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BY-LAW  XI  TRUSTEES 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer,  serving 
terms  of  three  (3)  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  one  (1)  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  April  biannual  meeting,  no  trustee 
being  eligible  to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  (1)  year.  The  expiration  date 
of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or 
other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Asso- 
ciation under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee. 

BY-LAW  XII  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

When  without  an  Executive  Director,  the  Associational  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve 
as  Executive  Director  and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Executive  Committee.  His 
selection  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on  vote 
by  the  Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association. 
His  time  of  office  shall  continue  until  terminated  by  mutual  consent  or  request  of 
either  party.  He  shall  be  a  member  of  all  committees  and  organizations  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity.  His  duties  will  be  in  accordance  with  the 
job  description  at  the  time  of  his  call. 

BY-LAW  XIII  CHURCH  &  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  DIRECTOR 

Section  1 :  Employment  --  The  Director  of  CCM  shall  be  jointly  employed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  North  Ameri- 
can Mission  Board.  The  employee  should  be  elected  to  work  until  the  spon- 
soring groups  mutually  agree  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  the  employee 
resigns.  The  CCM  Director  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Execu- 
tive Director  and  in  compliance  with  the  Job  Description  provided  by  the 
State  and  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  --  The  basic  functions  are  to  work  with  the  CCM  Committee 
or  organize,  supervise  and  promote  a  program  of  activities  to  meet  the  spiri- 
tual, educational,  emotional  and  physical  needs  of  the  people  within  the  geo- 
graphical boundaries  of  the  Association. 

Section  3:  The  CCM  Director  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  and  Missions  Committee  without  voting  privileges. 

BY-LAW  XIV  CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT  DIRECTOR 

Section  1 :  Employment  --  The  Church  Development  Director  shall  be  employed  by 
the  Association.  The  employee  should  be  elected  to  work  until  the  As- 
sociation agrees  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee  re- 
signs. The  Church  Development  Director  shall  work  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Executive  Director  and  in  compliance  with  the  job  descrip- 
tion provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  function  is  to  assist  the  churches  of  the  As- 
sociation in  their  spiritual ,  numerical,  stewardship,  evangelistic  and  lead- 
ership development.  He  she  will  serve  as  resource  person  in  association 
and  church  organizational  life  regarding  Sunday  School,  Discipleship 
Training,  WMU,  Men's  Ministry,  Music,  Evangelism,  Stewardship,  Stu- 
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dent  Ministries,  Single  Ministries,  Youth  Ministries. 
Section  3:    The  Church  Development  Director  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the 
Associational  Executive  Committee,  and  Missions  Committee  without 
voting  privileges. 

BY-LAW  XV  AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  must  be  publicized  in  the  Association's  monthly 
publication  at  least  30  days  before  being  considered  at  a  session  of  the  biannual  meet- 
ings, where  it  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

BY-LAW  XVI  DEFINE  PROCEDURE 

Section  1 :    The  business  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 

prayer. 
Section  2:    Every  report,  resolution,  or  amendment  offered  to  the  Association  shall 

be  submitted  in  writing  if  requested  by  the  Moderator. 
Section  3:    No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  except  by 

permission  of  the  Association. 
Section  4:    Messengers  present  from  half  the  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Section  5:    Unless  the  Association  decides  otherwise,  biannual  meetings  shall  be 

held  on  a  rotating  basis  with  a  church  or  churches  in  each  of  the  six  (6) 

Associational  Groups  as  follows:    Polkville,  Lattimore,  Shelby,  Kings 

Mountain,  Grover,  and  Waco. 

BY-LAW  XVII  THE  CONFESSION  OF  FAITH

Monday  Evening 
October  29,  2001 

1 .  Messengers  and  visitors  gathered  to  celebrate  1 50  years  as  an  Association  at  Double 
Springs  Church  at  6:45  p.m.  This  meeting  is  the  151st  Biannual  Session  of  the  Kings 
Mountain  Baptist  Association.  Double  Springs  Church  is  where  the  first  organiza- 
tional meeting  was  held  in  1851  to  form  our  Association.  "Visions  of  Faith"  is  the 
theme  for  the  meeting  with  focus  on  "Celebrating  the  Past"  during  this  first  session. 

2.  Special  music  was  presented  by  Gospel  Truth  Ensemble  from  Double  Springs  Church. 
The  group  was  accompanied  at  the  piano  by  Mrs.  Mary  Parker,  pianist  from  Double 
Springs.  Mrs.  Parker  also  served  as  pianist  during  the  remainder  of  the  session.  Also, 
a  group  of  KMBA  Ministers  of  Music  sang  two  selections  of  music  from  the  past, 
"Fa,  So,  La"  and  "Brethren  We  Have  Met  to  Worship." 

3.  Mr.  Joe  Collins,  KMBA  church  development  director  and  member  of  Elizabeth 
Church,  led  a  local  Foothills  Dulcimer  Club  in  playing  "Amazing  Grace"  and  "God 
Bless  America." 

4.  Rev.  Tim  Tapp,  pastor  of  New  Prospect  Church,  read  scripture  from  Romans  1 5:4-7. 
Rev.  Ted  Easter,  pastor  of  Immanuel  Church,  led  the  opening  prayer. 

5.  Rev.  Eddie  Brackett,  host  pastor,  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  messengers  and  visi- 
tors. 

6.  Rev.  Leland  Kerr,  KMBA  executive  director  and  member  of  Flint  Hill  Church,  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  Double  Springs  for  serving  as  host  church.  He  stated  KMBA 
got  its  beginnings  at  Double  Springs.  He  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  our  new 
pastors  and  ministerial  staff  members  who  have  been  called  to  our  Association  since 
our  last  Fall  Biannual  Meeting.  He  asked  that  they  form  a  line  and  introduce  them- 
selves to  the  congregation.  Those  in  attendance  were:  Rev.  Roger  Moss,  associate 
pastor,  Allen  Memorial  Church;  Rev.  Tim  Tapp,  pastor,  New  Prospect  Church;  Rev. 
Matt  Simpson,  minister  to  students  and  young  adults,  Elizabeth  Church;  Rev.  David 
McAnelly,  church  planter,  Providence  Church;  Mr.  Corby  Haneline,  family  life  min- 
ister, Zion  Church;  Dr.  Andy  Roby,  minister  of  music,  First  Church,  Shelby;  Rev. 
Ted  Easter,  pastor,  Immanuel  Church;  Mr.  Russ  Bradley,  director  of  youth/children, 
New  Hope  Church;  Rev.  Richard  Prow,  pastor,  Kings  Mountain  Church;  Rev.  David 
Kohnen,  pastor,  Emmanuel  Church;  and  Rev.  Perry  Holleman,  minister  of  educa- 
tion, First  Church,  Shelby. 

7.  Moderator  Glenn  Walker,  director  of  Hands  on  Missions  and  member  of  Double 
Springs  Church,  welcomed  everyone  to  the  Association,  stated  we  are  celebrating 
150  years  at  this  meeting,  and  asked  that  God  continue  to  bless  us.  He  called  our 
session  to  order  and  asked  that  we  pause  for  our  president,  leaders,  military,  mis- 
sionaries, and  anyone  who  may  be  in  harms  way  as  our  nation  is  involved  in  a  war  on 
terrorism.  Also,  he  asked  that  attendance  cards  be  filled  out. 

8.  Moderator  Walker  recognized  and  welcomed  missionaries  in  attendance.  They  were: 
Jerry  and  Dorothy  Hubbard,  from  Zambia,  who  currently  reside  at  the  Patterson  Grove 
Missionary  House  in  Kings  Mountain.  Also,  Rev.  Navice  Kalunga,  pastor  of  Kamena 
Baptist  Church  and  church  development  director  of  the  Serenje  Baptist  Association 
in  Serenje,  Zambia,  was  recognized.  He  brought  greetings  from  the  Sarenje  Associa- 
tion. He  gave  his  testimony  of  how  he  was  saved  while  sitting  in  a  garbage  pit. 
Someone  tossed  in  a  book,  "Who  Is  Jesus.";  he  read  the  book  and  gave  his  life  to  the 
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Lord. 

9.  Rev.  Gene  Daggerhart,  pastor  of  Ross  Grove  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Order  of 
Business  Committee,  presented  the  program  for  the  evening  and  made  a  motion  that 
it  be  approved  with  necessary  changes.  The  motion  was  approved  by  the  messen- 
gers. He  announced  host  churches  for  our  2002  meetings  to  be  held  in  the  Waco 
Group:  April  29:  Northside  Church,  October  28:  Ross  Grove  Church,  October  29: 
Elizabeth  Church  and  moved  these  be  approved.  The  motion  was  approved  by  the 
messengers. 

10.  Rev.  Dave  Gordon,  pastor  of  New  Hope  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Membership 
Committee,  presented  a  report  from  the  committee  and  made  a  recommendation  that 
Sunrise  Baptist  Church  come  under  watchcare  of  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Associa- 
tion with  anticipation  of  being  granted  full  membership  status  during  our  April  2002 
Biannual  Meeting.  The  recommendation  was  approved  by  messengers. 

1 1 .  Mrs.  Janice  Duncan,  minister  of  music  at  Double  Springs  Church,  led  the  congrega- 
tion in  singing,  "On  Jordan's  Stormy  Banks." 

12.  Our  Theme  Interpretation  for  the  session  was  written  by  Mrs.  Beth  Heffner,  minister 
of  music,  education,  and  youth  at  Dover  Church.  She  took  excerpts  from  our  written 
history,  "Visions  of  Faith."  The  script,  about  who  we  were  a  Baptists  in  the  past,  was 
presented  by  Rev.  Clyde  Buckner,  minister  of  music/youth,  Poplar  Springs  Church; 
Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster,  minister  of  music,  Flint  Hill  Church;  Mrs.  Selvia  Brown, 
minister  of  music,  New  Bethel  Church;  Rev.  Morris  Jordan,  minister  of  music,  First 
Church,  Kings  Mountain;  and  Dr.  Tony  Fulbright,  pastor,  First  Church,  Grover. 

13.  Rev.  Leland  Kerr  presented  Mr.  Lansford  Jolley  with  a  plaque  in  appreciation  for  his 
excellent  work  in  writing  "Visions  of  Faith."  The  plaque  cover  was  a  copy  of  the 
front  of  the  history  book.  Mr.  Jolley,  member  of  Boiling  Springs  Church  and  KMBA 
historian,  discussed  the  contents  and  cost  of  the  book  which  will  be  on  sale  during 
our  meeting.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  all  who  served  on  the  History  Committee 
since  1997.  He  thanked  churches  for  submitting  histories  and  pictures  for  the  book. 

14.  Rev.  Kerr  encouraged  folks  to  purchase  a  copy  of  the  history  book.  He  presented 
plaques  to  eight  of  the  thirteen  founding  churches  of  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. They  were:  Beaver  Dam,  Boiling  Springs,  Double  Springs,  Mt.  Sinai,  New 
Bethel,  Pleasant  Hill,  Zion,  and  Zoar. 

15.  Ms.  Pat  Jones,  clerk-treasurer  and  member  of  Pleasant  Ridge  Church,  presented  the 
Executive  Committee  report.  In  addition,  she  presented  two  recommendations  for 
consideration:  (1)  We  recommend  that  our  Association  participate  in  an  "On  Mis- 
sion Celebration"  (formerly  World  Missions  Conference)  in  May  of  2003,  rather 
than  May  2002.  This  will  avoid  any  conflict  with  the  Future  Planning  Task  Force 
work.  The  recommendation  was  approved  by  messengers.  (2)  Upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Personnel  Committee,  we  recommend  new  business  hours  for  the  As- 
sociation Office:  Monday-Thursday  8:30  a.m.  -  5:00  p.m.  (no  change)  and  Friday: 
8:30  a.m.  -  noon  (presently  8:30  a.m.  -  4:00  p.m.).  The  recommendation  was  ap- 
proved by  messengers. 

16.  Ms.  Pat  Jones  presented  the  treasurer's  report  for  January  -  September  2001.  She 
reported  that  finances  are  better  and  bills  and  payroll  have  been  paid.  She  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  churches  for  their  gifts  to  the  Association.  Concerning  borrowed 
monies,  she  reported  the  Counseling  Ministry  has  been  paid  back;  the  Building  Re- 
pairs Fund  has  not  been  paid  back;  and  Contingency  fund  monies  have  not  been  paid 
back. 
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1 7.  Mr.  Joe  Collins  entertained  us  as  he  played  the  guitar  and  sang,  "Reuben  Spencer,"  a 
song  he  wrote  a  number  of  years  ago. 

18.  Rev.  Robert  Abrams,  chairman  of  the  By-Laws  Committee  and  member  of  Boiling 
Springs  Baptist  Church,  presented  the  proposed  By-Law  changes.  He  stated  these 
changes  would  be  voted  on  at  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session  by  the  messengers. 

19    Mrs.  Janice  Duncan  led  the  congregation  in  singing,  "We're  Marching  to  Zion." 

20.  "How  Great  Thou  Art"  our  special  music  for  the  evening  was  presented  by  the  Double 
Springs  Church  choir  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Janice  Duncan. 

2 1 .  Rev.  Kerr  introduced  our  guest  speaker,  Dr.  Jim  Royston,  executive  director/trea- 
surer of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Kerr  stated  Dr.  Royston 
is  very  qualified  to  serve  our  convention,  has  a  heart  for  evangelism  and  church 
planting,  as  well  as  a  passion  for  Association  work.  Rev.  Kerr  presented  Dr.  Royston 
with  a  copy  of  "Visions  of  Faith." 

22.  Dr.  Royston  expressed  appreciation  for  being  asked  to  be  a  part  of  our  150th  cel- 
ebration. He  complimented  KMBA  for  being  a  great  Association,  for  providing  lead- 
ership on  the  General  Board  and  Executive  Committee  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. He  read  scripture  from  Philippians  3:10,  12.  In  keeping  with  our  theme,  he 
emphasized  three  points:  Reclaiming  the  Past,  Reframing  the  Past,  and  Proclaiming 
the  Past.  He  encouraged  us  to  remember  the  past,  celebrate  it,  put  it  in  perspective, 
accept  it,  learn  from  it,  and  move  forward.  He  asked  that  we  be  concerned  about 
being  faithful  to  the  call  of  Christ — to  win  the  lost  and  train  the  saved.  He  suggested 
we  take  a  hard  look  at  ourselves  right  here,  right  now  and  then  keep  pressing  toward 
the  call  of  Christ.  He  expressed  appreciation  for  our  Association's  partnership  with 
the  Baptist  State  Convention.  He  will  pray  that,  if  the  Lord  tarries,  KMBA  will  have 
another  150  years  of  service  and  partnership. 

23.  Rev.  Clyde  Buckner  led  the  congregation  in  the  hymn  of  commitment,  "We  Are  Called 
to  be  God's  People." 

24.  Dr.  Andy  Roby,  minister  of  music  at  First  Church,  Shelby,  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion. 


Tuesday  Afternoon 
October  30,  2001 

25.  At  2:45  p.m.  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  Boiling  Springs  Baptist  Church 
for  the  second  session  of  our  meeting,  special  music  was  presented  by  the  Boiling 
Springs  Senior  Adult  Music  Ministry  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Paul  McManus. 
The  group  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Anne  Lancaster  on  the  piano.  Dr.  Carroll  Page, 
our  host  pastor,  welcomed  us.  Dr.  Andy  Roby,  minister  of  music  at  First  Baptist, 
Shelby  led  us  in  singing  "O  God  Our  Help  in  Ages  Past"  accompanied  by  Mr.  Billy 
Lemons  on  the  organ.  Scripture  was  read  from  Psalms  118:24  and  Matthew  28:19- 
20  by  Rev.  Blake  Hooks,  minister  of  adults  in  education  and  evangelism  at  Elizabeth 
Church.  Rev.  Matt  Simpson,  minister  of  students  and  young  adults  at  Elizabeth 
Church,  led  the  opening  prayer  thanking  God  for  our  150  years  as  an  association. 

26.  Executive  Director  Leland  Kerr  introduced  Mr.  Ralph  "Scoot"  Dixon,  vice  president 
for  enrollment  management  at  Gardner  Webb  University.  Rev.  Kerr  presented  a  copy 
of  "Visions  of  Faith"  to  Mr.  Dixon  for  Gardner  Webb  University  in  appreciation  of 
their  part  in  our  150  years  of  service.  Mr.  Dixon  reported  an  enrollment  of  3,564  this 
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year  which  is  300  more  than  last  year.  He  stated  Gardner  Webb  is  who  they  say  they 
are  and  does  not  try  to  be  all  things  to  all  people  just  to  fill  the  dorm  rooms.  This 
produces  a  great  quality  of  education.  The  campus  ministry  is  alive  and  well  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  Tracy  Jessup  with  twelve  ministry  groups  working  together 
for  God  on  campus.  Mr.  Dixon  urged  our  association  to  continue  praying  for  Gardner 
Webb  University. 

27.  The  Nominating  Committee  Report  was  presented  by  Rev.  Tim  Lowry,  pastor  at 
Allen  Memorial.  He  thanked  the  committee  for  their  work  this  year.  Being  no  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor,  the  report  was  voted  on  and  approved  as  printed. 

28.  Vice  Moderator,  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble,  pastor  at  Zoar,  presented  the  2002  calendar  for 
our  approval  as  printed.  It  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

29.  The  Committee  on  Committee  report  was  given  by  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  at 
Zion  Church.  He  stated  that  the  committee  tried  to  be  very  inclusive  in  their  selec- 
tions of  persons  from  every  group  of  churches.  This  report  was  approved  by  vote. 

30.  Mrs.  Parthenia  Caveny,  a  member  of  Eastside  in  Kings  Mountain,  gave  the  Memo- 
rial Tribute.  This  year  death  even  reached  the  Memorial  Committee  with  the  death 
of  Rev.  David  Lucas.  Mrs.  Caveny  led  in  a  prayer  for  all  who  died  this  year. 

31.  Mrs.  Selvia  Brown,  minister  of  music  from  New  Bethel,  led  us  in  singing  "Because 
He  Lives." 

32.  The  theme  interpretation  "Celebrating  the  Present"  was  given  via  video  presentation 
of  our  various  ministry  events. 

33.  Church  Development  Director  Joe  Collins  gave  his  report.  The  big  training  event  of 
this  past  year  was  T.E.S.  (Training  and  Equipping  the  Saints)  with  over  200  in  atten- 
dance and  30  faculty  members  in  August  at  First  Baptist,  Shelby.  Sixty-two  people 
participated  in  our  summer  mission  trip  to  south  central  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Collins 
said  that  many  people  ask  him  exactly  what  does  CDD  do.  He  said  that  his  job  is  to 
help  develop  the  leadership  in  our  churches  which  he  sees  now  has  to  be  done  in  a 
more  updated  way.  More  "cross  training"  is  needed.  This  is  leaders  helping  others 
become  leaders  here  in  the  KMBA.  Training  is  necessary  on  a  more  local  level. 

34.  Since  the  proposed  changes  in  our  By-laws  were  presented  at  our  Monday  session, 
Rev.  Robert  Abrams  went  over  the  changes  and  made  a  motion  that  these  be  ap- 
proved. The  following  were  approved  by  a  vote:  1.  Article  III  -  Purpose:  The  pur- 
pose of  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  is  to  unite  congregations  in  effec- 
tive missions  and  ministries.  2.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Committee  and  the  Student 
Ministry  Committee  was  eliminated.  3.  Section  7:  Changed  to  a  quorum  of  8  neces- 
sary for  the  Executive  Committee  to  do  business.  4.  By-law  VII:  Eliminate  "Com- 
mittee on  Enrollment". 

35.  Leland  Kerr  presented  the  2002  budget  in  the  absence  of  our  Finance  Committee 
Chairman  Paul  Williams.  This  new  budget  is  comparable  to  the  1998  budget.  It  in- 
cludes a  new  line  item  to  help  the  Future  Planning  Task  Force  with  expenses  and 
also  a  new  item  to  help  repay  our  Contingency  Fund  for  money  we  owe  there.  The 
Counseling  Ministry  budget  was  reduced  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  received  grants 
designed  for  this.  Rev.  Jim  Brackett,  finance  committee  chairman  for  next  year,  asked 
each  church  to  respond  to  our  ministry  as  an  association  with  financial  support.  The 
2002  budget  was  voted  on  and  passed. 

36.  The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  given  by  Leland  Kerr  in  the  absence  of  Rev, 
Mike  Shumate.  Thanks  was  expressed  to  Double  Springs  and  Boiling  Springs  for 
hosting  us  and  to  the  whole  Lattimore  group  of  churches  who  provided  our  meal 
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tonight.  Rev.  Kerr,  on  behalf  of  the  Resolution  Committee,  made  a  motion  that  the 
2001  Minute  Books  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  David  Lucas,  Rev.  Danny 
(Billy)  Ritch,  and  Rev.  H.F.  (Bud)  Tutherow.  This  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

37.  We  had  a  session  break  for  fifteen  minutes  to  reconvene  at  4:30  p.m.  Vice  Moderator 
Marvin  Gobble  called  us  back  into  session  and  Mrs.  Teresa  Edmonson,  minister  of 
youth  and  music  at  Camps  Creek  Church,  led  in  singing  "To  Worship,  Work  and 
Witness." 

38.  Rev.  Gene  Daggerhart,  pastor  at  Ross  Grove  and  chairman  of  the  Order  of  Business 
Committee,  made  a  correction  on  the  locations  of  our  2002  meetings.  The  correction 
was:  in  April  at  Northside,  in  October  at  Ross  Grove  and  Elizabeth. 

39.  Rev.  Glenn  Walker  appointed  the  2002  Committee  on  Committees  as  being  the  same 
people  who  served  this  year:  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  Mrs.  Marie  Beam,  Mrs.  Lib  Dedmon, 
Rev.  Richard  Stroup,  Ms.  Hazel  Thrift,  Mrs.  Jackie  Washburn,  and  Mr.  Myles 
Whitaker. 

40.  Rev.  Charles  Reed,  our  church  and  community  ministries  director,  gave  his  report 
which  started  with  a  video  presentation  of  Essentials  for  the  "On  Mission  Church  - 
Who  is  Jesus?".  Many  who  come  to  our  office  for  assistance  do  not  know  who  Jesus 
is.  Our  challenge  and  our  Christian  duty  is  to  share  the  answer  to  this  question  with 
those  people.  Rev.  Reed  reminded  us  about  the  upcoming  Annual  Christmas  Toy 
Store  needs  of  toys  and  volunteers.  Our  churches  have  sent  a  total  of  $6,330.40  to 
the  NC  Baptist  Men  in  response  to  the  September  1 1th  terrorist  attacks.  These  funds 
help  maintain  the  disaster  feeding  stations  operated  by  our  Baptist  Men.  We  have 
just  signed  another  contract  with  Duke  Energy  to  distribute  the  Share  the  Warmth 
funds  again  this  year.  Since  Cleveland  County  has  an  unemployment  rate  of  over 
12%  we  expect  to  be  helping  more  people  than  ever  with  heating  cost. 

41 .  Special  music  was  presented  by  the  Boiling  Springs  Senior  Adult  Music  Choir  which 
included  "I  Won't  Have  to  Cross  Jordan  Alone." 

42.  Rev.  Glenn  Walker  presented  the  moderator's  message.  He  used  scripture  from  Ro- 
mans 10:12-17.  "Who  is  Jesus?"  and  "What  does  He  want  us  as  Christians  to  do?" 
was  the  theme  of  his  message.  We  need  to  look  at  the  present  reality  of  being  a 
Christian  in  today's  world.  We  need  to  take  a  wide  look  at  ourselves  and  our  lifestyle 
here  in  Cleveland  County.  God  doesn't  want  us  to  focus  just  on  me  and  mine  but  on 
sharing  the  Word  with  everyone  showing  no  difference  between  anyone.  When  have 
you  reached  out  to  someone  different  from  yourself?  We  are  all  God's  children.  The 
church  was  never  formed  as  a  social  organization.  God  has  called  every  person  in 
the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  to  share  His  message  and  we  must  believe 
we  can  do  it  and  then  seek  our  opportunites  to  do  so. 

43.  Dr.  Carroll  Page  gave  directions  and  the  blessing  for  our  evening  meal.  The  meeting 
was  adjourned  until  after  the  meal. 

Tuesday  Evening 
October  30,  2001 

44.  As  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  evening  session  at  Boiling  Springs 
Church,  everyone  enjoyed  an  audio/visual  presentation  of  worship  videos. 

45.  Rev.  Larry  Franks,  minister  of  music  at  Bethel  Church,  led  the  congregation  in  a 
worship  medley  of  praise  music.  We  were  accompanied  by  the  Bethel  Praise  En- 
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semble,  the  Bethel  Praise  Band,  Bethel  pianist,  Pam  Vess,  and  Bethel  organist, 
Stephanie  Roberts. 

46.  Rev.  Richard  Stroup,  pastor  of  New  Camps  Creek  Church,  read  scripture  from  Prov- 
erbs 3:5-6  and  Jeremiah  29:1 1-13.  He  also  led  in  the  opening  prayer. 

47.  The  Theme  Interpretation,  "Celebrating  the  Future,"  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Doreen 
Wacaster  and  Mrs.  Teresa  Davis.  They  enacted  busy  life  styles  with  all  the  modern 
technology  but  in  the  end  everything  crumbled  since  God  was  left  out.  They  con- 
cluded with  putting  God  first  by  letting  Him  be  our  foundation  with  our  other  activi- 
ties falling  into  place  afterwards.  Mrs.  Robyn  Kerr  read  Matthew  6:33-34. 

48.  Rev.  Larry  Franks  led  the  congregation  in  another  worship  medley  of  praise  music. 

49.  Rev.  Eric  Davis,  pastor  of  Double  Shoals  Church,  and  chairman  of  the  Counseling 
Ministry  Advisory  Committee,  presented  a  report.  He  stated  pastors  are  now  able  to 
make  counseling  referrals  to  our  counselor,  Dr.  Gary  McFarland.  He  introduced  Dr. 
McFarland  to  the  Association.  Dr.  McFarland  expressed  appreciation  for  being  asked 
to  speak.  He  gave  statistical  information  concerning  the  number  of  people  seen  stat- 
ing that  approximately  one-third  of  them  were  referrals  by  ministers.  He  discussed 
the  matter  of  cost  to  the  clients  and  stated  that  the  subsidy  fund  is  a  wonderful  gift  to 
people  in  the  community.  He  shared  his  credentials  and  explained  the  duties  of  a 
pastoral  counselor. 

50.  A  video,  "We  All  Need  Jesus,"  was  viewed  by  the  congregation. 

51.  Rev.  Ken  Pruitt,  pastor  of  Beaver  Dam  Church  and  chairman  of  the  KMBA  Future 
Planning  Task  Force,  stated  he  was  honored  to  serve  as  chairman.  He  expressed 
appreciation  to  and  recognized  the  sub-committee  chairpersons  and  their  respective 
committee  members  who  were  in  attendance.  He  shared  what  each  sub-committee  is 
presently  doing  and  encouraged  churches  to  be  involved  in  the  process  as  they  are 
asked  for  input  and  information.  He  read  Luke  10:1  and  stated  we  are  responsible  for 
taking  this  Association  forward.  Why?  Because  we  all  need  Jesus.  He  stated  that 
Future  Planning  is  a  "preservation  thing"  and  that  as  an  Association  we  must  make 
incredible  steps  of  change.  He  read  Joshua  3:5  and  stated  we  must  start  new  tradi- 
tions to  meet  the  needs  around  us  and  consecrate  ourselves  that  God  will  do  mag- 
nificent things  in  our  county. 

52.  Our  special  music  for  the  evening,  "Bow  the  Knee,"  was  presented  by  the  combined 
choirs  of  Bethel  Church  and  Flint  Hill  Church.  The  choir  was  led  by  Rev.  Larry 
Franks.  A  video  backdrop,  showing  event  of  the  terrorists  attacks  on  September  11, 
was  shown  during  the  performance. 

53.  Rev.  Leland  Kerr  presented  his  report  and  challenge  to  the  Association.  He  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  staff  at  KMBA  for  their  71  years  of  collective  service  to  the 
Association.  He  recognized  the  Church  Prayer  Coordinators  and  expressed  appre- 
ciation to  them  for  the  success  of  our  150  Prayer  Plan.  He  expressed  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Lansford  Jolley  for  the  writing  of  our  150  year  history.  He  also  expressed  appre- 
ciation for  the  work  of  the  Counseling  Ministry  and  the  Future  Planning/Vision  Task 
Force.  He  asked  for  prayer  for  the  Task  Force,  that  the  plan  will  be  implemented  and 
not  stored  on  a  shelf  and  that  it  will  become  so  effective  that  people  will  notice  a 
difference  in  our  Association.  The  world  needs  to  see  we  are  joined  to  win  the  world 
to  Christ.  Since  the  terrorists  attacks  of  September  1 1 ,  we  have  so  many  people  with 
no  hope  who  are  searching  for  something.  This  presents  many  opportunities  for  us  to 
share  the  love  of  Christ.  Using  material  from  Into  the  Future,  by  Elmer  Towns  and 
Warren  Bird,  he  stated  we  must  learn  the  new  system  of  a  new  culture,  focus  on 
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being  a  healthy  church,  be  unapologetic  about  showing  social  concern,  communi- 
cate through  multisensory  and  relational  framework,  use  relevance  and  credibility  to 
spread  the  gospel,  remember  that  it  is  better  to  do  a  few  things  well,  think  outside 
the  box  to  find  and  reach  unchurched  people,  don't  insist  that  one  worship  style  has 
to  fit  all  congregations,  discover  the  specific  reasons  why  people  are  willing  to  give 
money  to  their  church,  and  be  prepared  to  reach  50  million  people  who  over  the  next 
five  years  will  connect  to  the  internet  daily  seeking  spiritual  answers  and  help.  He 
asked  that  we  celebrate  and  rejoice  over  what  we  have  not  yet  seen,  trust  God  and 
follow  His  plan. 

54.  Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster  led  the  congregation  in  a  hymn  of  commitment,  "Wherever 
He  Leads,  I'll  Go." 

55.  Rev.  Leland  Kerr  recognized  Rev.  Glenn  Walker  and  presented  him  a  moderator's 
plaque  and  an  autographed  copy  of  "Visions  of  Faith"  in  appreciation  for  his  service 
as  moderator  for  1999-2001. 

56.  The  new  officers  were  installed  at  this  time.  Rev.  Kerr  asked  that  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble, 
moderator;  Rev.  David  Blanton,  vice-moderator;  and  Ms.  Pat  Jones,  clerk-treasurer 
come  forward.  He  also  recognized  Mrs.  Sandra  Keeter  as  assistant  clerk-treasurer. 

57.  Rev.  Leland  Kerr  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the  151st  Biannual  Meeting.

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EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR'S  CHALLENGE 

As  part  of  the  emphasis  in  preparation  for  our  150th  anniversary  as  an  Associa- 
tion, we  launched  the  150  Prayer  Plan  during  our  Biannual  Meeting  last  October. 
Churches  were  asked  to  appoint  or  elect  a  church  prayer  coordinator.  About  forty  of 
our  churches  have  done  this  and  they  have  been  meeting  with  Charles,  Joe,  and  me 
throughout  the  year.  They  have  worked  diligently  to  lead  their  churches  to  be  in- 
volved in  various  kinds  of  prayer  ministries.  Ministries  like  prayer  rooms,  praying 
during  worship  services,  prayer  guides,  prayer  times  following  the  terrorist  attacks 
on  September  1 1,  and  much  more. 

A  major  part  of  their  work  has  been  implementing  the  150  Prayer  Plan  in  their 
churches.  The  150  Prayer  Plan  had  four  major  components: 

1.  Enlist  150  volunteers  to  pray  daily  for  the  work  of  our  Association  and  churches. 

2.  150  days  of  specific,  concentrated  prayer  for  our  Association  and  churches 
(June  1  -  October  28,  2001). 

3.  150  hour  prayer  vigil  prior  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October  2001.  This 
prayer  vigil  began  October  23  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ended  October  29  at  2:00  p.m. 

4.  Cover  a  minimum  of  150  miles  in  our  county  by  PRAYER  WALKING. 

I  appreciate  the  spirit  of  prayer,  unity  and  cooperation  we  have  experienced  with 
the  church  prayer  coordinators.  Each  meeting  is  a  spiritually  uplifting  time  for  us.  I 
also  appreciate  how  our  churches  have  supported  the  150  Prayer  Plan.  Many  of  our 
churches  will  hold  their  PRAYER  WALK  by  the  end  of  2001.  The  church  prayer 
coordinators  will  continue  to  meet  together  for  training,  fellowship,  idea-swapping, 
prayer  time,  and  coordinated  prayer  efforts.  It  is  imperative  that  we  remain  an  Asso- 
ciation that  emphasizes  prayer  as  we  seek  God's  direction  for  the  future. 

Another  significant  part  of  our  150tb  anniversary  as  an  Association  is  the  release 
of  the  written  history  of  our  150  years,  Visions  of  Faith:  The  Sesquicentennial 
History  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  1851-2001.  Lansford  Jolley, 
our  associational  historian,  has  written  an  excellent  and  timely  history  of  our  Asso- 
ciation. Each  church  in  our  Association  has  a  written  history  with  a  picture  of  the 
church  and  the  pastor  included  in  the  book.  I  encourage  each  church  to  purchase 
multiple  copies  so  that  future  generations  will  know  of  our  history.  I  encourage  each 
messenger  at  our  Biannual  Meeting  to  purchase  copies.  I  think  you  will  be  inspired 
as  you  read  of  our  rich  heritage  of  vision,  faith,  and  ministry  detailed  in  Vision  of 
Faith:  The  Sesquicentennial  History  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association 
1851-2001  by  Lansford  Jolley. 

I  want  to  express  appreciation  to  Lansford  Jolley  for  his  sacrifice  of  time  and 
energy  to  write  a  record  of  our  history.  I  also  want  to  express  appreciation  to  mem- 
bers of  our  History  Committee  as  they  have  worked  tirelessly  to  promote  Visions  of 
Faith  and  encourage  people  to  purchase  copies  of  the  book.  Those  who  serve  with 
Lansford  Jolley  on  this  committee  are  Mrs.  Delores  Hamrick,  associate  historian 
(Poplar  Springs),  Mrs.  Ruth  Philbeck  (New  Buffalo),  Mrs.  Barbara  Starnes  (Eastside, 
Kings  Mountain),  Mr.  Thirlen  Osborne  (Boiling  Springs),  Mrs.  Lib  Hughes 
(Westview),  Mrs.  Theresa  Lowe  (Double  Shoals),  and  Mrs.  Betty  Black  (Emmanuel). 

In  the  Forward  to  Visions  of  Faith,  I  wrote,  "Throughout  our  history,  God  has 
blessed  us  with  'visionaries'...!  encourage  you  to  read  it  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  for 
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the  past,  an  awareness  of  the  present,  and  a  challenge  for  the  future."  There  is  the 
temptation  at  times  to  live  in  the  past  and  simply  remember  the  "good  ole  days" — 
and  we  have  a  lot  of  them.  We  are  compelled  to  take  the  experiences  and  resources 
from  our  past  and  build  on  them  as  we  seek  God's  direction  for  the  future.  We  must 
spend  time  in  His  Word,  surrounded  by  His  presence,  seeking  His  will  to  prepare  to 
face  the  future. 

Associational  work  has  changed  dramatically  in  the  last  10  years.  It  must  con- 
tinue to  change  in  order  to  be  relevant  in  the  life  of  our  churches  and  our  commu- 
nity. There  may  even  be  the  need  for  dramatic  changes.  We  cannot  settle  for  just 
doing  what  we've  always  done.  How  do  we  go  about  this? 

Our  Future  Planning/Vision  Task  Force  is  responding  to  this  question.  The  Task 
Force  and  sub-groups  are  hard  at  work  thoroughly  studying  our  associational  struc- 
ture and  work,  asking  our  churches  for  specific  information  and  input  into  our  fu- 
ture, evaluating  population/demographic  trends,  and  looking  at  other  social  systems 
in  our  county.  This  Task  Force  (see  names  in  Executive  Committee  Report)  is  being 
led  by  Rev.  Ken  Pruitt,  chairman.  Ken  is  pastor  of  Beaver  Dam  Baptist  Church.  Our 
consultant  is  Rev.  Dale  Fisher,  director  of  missions  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Associa- 
tion in  Lenoir,  NC.  I  encourage  our  churches  to  respond  to  the  requests  of  the  Task 
Force  for  information  and  suggestions.  We  need  to  hear  from  you.  We  must  seek 
God's  direction  for  the  future  together.  We  must  be  unified  as  partners  in  missions 
and  ministry.  May  we  trust  God's  word  to  us  in  Jeremiah  29:1 1: 

"For  I  know  the  plans  I  have  for  you,  declares  the  Lord,  plans  to  prosper  you, 
plans  to  give  you  hope  and  a  future"  (NIV).

4.  PRISON  MINISTRY: 

a.  YOKEFELLOW  MINISTRY  -  Volunteers  assist  with  Bible  study  and  fellowship 
every  other  Tuesday  at  the  Cleveland  Correction  Unit. 

b.  BIBLE  STUDY  -  Volunteers  lead  a  Bible  study  for  inmates  on  Thursday  after- 
noons. CCM  furnishes  Bible  study  curriculum  and  devotional  guides  for  the  in- 
mates. 

c.  CHRISTMAS  GIFT  PACKETS  -The  128  male  inmates  of  the  Cleveland  Correc- 
tional Unit  were  presented  with  gift  bags  of  toiletry  items,  candy,  fruit,  witness- 
ing tracts,  and  a  Bible.  The  sixty  staff  working  at  the  prison  were  presented  with 
a  Christmas  gift,  as  well. 
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5.  MINISTRY  TO  THE  VISUALLY  IMPAIRED: 

A  party  was  held  for  blind  students  prior  to  final  exams  in  the  spring  semester 
at  Gardner- Webb  University.  There  were  twelve  in  attendance.  Graduation  gifts  were 
given  to  seniors  completing  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs. 

6.  CCM  SUMMER  MISSIONS: 

Becca  Boring  served  as  CCM  Summer  Missionary.  In  addition  to  assisting  in  the 
CCM  office  and  Friday  lunch  program,  Becca  conducted  day  camps  for  children 
with  special  needs.  On  Sunday  nights  worship  services,  Bible  study,  and  a  fellow- 
ship meal  were  conducted  for  Spanish-speaking  people  at  the  Community  Center  in 
Belwood.  This  ministry  is  continued  this  fall  as  the  Association  is  seeking  to  plant  a 
church  for  Spanish-speaking  people  in  the  county. 

7.  JAIL  MINISTRY: 

Services  are  conducted  every  Sunday  afternoon  at  the  Cleveland  County  Jail  and 
Jail  Annex  by  thirty-seven  congregations  in  the  county.  Mrs.  Judy  Allen  prepares  an 
annual  schedule  and  faithfully  reminds  churches  of  their  participation.

8.  HIV/AIDS  MINISTRY: 

The  Regional  HIV/AIDS  Consortium  in  Charlotte  awarded  CCM  $5500  to  be 
used  for  food  and  nutrition  needs  for  the  HIV  infected  in  2000-2001.  Additional 
funds  were  granted  for  emergency  assistance. 

9.  DISASTER  PASTORS: 

Twenty-nine  ministers  in  Cleveland  County  are  participating  in  training  and  re- 
sponse to  counsel  and  support  victims  and  emergency  responders  in  times  of  natural 
disasters  or  other  critical  incidents.  In  this  past  year  Disaster  Pastors  have  been  called 
upon  to  assist  in  the  search  for  missing  persons  in  Cleveland  County. 

10.  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  FAIR  MINISTRY: 

Since  1978  Baptist  Men's  groups  have  been  having  a  prayer  breakfast  and  wor- 
ship service  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  fair  for  the  people  who  travel  with  the 
carnival.  Over  125  participated  in  the  prayer  breakfast  on  October  3,  2001.  Since 
1990  the  CCM  Director  has  been  serving  as  a  volunteer  fair  chaplain  and  assisted 
the  fair  board  of  directors  with  the  opening  ceremonies.  On  Sunday,  September  30, 
2001,  two  non-denominational  worship  services  were  held  in  the  grandstand  and  the 
fair  chaplain  was  allowed  to  use  the  grandstand  for  gospel  singing  groups  to  perform 
from  2:30  to  5:00  p.m. 

11.  CHRISTIAN  WOMEN'S  JOB  CORPS: 

Mrs.  Cindy  Hord  is  the  volunteer  site  coordinator  for  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist 
Association  CWJC.  This  ministry  of  WMU  is  designed  to  give  women  going  from  a 
lifestyle  of  dependency  a  handup  on  their  way  to  self-sufficiency  through  mentoring, 
prayer,  and  Bible  study.  The  CCM  Director  serves  on  the  NC  Board  of  Directors  for 
CWJC. 
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12.  FRIDAY  LUNCH  PROGRAM: 

The  number  of  meals  served  to  the  hungry  and  homeless  through  the  soup  kitchen 
-  by  volunteers  from  KMBA  churches  -  at  First  Shelby  on  Fridays  was  1467.  Assist- 
ing in  serving  were  233  volunteers. 

13.  VOLUNTEER  RECEPTIONISTS  AND  CLOTHING  ROOM  WORKERS: 

There  are  sixteen  volunteers  who  assist  regularly  in  the  CCM  office  as  reception- 
ists. Twelve  people  volunteer  on  a  weekly  basis  in  the  clothing  room.

14.  METROLINA  FOOD  BANK: 

In  addition  to  the  non-perishable  food  items  donated  through  the  churches  of 
KMBA,  seven  volunteers  pick  up  meat,  dairy  products,  and  grocery  items  from  one 
local  Food  Lion  Kings  Mountain  store.  A  total  of  12,340  pounds  of  salvaged  items 
were  received  from  Food  Lion  to  distribute  to  those  in  need  of  food. 

15.  BACK-TO-SCHOOL  SUPPLY  DAYS 

On  July  25  and  26,  2001,  we  provided  230  students  with  new  back-to-school 
supplies.  Each  book  bag  was  filled  with  supplies  as  well  as  socks,  underwear  and 
toiletries  to  begin  a  new  year.  The  cost  for  this  year  alone,  for  the  KMBA  was  over 
$4,300.00.  We  need  your  support. 

Our  deepest  gratitude  goes  to  those  who  have  "responded  to  the  call"  through  giving 
of  their  time,  talents,  spiritual  gifts,  and  financial  resources  to  minister  to  those  in  need 
through  CCM  of  KMBA.  Our  deepest  gratitude  goes  to  God  through  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ  for  allowing  us  to  be  used  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  our  neighbors  and  for 
providing  the  resources  needed  to  minister  effectively.

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CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT  DIRECTOR  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association.  Several  training 
events  were  held  to  train  leaders  in  our  churches  including  a  couple  of  Sunday  School 
consultations  in  individual  churches  and  T.E.S.  (Training  and  Equipping  the  Saints)  held  at 
Shelby  First  on  August  20-21 .  With  nearly  thirty  faculty  members  and  well  over  two  hundred 
participants,  T.E.S.  was  the  largest  leadership  training  event  held  in  the  past  three  years  in  our 
association.  A  special  thanks  is  owed  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  several  faculty 
members  and  to  Shelby  First  Baptist  for  their  fine  job  of  hosting. 

In  July,  sixty-two  of  our  members  representing  eight  of  our  churches  went  to  south- 
central  Pennsylvania.  About  half  of  our  mission  team  were  youth  and  the  other  half  were 
adults,  but  there  was  very  little  evidence  of  a  generation  gap  because  we  were  all  serving  the 
same  Lord.  The  mission  trip  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  help  a  struggling  sister  association 
with  backyard  bible  clubs  and  construction  projects.  Eight  children  made  professions  of  faith, 
two  churches  have  ceilings  they  can  be  proud  of,  and  another  church  has  a  lot  more  concrete 
than  they  used  to  have.  The  missionaries  served  the  Lord  well  in  the  eight  days  they  spent  on 
the  field. 

Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  is  blessed  with  good  leaders  who  are  concerned 
about  their  churches  and,  more  importantly,  the  cause  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  They  are 
involved  in  teaching,  administration,  hands-on  missions,  prayer,  and  other  disciplines  that 
they  are  passing  on  to  others.  They  are  continually  updating  their  skills  and  knowledge  so  that 
their  ministry  remains  relevant  in  our  fast-paced  world.  Without  them,  our  association  of 
churches  would  grow  stagnant  and  ineffective  quickly. 

However,  leadership  is  not  a  stable  commodity.  Leaders  often  have  to  be  replaced  as 
generations  pass.  Even  on  the  shorter  term,  leaders  who  want  to  remain  effective  must  pay  the 
price  in  training  and  development.  Churches  develop  as  church  leaders  develop.  It's  a  simple 
concept  that's  at  the  core  of  what  I  do  as  your  Church  Development  Director. 

Our  larger  corporate  life  as  Southern  Baptists  has  changed  drastically  in  the  last  fifteen 
years,  especially  in  the  area  of  equipping  leaders  in  our  churches.  There  was  a  day  when  the 
Sunday  School  Board  (now  known  as  Lifeway  Christian  Resources)  provided  a  consistent 
program  for  discipling  church  members  that  most  our  churches  bought  into.  As  a  resourcing 
organization,  they  provided  free  training  for  those  who  would  equip  local  church  leaders.  The 
association's  role  was  to  disperse  information  and  plug  leaders  into  the  training  that  would 
help  them  disperse  that  information  in  a  timely  and  effective  manner.  Those  days  are  coming 
to  an  end.  Even  our  State  Convention  has  pared  back  funds  formerly  used  to  develop  local 
church  leaders.  As  a  result  the  role  of  our  association  in  developing  leaders  in  the  future  will 
look  different. 

No  longer  will  we  be  told  what  our  training  needs  are  and  pointed  to  a  training  event  that 
will  meet  those  needs.  Instead,  we  will  need  to  be  more  proactive,  spending  time  analyzing 
needs  and  creating  training  or  discussion  groups  that  will  address  them.  Instead  of  just  providing 
a  training  event,  the  job  of  the  association  will  be  to 

1.  help  churches  define  their  own  mission  and  help  them  objectively  evaluate  their 
programs  in  light  of  that  definition. 

2.  lead  churches  who  have  similar  leadership  development  needs  into  conversation  with 
one  another  in  order  to  make  maximum  use  of  our  corporate  resources. 

3 .  provide  cutting  edge  training  when  a  need  can  be  established  in  a  group  of  our  churches 

4.  suggest  media  for  addressing  the  needs  that  surface  and  train  churches  to  use  those 
media,  including  new  information  technology. 

It  has  never  been  and  will  never  be  the  job  of  the  association  to  tell  churches  what  they 
ought  to  be  doing.  That  is  between  God  and  the  individual  church.  However,  we  can  help  find 
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vehicles  and  resources  that  will  help  churches  to  continue  developing  leaders  both  for  today 
and  the  future  so  they  can  effectively  do  what  they  are  called  to  do. 

A  few  general  "need"  areas  that  I  believe  our  churches  are  facing  right  now  are  listed 
below: 

-  each  church  being  able  to  state  a  peculiar  sense  of  calling 

-  updating  skill  sets  and  knowledge  needed  in  teaching 

-  working  through  conflict  constructively 

-  making  use  of  new  technologies  in  ministry  and  education 

-  breaking  language  barriers  that  are  coming  with  an  influx  of  non-English  speakers  in 
our  community 

I'm  sure  there  are  a  lot  of  other  needs  to  be  met,  but  these  stand  out  for  me  right  now, 
based  on  my  visits  around  the  association  during  the  past  year.  Please  help  me  get  to  know 
your  church  and  its  needs,  and  let's  work  together  to  find  ways  to  develop  leaders.  Our  future 
as  churches  and  as  an  association  can  be  better  if  we  do.

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DISCIPLESHIP  TRAINING

This  event  was  held  at  Flint  Hill  Baptist  Church  on 
Sunday,  April  1,  at  3:00  p.m. 

Once  again  this  year  the  event  was  under  the  very  able  leadership  of  Creola  Pearson 
and  Carolyn  Gordon.  We  had  14  different  churches  participating  with  79  children,  4 
youth,  and  1  youth  speaker.

A  NEW  DISCIPLESHIP  TRAINING  MINISTRY  PROSPECT 

We  have  called  them  many  things.  Retarded.  Slow.  Mentally  Handicapped. 
Mentally  Challenged.  Developmentally  Disabled.  Now,  the  Forever  Child. 

The  term  "developmentally  disabled"  refers  to  persons  who  have  a  mental  or 
physical  impairment  or  combination  of  mental  impairments  that  is  manifested  before 
the  person  attains  the  age  of  22.  It  is  likely  to  continue  indefinitely  and  results  in 
substantial  functional  limitations  in  three  or  more  of  the  following  areas  of  major 
life  activity:  self  care,  receptive  and  expressive  language,  learning,  mobility,  self- 
direction,  capacity  for  independent  living,  and  economic  self-sufficiency. 

According  to  the  census,  3%  of  the  adult  population  is  mentally  handicapped.  As 
many  as  15%  of  the  population  would  be  considered  handicapped  by  the 
developmentally  disabled  definition.  In  North  Carolina  alone  (an  old  statistic)  there 
are  more  than  225,  000  mentally  handicapped  persons.  Of  all  disabled,  90%  are  either 
unsaved  or  unchurched.  95%  still  live  at  home.  They  live  in  our  communities  and 
neighborhoods.  There  is  an  80%  divorce  rate  in  marriages  that  have  a  handicapped 
child.  For  every  handicapped  person  there  are  2-4  other  family  members  affected. 

How  do  these  statistics  work  out  in  Cleveland  County?  There  are  approximately 
2,880  developmentally  disabled  in  the  county.  More  than  2,592  are  unsaved  or 
unchurched.  More  than  2,716  still  live  at  home.  More  than  2,304  result  in  divorce. 
There  are  between  5,700  and  11,500  other  family  members  affected. 

What  can/should  we  do? 

Things  like  Vacation  Bible  School,  Sunday  School  class,  an  Associational 
Fellowship,  an  Associational  support  group  for  parents,  respite  care,  resources  and 
help,  Happiness  Retreat,  the  Developmentally  Disability  Ministry  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Home,  and  respite  camp.

Over  140 
seniors,  and  over  eleven  churches  took  part  in  the  day.  Various  senior  choirs  provided 
music  and  many  area  directors  were  involved.  The  day  ended  with  a  meal  and  devotional. 
Other  areas  that  the  music  committee  have  been  involved  with  include  promoting  the 
"Creative  Ministries  Resource  Listings"  and  T.E.S.  (training  workshops).  Three  classes 
in  the  music  area  that  were  offered  included  children's  choir,  sound  systems,  and  handbell 
technique. 

Most  recently,  the  directors  have  planned  the  music  for  the  Fall  Biannual  Meeting  in 
keeping  with  the  theme  "Celebrating  the  Past,  Present,  and  Future"  with  our  Association.

It  is  good  to 
know  that  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  has  taken  the  steps  to  provide  a  well- 
organized  and  Christian-based  Counseling  Ministry  for  our  community  of  faith.  Our 
Association's  Pastoral  Counselor,  Dr.  Gary  McFarland  has  done  an  excellent  job  in 
providing  Christian  counseling  to  numerous  individuals,  families,  and  church 
congregations  from  our  Association  and  community. 

Our  Team  of  dedicated  members  has  worked  closely  with  Dr.  McFarland  in 
establishing  guidelines  for  the  ministry.  As  the  needs  of  our  churches  and  community 
grow,  this  ministry  will  need  to  be  developed  even  more,  so  we  see  this  as  a  work  in 
progress.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  progress  and  direction  of  this  ministry  and  we 
encourage  every  church  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  become  partners  in  this 
ministry.  We  appreciate  the  hard  work  and  dedicated  guidance  that  Dr.  McFarland  has 
offered,  and  we  look  forward  to  seeing  the  territory  of  this  ministry  continue  to  increase 
over  the  years. 

The  success  of  this  ministry  reminds  us  that  there  are  many  individuals,  families, 
and  church  fellowships  in  this  area,  which  are  seeking  Christian-based  counsel  and 
assistance.  Most  pastors  will  readily  admit  that  there  are  some  counseling  challenges, 
which  may  exceed  their  theological  training,  and  it  is  good  to  have  this  ministry  as  a 
reliable  resource.  We  all  probably  realize  that  any  ministry  worth  having  is  worth 
supporting,  so  we  are  encouraging  churches  across  our  area  to  become  "partners"  in 
maintaining  a  quality  organization. 

Each  church  in  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  has  been  asked  to  become  a 
"Covenanting  Church"  by  donating  $2.00  per  resident  to  the  Counseling  Ministry.  This 
amount  (whether  paid  on  a  quarterly  or  annual  basis)  will  help  to  sustain  a  very  much- 
needed  ministry.  As  each  church  enters  into  a  covenant  with  the  Counseling  Ministry, 
that  church  will  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  special  benefits  and  programs  offered  by  the 
Counseling  Center.  We  have  included  a  copy  of  the  "Covenanting  Church"  plan,  as 
designed  by  our  Association  and  in  cooperation  with  this  Christian  Counseling  Ministry. 

My  sincere  appreciation  goes  to  the  dedicated  members  of  this  committee  who  have 
worked  very  hard  together  in  developing  an  excellent  foundation  for  the  Counseling 
Ministry  to  build  upon.  Members  of  the  Counseling  Advisory  Committee  are:  John 
Rudasill,  Jr.,  Sandra  Keeter,  Micki  Padgett,  Cecil  Clark,  Charles  Nalley,  Rev.  Randy 
Bridges,  Rev.  Robert  Dimmick,  and  Cindy  Binion.  May  God  continue  to  Bless  and  Use 
this  ministry  in  the  days  and  years  ahead.

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EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

Prayer  and  evangelism  are  seen  bound  together  throughout  the  New  Testament.  Our 
Association  has  sought  to  emphasize  the  dual  importance  of  both  of  these  in  recent  years 
through  regional  prayer  rallies  and  evangelism  events. 

At  our  Biannual  Meeting  last  fall  (October  2000)  we  launched  the  150  Prayer  Plan 
(see  Executive  Director's  Report).  We  asked  our  churches  to  appoint/elect  Prayer 
Coordinators  who  would  lead  their  church  to  implement  the  150  Prayer  Plan.  To  date,  40 
of  our  churches  are  involved  in  this  plan  and  have  Prayer  Coordinators. 

In  January  of  2001  the  Evangelism  Committee  sponsored  a  Prayer  Rally  and 
Conference  with  Dr.  Gregory  Frizzell,  director  of  Prayer  and  Spiritual  Awakening  for  the 
Oklahoma  Baptist  State  Convention.  This  was  a  well  attended  event  and  many  of  our 
churches  have  used  and  continue  to  use  two  of  his  books,  How  to  Develop  a  Powerful 
Prayer  Life  and  Returning  to  Holiness  as  special  studies,  Sunday  School  material,  and 
in  other  ways. 

Our  Association  also  helped  sponsor  the  Power  Team  Crusade  at  Cleveland  County 
Fairgrounds  April  25-29,  2001.  Elizabeth,  Double  Springs,  Eastside  (Shelby),  Flint  Hill, 
Patterson  Springs,  and  Putnam  were  the  primary  sponsoring  churches  of  this  event.  The 
average  attendance  nightly  was  2200.  There  were  1 108  total  recorded  decisions  and  328 
of  these  were  professions  of  faith. 

This  committee  urges  our  churches  to  continue  to  place  a  priority  on  prayer  and 
evangelism.  If  your  church  has  not  held  a  Prayer  Walk  which  is  part  of  the  150  Prayer 
Plan,  we  encourage  you  to  do  so.

The  Executive  Committee  encourages  our  churches  to  respond  to  the  requests  from  the 
Future  Planning/Vision  Task  Force  Groups  for  information,  suggestions,  and  ideas.  The  final 
report  from  the  Task  Force  will  be  presented  during  the  April  2002  Biannual  Meeting. 

One  of  the  difficult  tasks  the  Executive  Committee  had  to  address  during  this  year  was  a 
significant  financial  shortfall  that  was  preventing  the  Association  from  meeting  its  budget. 
After  much  discussion  and  "solution-seeking,"  the  Executive  Committee,  in  consultation  with 
the  Finance  Committee  and  staff  members  of  the  Association,  reduced  the  2001  budget  by 
$53,443.  This  included  a  4.5%  decrease  in  salary  and  retirement  benefits  for  the  staff.  The 
Executive  Committee  expresses  appreciation  to  the  churches  for  catching  up  on  their  gifts  to 
the  Association  and  also  appreciation  to  those  churches  who  have  given  additional  financial 
gifts  above  their  regular  giving.  We  also  express  our  appreciation  to  the  staff  members  of  our 
Association  for  their  cooperation  and  willingness  to  adjust  their  salaries  and  budgets  to  assist 
our  financial  situation.  We  encourage  all  of  our  churches  to  consider  increasing  your  gifts  to 
the  Association  in  your  budget  for  your  new  church  year. 

In  the  September  meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  approved  a  recommendation  to  ask 
our  churches  to  contribute  $4,000  to  replace  the  roof  on  the  Association's  building.  This 
project  will  be  coordinated  by  our  Men's  Ministries  organization. 

One  of  the  recommendations  the  By-Laws  Committee  will  present  concerns  the  change 
of  the  Association's  Purpose  Statement.  The  Executive  Committee  joins  the  Future  Planning/ 
Vision  Task  Force  in  recommending  the  proposed  new  purpose  statement: 

The  Purpose  of  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  is 
to  unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries.

While  these  brothers  and  sisters  in  the 
faith  were  with  us,  just  think  of  the  contributions  they  made  to  the  Kingdom  through 
their  churches.

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BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
ROSS  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  August  1 878,  a  revival  meeting  conducted 
by  J.P.  Styers,  was  held  in  a  brush  arbor  near  where 
the  present  building  now  stands.  The  brush  arbor 
meeting  resulted  in  the  organization  of  a  Sunday 
School  in  the  spring  of  1 879,  which  met  in  a  log 
barn.  In  1 880,  the  Sunday  School  was  still  being 
well  attended  and  promoters  began  discussing  a 
Sunday  School  house.  Abel  Hardin  and  wife,  Lettie 
Hardin,  offered  to  donate  a  site  of  fifteen  acres. 
The  offer  was  accepted  and  the  grove,  now  called 
Ross  Grove,  was  named  for  Lettie  Ross  Hardin.  A 
building  committee  met  and  decided  to  build  a  one 
room  building  which  was  completed  in  the  spring

!      building  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  church. 
,  THSWft   MVlBffliMiiifflMTl      Y|je  temporary  organization  was  made  permanent 
and  there  were  twenty-six  charter  members. 

A  new  church  building  was  built  and  the  first  service  held  in  it  was  Sunday  School  on 
August  11,  1905;  the  first  preaching  service  was  August  16,  1905;  formal  dedication  was 
May  27,  1908;  and  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  in  1935. 

The  church  was  completely  remodeled  in  1943,  the  fellowship  building  was  built  in  1952, 
and  the  parsonage  was  completed  in  1956. 

The  church  voted  July  16,  1961,  to  begin  plans  for  a  new  church  building.  Ross  Grove 
Baptist  Church  was  moved  from  its  original  site  in  the  grove  to  Highway  1 8  north.  The  edu- 
cation facility  was  completed  in  1969. 

On  August  1 1 ,  1985,  a  groundbreaking  service  was  held  for  a  sanctuary.  The  new  sanctu- 
ary has  a  seating  capacity  of  420.  The  vestibule  contains,  on  the  wall,  the  original  stained 
glass  plaque  from  the  old  church, 
dated  1881.  The  stained  glass  win- 
dow depicting  Jesus  as  the  "Good 
Shepherd"  was  moved  from  the  old 
church  and  placed  behind  the  bap- 
tistry in  the  new  sanctuary.  The  sanc- 
tuary was  dedicated  October  19, 
1986.  The  glorious  miracle  of  a  debt 
free  building  was  a  reality! 

Our  present  pastor,  Rev.  Gene 
Daggerhart,  was  called  June  20, 
1993.  On  February  19,  1997,  the 
church  voted  to  remodel  and  enlarge 
the  kitchen  in  the  parsonage.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
ELIZABETH  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Elizabeth  Baptist  Church  began  as  a  dream 
placed  in  the  heart  of  Elizabeth  Love  Wilson  in 
the  late  1800s.  According  to  reliable  sources,  this 
saint  of  God  would  bring  her  cow  to  graze  upon 
the  grassy  land  where  the  church  now  stands.  As 
the  cow  grazed,  Elizabeth  prayed,  often  with  an- 
other early  saint  of  the  congregation,  Mary  Jane 
Borders  Mauney.  As  the  two  women  sat  they  saw 
more  than  a  cow  grazing.  They  saw  a  church  com- 
bating the  evil  influence  of  a  nearby  liquor  still 
and  providing  a  place  of  worship  closer  than  the 
seven  to  fifteen  miles  people  were  traveling  one 
way  over  rough  roads  at  that  time. 

Early  in  1883,  God  sent  C.F.  Felment  to  lead 
the  people  of  this  community  in  a  brush  arbor  re- 
vival. During  this  revival,  or  shortly  thereafter,  a 
Sunday  School  was  organized.  In  September  of  the 
same  year,  the  congregation  petitioned  for  mem- 
bership and  was  accepted  into  the  Kings  Moun- 
tain Baptist  Association  as  a  new  church. 

Our  present  building  is  the  fourth  our  congre- 
gation has  used  over  the  past  century.  The  first  was  not  a  "little  brown  church  in  the  dale"  but 
"the  little  white  church  near  the  still."  Constructed  in  1884,  the  wooden  frame  building  was 
heated  by  a  pot  bellied  stove,  lighted  by  kerosene  lamps,  and  divided  into  Sunday  School 
rooms  by  curtains  hanging  from  wires  that  stretched  from  wall  to  wall. 

Two  more  buildings  housed  our  church  from  1910  through  1 954.  In  1 940,  the  yellow  brick 
church  was  replaced  by  a  third  building  which  had  a  sanctuary  that  held  500  people!  On 
December  13,  1954,  flames  completely  engulfed  the  church  leaving  only  burned  and  scarred 
brick. 

But  out  of  the  ashes,  a  spirit  arose  which  stood  against  all  odds.  The  church,  using  the 
facilities  of  nearby  Elizabeth  School,  continued  to  minister,  to  sacrifice,  and  to  pray.  Eight 
hundred  and  two  days  later  on  Sunday,  February  24,  1957,  they  entered  what  the  Biblical 
Recorder  referred  to  as  "One  of  the  most  attractive  churches  in  the  state  and  beyond." 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  Lord,  we  have  continued  in  the  heritage  left  to  us  by  our 
spiritual  forefathers.  Through  prayer  and  sacrificial  giving  of  time,  talent,  and  money,  our 
church  is  affecting  lives  from  Cleveland  County  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION    ^™^hF

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  acting  as 
incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55A  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act,"  and  the  several  amendments 
thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION,  INC.  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby,  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  is  to 
unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry  out  such 
purposes,  the  corporation: 

1.  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North  Carolina 
Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Nonprofit  Corporation 
Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for  which  the 
corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to  and  in  furtherance 
of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of, 
or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers  or  other  private  persons,  except 
to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and 
distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  as  set  forth  in  the  Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 
is  organized  are  exclusively  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  and  educational 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  or 
the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  law. 
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E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the  carrying 
on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  the  corpora- 
tion shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution 
of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 
Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry 
on  any  other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation  exempt 
from  federal  income  tax  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law)  or 
[b]  by  any  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected  representa- 
tives, known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches,  meeting  two  times  annu- 
ally, or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the  incorpo- 
rated association,  and,  in  the  interim,  by  the  Leadership  Team  of  the  incorporated 
association.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  to  all  matters  of  business, 
finance,  and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body  shall  have  authority  to 
adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  employ  staff  to  direct  or  assist  in 
directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set  forth  in  the 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the  By-laws, 
members  being  the  total  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affiliated  voluntarily  with 
the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the  member  churches  shall  be  accepted 
by  majority  vote  of  the  association  at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of  the  incorpo- 
rated association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Leadership  Team,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and  constitute  the 
directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are  provided  by  law  and  the  By- 
laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  existing  Executive 
Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Shelby,  North  Carolina,  whose  names  and 
addresses  are  as  follows:

ARTICLE  IX  -  DISSOLUTION 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  after  paying

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE 

GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 

BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

(Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  GCCBA,  or 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association) 

BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1:    The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  Churches  in 

the  area  of  the  Association. 
Section  2:    Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  to  the 

Business  Affairs  Team.  Application  should  include: 

(1)  Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that  seventy- 
five  percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(2)  A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)  A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to  discuss  other 
items  of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 

The  Business  Affairs  Team  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services  and 
be  willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief  and  practice  and  what  it  means  to 
cooperate  with  the  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program.  If 
recommended  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  a  newly  established 
mission  or  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a 
minimum  of  one  (1)  year.  A  mission  or  church  which  is  already  established  shall 
agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  (6)  months. 
Membership  within  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  Association 
at  any  biannual  meeting.  Churches  under  the  watchcare  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  Association  except  their  members  shall  not  hold  office  nor 
vote. 

Section  3:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  re- 
ceive churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  By-Laws.  Member 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and  if  requested,  the  Asso- 
ciation Leadership  Team  may  grant  letters  of  recommendation  to  other 
like  associations. 

BY-LAW  II  MEETINGS 

Section  1:  The  Association  shall  meet  biannually.  It  shall  convene  on  the  Monday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  April  and  Monday  and  Tuesday  following 
the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2:  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Leadership  Team, 
provided  two  (2)  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3:  Each  church  shall  elect  annually,  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  two  (2)  messengers 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  for  each  fifty  (50)  members  of  the  church, 
provided  each  church  shall  not  have  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  ten 
(10)  messengers,  ALONG  WITH  ALL  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS,  these 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  the 
messengers  printed  in  the  minutes  shall  include  only  those  in  attendance  and 
registering  at  the  Associational  Meetings. 
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BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conduct- 
ing its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 

BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs, 
and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Sunday 
School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Music  Director,  Men's 
Ministries  Coordinator,  Women's  Missionary  Union  Director,  and  Par- 
liamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team.  The  floor  will 
then  be  open  for  additional  nominations.  This  election  will  occur  on  the 
last  day  of  the  October  biannual  meeting.  All  other  officers  shall  be  con- 
tacted and  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team  and  elected  during  the 
April  biannual  session. 

Section  3:  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  As- 
sistant Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session 
all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  work  of  the  ensuing  associa- 
tional  year.  All  other  officers  shall  assume  all  duties  incumbent  upon 
them  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  year  on  October  1. 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible 
for  re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the  body  and  shall  be 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  and  be  ex-officio 
(without  voting  privileges)  member  of  all  other  committees. 

Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of 
the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Leadership  Team 
and  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3:  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  October  Biannual 
Meeting,  distribute  at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports, 
and  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  su- 
pervise the  printing  and  distributing  of  Minutes  to  the  member  churches, 
keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes,  records,  and  other  documents  of  the  As- 
sociation, and  shall  also  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Leadership  Team.  This 
officer  shall  inform  all  members  elected  to  office  or  appointed  to  serve 
on  committees  of  such  action  and  shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds  of  the 
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Association  in  the  name  of  the  Association;  disburse  the  same  upon  in- 
structions from  the  Association,  its  Leadership  Team,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget  (no  money  is  to  be  disbursed  which  is  not  included  in  the 
budget  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to 
the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Association  in  biannual  session);  render  an 
accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the 
biannual  meetings  and  give  a  report  at  each  monthly  Leadership  Team 
meeting  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  4:  The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk- 
Treasurer  or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Clerk- Trea- 
surer will  also  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for  the  Association. 

Section  5:  The  Auditor  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  Year,  make  an  audit 
of  the  Treasurer's  records  and  report  to  the  Association  in  the  October 
biannual  session. 

Section  6:  The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  churches,  and  make  a  written  report  to  each  October  bian- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7:  The  Sunday  School  Director  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Mis- 
sionary in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  This  officer  shall 
attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  to 
this  committee  that  would  promote  this  work. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  should  assist  church  leaders  to  be  more 
effective  in  their  responsibility.  This  should  include: 

1.  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 

3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among  the 
churches. 

Section  8:  The  Discipleship  Training  Supporter  shall  cooperate  with 
theAssociational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  Discipleship  Train- 
ing. This  officer  shall  attend  Associational  Council  meetings,  maintain 
the  on-going  work  of  Discipleship  Training  at  all  times,  and  give  a  re- 
port at  the  biannual  sessions  of  the  Association. 

Section  9:  The  Music  Director  shall  provide  leadership  for  the  Association  in  biannual 
sessions  and  when  requested  at  other  times  during  the  year.  This  officer 
shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  that 
would  promote  the  work.  He  shall  encourage  music  growth  in  the  churches 
throughout  the  year  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  biannual 
meeting. 

Section  10:  The  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and  boys  in  the  churches.  This 
officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative 
plans  to  promote  the  development  of  men  and  boys  and  an  awareness  of 
world  mission  needs. 

Section  11:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  serves  on  the  Associational 
Council  of  the  Association  and  works  with  the  Associational  Missionary; 
leads  the  WMU  Council;  confers  with  our  associational  WMU  officers 
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and  assists  them  in  their  work;  leads  in  providing  opportunities  for  leaders 
and  members  of  their  church  WMUs  to  have  fellowship  and  receive 
inspiration  concerning  their  mutual  mission  task;  leads  in  interpreting 
the  WMU  program  to  church  leaders;  leads  in  training  church  WMU 
workers  and  members;  consults  with  church  leaders  concerning  initiation 
of  WMU  work  and  the  improvement  of  existing  work;  presides  at  and 
plans  for  associational  meeting,  leads  in  associational  WMU  annual 
planning;  leads  in  discovering  mission  action  needs  and  in  coordinating 
the  work  being  done;  and  reports  progress  of  WMU  work  to  the 
Association  and  serves  as  contact  between  the  Association  and  state 
WMU. 

Section  12:  The  Youth  Ministry  Coordinator  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  As- 
sociational Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Youth  Ministry  Team  and 
serve  on  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  13:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  Biannual  Meetings  of  the  Association, 
rule  on  all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure  which  shall  arise  dur- 
ing the  sessions.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  resource  person  to 
the  churches  and  shall,  upon  request,  advise  and  assist  the  churches  on 
matters  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Section  14:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Associational  Leadership  Team,  except  the  office  of  Moderator,  in  which 
case  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  become  Moderator.

Committee  on  Committees 

BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 :  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  shall  be  avail- 
able to  study  changes  or  revisions  in  the  By-laws,  and  make  recommen- 
dations as  needed. 

Section  2:  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  Asso- 
ciational  officers:  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Sup- 
porter, WMU  Director,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  Music  Director 
and  Vice-Moderator  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall  work  out  as  soon 
as  possible  each  year  an  associational  calendar  for  the  coming  year  and 
present  same  to  the  October  biannual  meeting. 

Section  3:  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE  composed  of  a  chairperson  and  one 
person  from  each  group  of  churches  will  give  continual  attention  to  the 
moral  climate  of  the  community  and  shall  initiate  necessary  action  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  climate  for  positive  good.  The  committee  shall 
commend  those  persons  and  institutions  that  uphold  Christian  virtue  and 
shall  support  the  churches  teaching  of  Christian  personal  and  social  righ- 
teousness. This  committee  will  encourage  all  churches  in  the  associa- 
tion to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  create  and  maintain  the  Christian  Life 
Committee  in  their  congregations.  The  associational  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittee will  have  a  close  working  relationship  with  the  various  church 
committees. 

Section  4:    CHURCH  &  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  COMMITTEE 

A.  Purpose  —  The  purpose  of  the  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Com- 
mittee shall  be  to  work  with  the  CCM  Director  to  lead  the  Associa- 
tion to  address  the  priority  ministry  needs  in  Cleveland  County,  and 
to  plan  and  coordinate  programs  of  ministry  to  share  Christ's  love  in 
meeting  the  spiritual,  educational,  emotional,  and  physical  needs. 

B.  Organization  —  The  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Committee  shall 
be  composed  of  resource  personnel  from  area  ministries  with  which 
the  Church  and  Community  Ministries  is  actively  involved  plus  the 
WMU  Director  and  or  the  Mission  Action  Director  of  the  WMU, 
Men's  Ministries  Coordinator  and  or  the  Men's  Ministry  Director.  The 
CCM  Director  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee.  Emergency 
Ministry  needs  not  addressed  in  the  By-Laws  will  be  met  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  CCM  Director  after  consultation  with  the  Executive 
Director. 

C.  MEETING  -  The  Church  and  Community  Ministry  Committee  will 
meet  as  needed  to  develop  the  programs  of  ministry. 

Section  5:  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES,  composed  of  seven  (7)  members,  one 
from  each  group  of  churches  as  defined  by  the  association,  plus  the  chair- 
man, shall  nominate  committee  members,  and  shall  assist  the  Executive  Com- 
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mittee  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  between 
sessions.   This  committee  shall  also  name  the  Chairman  of  each  committee. 
Section  6:    EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  shall  pro- 
mote work  of  evangelism  in  the  churches  and  the  Association  in  coop- 
eration with  the  State  Department  of  Evangelism.    All  plans  and  pro- 
grams to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive 
Committee. 
Section  7:    EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  asso- 
ciation between  biannual  sessions.  Eight  (8)  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business. 
1 .      Shall  be  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer, 
Music  Director,  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training 
Supporter,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  WMU  Director,  President  of 
the  Pastor's  Conference,  and  chairpersons  of  the  following  committees: 
Church  and  Community  Ministries  Committee,  Nominating  Committee, 
Committee  on  Committees,  Christian  Life  Committee,  Membership 
Committee,  Finance  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Youth  Ministry 
Committee,  and  the  Personnel  Committee. 
2a.    When  without  an  Executive  Director,  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search 
Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Executive  Director  and 
recommend  such  a  person  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  election. 
2b.  When  without  a  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Director,  the 
Associational  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Church 
&  Community  Ministries  Director. 
2c.  When  without  a  Church  Development  Director,  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Church  Development 
Director. 

3.  It  shall  administer  all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Association  and  act 
on  routine  or  emergency  matters  concerning  business  management, 
approve  employment  of  all  office  personnel,  and  maintain  adequate 
equipment  for  the  office.  It  shall  meet  regularly,  not  less  than  quarterly, 
but  a  quorum  of  eight  (8)  is  necessary  to  transact  business. 

4.  It  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  association  between  biannual 
sessions. 

Section  8:  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  two  (2)  rotat- 
ing annually,  with  the  Treasurer  shall  study  the  Association's  financial 
needs  of  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the  Association  for 
the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of 
the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget  and  make  a  written  re- 
port to  the  October  biannual  meeting. 

The  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  may  make  adjustments  during  the  year  in 
line  items  or  through  the  assignment  of  miscellaneous  funds  in  Section 
VIII  of  the  budget  providing  the  adjustments: 
1.  --will  not  increase  the  total  budget. 
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2.  --will  not  alter  the  basic  purpose  or  intent  of  the  budget. 

3.  —will  have  full  consent  of  those  affected  (individuals,  department 
leaders,  etc.) 

4.  —will  not  exceed  a  total  of  $5,000  during  a  fiscal  year. 

The  Committee  shall  be  prepared  to  assist  any  church  within  the  Asso- 
ciation, upon  request,  with  the  stewardship  programs  offered  by  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Committee  shall  express  gratitude  to  the  churches  for  their  steward- 
ship development  that  enables  them  to  participate  in  local,  home,  and 
foreign  missions. 

A  Contingency  Fund  is  to  be  established  and  maintained  in  the  approxi- 
mate amount  of  5%  of  the  Association's  operating  budget.  This  Contin- 
gency Fund  is  to  be  deposited  in  an  interest  bearing  account. 
Funds  used  in  any  year  will  be  replaced  by  volunteer  gifts  or  unspent 
budget  receipts  as  determined  by  the  Clerk-Treasurer  and  the  Executive 
Director  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association. 
Should  these  amounts  not  be  enough  to  replace  used  funds,  the  budget 
process  for  the  following  year  will  be  used  to  collect  at  1  12  per  month 
of  used  funds  per  budget  receipts. 

These  funds  are  to  be  disbursed  only  should  a  shortfall  of  general  re- 
ceipts occur,  resulting  in  a  lack  of  funds  for  regular  operating  expense. 
Any  disbursements  of  funds  from  the  contingency  fund  must  be  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Clerk  Treasurer,  approved  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee and  is  limited  to  budgeted  items  for  operations  where  current  funds 
for  such  budgeted  items  have  been  depleted. 

Section  9:  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  a  Historian  who  serves  as 
chairperson,  an  Assistant  Historian  who  serves  as  vice  chairperson,  and 
six  (6)  committee  members  (one  person  from  each  of  the  six  groups  of 
churches  making  up  the  Association.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Histori- 
cal Committee  to  collect,  compile,  and  preserve  all  materials  of  interest 
to  the  Association  and  member  churches.  It  shall  make  its  report  at  the 
October  biannual  meeting. 

Section  10:  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  five  (5)  members,  shall 
perform  the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws.  The  Membership  Com- 
mittee should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services  and  be  willing 
to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  what  it  means  to 
cooperate  with  other  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mis- 
sion program.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  annually  review  all 
churches  and  missions  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  and  may 
present  them  for  membership  within  the  Association  or  that  they  con- 
tinue under  the  watchcare. 

Section  11:  MEMORIALS  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  will  be 
responsible  for: 

1.  Recognizing  deceased  ministers,  staff,  deacons  and  members  in  an 
appropriate  way. 

2.  Submitting  report  for  inclusion  in  Associational  Minutes. 

3.  Ministering  to  the  families  of  associational  officers,  ministers  and 
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staff  members  when  death  occurs. 

Section  12:  MISSIONARY-IN-RESIDENCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  made  up  of  the 
following  members:  Pastors  of  churches  with  missionary  residences,  as- 
sociational  WMU  director,  Men's  Ministries  Coordinator,  three  at-large 
members;  ex-officio  members  from  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation: executive  director,  church  development  director,  moderator,  vice- 
moderator;  along  with  the  coordinator  of  the  MIR  program  at  Gardner- 
Webb  University.  The  Committee  will  work  with  the  Gardner- Webb  Uni- 
versity MIR  coordinator  in  welcoming  the  missionaries  by  providing  a 
fruit  basket  and  a  packet  of  information  about  Cleveland  County  and 
North  Carolina,  maps  of  the  area,  and  a  list  of  committee  members.  The 
KMBA  Book  of  Reports  will  be  included.  When  possible,  committee 
members  will  be  available  to  provide  a  tour  of  the  KMBA  building  and 
to  answer  questions.  The  committee  will  also  give  as  much  information 
as  possible  to  pastors,  WMU  directors,  and  men's  ministry  directors  so 
they  can  invite  the  missionaries  to  speak  for  various  groups.  The  com- 
mittee will  have  exit  interviews  with  the  missionaries  for  evaluating  their 
time  with  us. 

Section  13:  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  made  up  of  the  following  members: 
Chairman  (Vice-Moderator),  the  Executive  Director,  the  Church  Devel- 
opment Director,  Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Finance  Committee  Chair- 
man, Chairperson  of  Church  &  Community  Ministries  Committee,  Sun- 
day School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Supporter,  Men's  Ministries 
Coordinator,  WMU  Director,  Music  Director,  and  President  of  the  Pas- 
tors' Conference.  This  Committee  is  to  be  available  as  a  sounding  board, 
to  support  the  Executive  Director  as  a  person  (as  well  as  an  officer  in 
the  Association),  provide  feedback  concerning  Associational  programs 
and  activities,  conveying  suggestions  from  the  Association  and  offering 
support  in  projecting  programs  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Mis- 
sions Committee  shall  seek  to  determine  areas  of  needs  within  and  with- 
out the  Association  and  formulate  recommendations  to  the  Associational 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  enthusiastically  explore  all  mission  possibilities 
throughout  the  Association,  emphasizing  the  need  for  new  teaching  units, 
preaching  points,  missions,  and  churches;  and  it  shall  actively  seek  out 
potential  sponsoring  churches  for  the  beginning  of  specific  mission  en- 
deavors. Providing  energetic  outreach  leadership  for  the  Association 
shall  be  the  Committee's  highest  priority. 

Section  14:  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  three  (3)  mem- 
bers will  review  needs  and  requests  made  to  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist 
Association  Missions  Foundation.  It  shall  recommend  the  dispersal  of 
funds  to  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Missions  Committee  will  recom- 
mend the  dispersal  of  funds  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive 
Director,  Moderator  and  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  as  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Missions  Foundation  Committee. 

Section  15:  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  contact 
and  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  also, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Nominating  Committee  of  various  departments 
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(except  the  WMU  and  Men's  Ministry  organizations),  recommend  work- 
ers for  these  various  departments.  The  officers  and  workers  of  these 
respective  organizations  shall  be  nominated  by  the  organization  them- 
selves and  submitted  to  the  Nominating  Committee.  They  shall  also 
nominate  Associational  representatives  for  the  various  institutions  and 
agencies  of  our  convention.  The  committee  shall  also  assist  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  filling  vacancies  which  occur  between  biannual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association.  This  Committee's  nominations  shall  not  pre- 
clude other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  16:  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  AND  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Associational 
Music  Director,  and  three  (3)  other  members.  It  shall  rotate  the  place  of 
meeting  among  the  groups  of  churches  with  the  host  church  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  group.  It  shall  recommend  the  preacher  and  the  alternate 
for  the  annual  sermon  of  the  October  biannual  session.  It  shall  prepare  a 
printed  program  for  the  October  biannual  meeting  for  the  Association, 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at 
least  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  October  biannual  meeting.  It  shall,  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  October  biannaul  meeting  of  the  Association, 
present  the  printed  program  for  adoption  and  serve  through  the  session 
when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary.  This  com- 
mittee will  be  responsible  for  promoting  the  October  biannaul  meeting 
through  the  various  news  media. 

Section  17:  ORDINATION  COMMITTEE,  composed  of  five  (5)  members,  with  the 
pastor  of  the  home  church  (the  church  of  which  the  candidate  is  a  mem- 
ber), the  Executive  Director,  and  deacons  of  the  home  and  requesting 
churches,  shall,  when  requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  ex- 
amination and  ordination  of  a  candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 
The  Committee  requires  that  it  receive  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  Min- 
utes, signed  by  the  clerk,  of  the  church  conference  at  which  the  home 
church  voted  to  request  examination  of  the  candidate. 
The  Committee  requires  that  the  candidate  be  called  by  a  church  for 
ministry  before  requesting  examination. 

The  chairman  shall  notify  the  candidate  of  the  time,  place,  and  proce- 
dure. 

The  Committee  suggests  that  the  candidate  be  questioned  at  least  two 
(2)  weeks  prior  to  his  ordination. 

The  Committee  shall  question  the  candidate  about  his  conversion,  his 
call,  his  priorities,  his  doctrine,  and  his  personal  life.  The  Committee 
may  also  counsel  the  candidate. 

The  candidate  should  feel  free  to  seek  advice  from  the  Committee 
regarding  any  area  of  the  ministry. 

In  every  instance,  the  Committee  shall  be  guided  by  the  Scripture,  especially 
1  Timothy  3:1-7  and  Titus  1:5-9. 

The  Committee  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  home  church  as  to  whether  or 
not  it  recommends  that  the  church  proceed  with  the  ordination. 
The  Chairman  shall  report  the  Committee's  activities  to  the  Executive 
Committee  quarterly  and  provide  a  written  report  for  the  October  biannual 
meeting. 
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Section  18:  PERSONNEL  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  and 
shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Develop  proper  and  appropriate  personnel  policies  and  procedures 
for  the  associational  staff. 

2.  Be  responsible  for  securing  associational  support  staff  when  open- 
ings occur. 

3.  Seek  solutions  for  problems  concerning  associational  staff. 

4.  Conduct  staff  evaluations  and  recommend  salary  and  benefit  propos- 
als to  Finance  Committee. 

This  committee  is  responsible  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Personnel  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Executive  Director  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Committee  except  when  the  committee  is  in  executive  session. 

Section  19:  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  composed  of  three  (3)  members,  shall 
draw  up  and  present  to  the  Association  resolutions  of  appreciation,  plan 
and  promote  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  an  annual  planning  meeting; 
and  present  resolutions  of  appreciation  to  individuals,  organizations,  and 
churches  when  there  are  events  worthy  of  commendation.  Dedicate  the 
annual  minutes  to  a  deserving  person. 

Section  20:  SENIOR  ADULT  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six 
(6)  members  and  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Assist  in  the  organization  and  development  of  senior  adult  clubs  in 
the  local  church. 

2.  Initiate,  promote,  and  conduct  senior  adult  ministries  and  activities 
in  the  association. 

3.  Provide  opportunities  for  the  development  and  enrichment  of  senior 
adults  in  the  association. 

Section  21:  SENTER  SCHOLARSHIP  COMMITTEE  was  established  in  memory  of 
Libby  and  Rachel  Senter,  mother  and  daughter,  who  were  murdered  in 
1986  in  Liberia,  West  Africa  while  serving  as  missionaries  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention.  Libby  Senter  grew  up  in  Zion  Baptist  Church 
in  our  Association.  The  scholarship  is  to  extend  the  memory  and  minis- 
try of  this  outstanding  missionary  who  died  in  service. 
This  committee,  composed  of  three  (3)  members  shall  function  under 
the  following  guidelines: 
1.  Award  income  and  corpus  to  a  worthy  seminary  student(s)  who  best 

meet  the  criteria  by  which  the  scholarship  is  established. 
2    The  committee  may  determine  the  amount  to  be  awarded  for  each 

scholarship  and  the  number  of  scholarships  awarded. 

3.  The  committee  may  furnish  application  forms  to  be  completed  by  the 
applicants  and  may  require  applicants  to  appear  before  them. 

4.  The  potential  to  succeed  in  seminary,  financial  need  of  applicant,  and 
the  applicant's  concern  for  others  shall  be  considered  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  committee. 

5.  The  scholarship  is  to  be  used  for  seminary  training  in  a  Southern  Bap- 
tist Seminary  and  may  be  paid  to  the  seminary  or  to  the  recipient  as 
the  committee  directs. 

The  following  criteria  shall  be  used  by  the  committee  in  determining 
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the  recipient: 

A.  Preference  is  to  be  given  to  applicants  who  are  residents  of  Cleveland 
County  and  the  committee  find  are  committed  to  foreign  missionary  ser- 
vice. 

B.  Applicant  must  be  a  member  of  a  co-operating  Southern  Baptist  Church. 
Section  22:  TELEPHONE  CONTACT  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  one  (1) 

person  from  each  group  of  churches  in  the  Association  (6).  These  com- 
mittee members  shall  relay  messages  to  pastors  and  key  leaders  during 
the  year.  All  messages  to  be  sent  should  be  cleared  with  the  Executive 
Director. 
Section  23:  YOUTH  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  mem- 
bers and  the  Associational  Youth  Ministry  Coordinator  who  serves  as 
chairman.   This  committee  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Plan  associational  youth  ministry  programs  and  events. 

2.  Enlist  the  support  of  church  youth  and  youth  leaders  for  associational 
programs  and  events  related  to  youth  ministry. 

3.  Provide  on-going  support  for  church  youth  and  youth  leaders  in 
churches. 

4.  Plan  and  promote  associational  training  and  information  conferences 
for  church  youth  and  youth  leaders. 

5.  Promote  state,  regional  and  national  conferences  in  youth  ministry. 

6.  Any  other  activity  which  the  Executive  Director,  the  Church  Devel- 
opment Director  and  or  Executive  Committee  deem  necessary  to  fos- 
ter a  positive  Christian  Witness  for  Christ. 

Section  24:  Members  of  all  these  committees  except  the  Church  and  Community 
Ministries  Committee  and  those  appointed  by  the  moderator,  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  not  more  than  three  (3)  years  on  a  rotating  basis. 

BY-LAW  X 

THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 

BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  Missions  Foun- 
dation is  to  enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age,  or  resource  level,  the  oppor- 
tunity to  continue  supporting  Christian  causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime.  It  will 
provide  a  fund  for  churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry  projects 
beyond  their  regular  associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes  that  include  but 
not  limited  to:  National  and  International  Mission  Partnership  and  Projects,  New 
Work  New  Starts,  Missionary-in-Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community  Min- 
istries Projects,  Short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 

BY-LAW  XI  TRUSTEES 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer,  serving 
terms  of  three  (3)  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the  Enlistment  Team, 
one  (1)  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  April  biannual  meeting,  no  trustee  being  eli- 
gible to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  (1)  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each 
trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 
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The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or 
other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Asso- 
ciation under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XII  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  the  Associational  Leadership  Team 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  person  to 
serve  as  Associational  Missionary  and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Leadership 
Team.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Leadership  Team  and 
on  vote  by  the  Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. His  time  of  office  shall  continue  until  terminated  by  mutual  consent  or 
request  of  either  party.  He  shall  be  a  member  of  all  teams  and  organizations  of  the 
Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity.  His  duties  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  job  description  at  the  time  of  his  call. 

BY-LAW  XIII  MINISTRY  TEAM  LEADER 

Section  1 :  Employment  —  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  be  jointly  employed  by  the 
Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  North 
American  Mission  Board.  The  employee  should  be  elected  to  work  until  the 
sponsoring  groups  mutually  agree  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  the  em- 
ployee resigns.  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  work  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Associational  Missionary  and  in  compliance  with  the  Job  Description 
provided  by  the  State  and  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  functions  are  to  promote  a  program  of  activities 
to  meet  the  spiritual,  educational,  emotional  and  physical  needs  of  the  people 
within  the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  Association. 

Section  3:     The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

BY-LAW  XIV  MISSIONS  TEAM  LEADER 

Section  1:  Employment  --  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  employed  by  the 
Association.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work  until  the  Association 
agrees  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee  resigns.  The 
Missions  Team  Leader  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associational  Missionary  and  in  compliance  with  the  job  description 
provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  function  is  to  assist  the  churches  in  the 
Association  into  any  and  every  mission  endeavor  that  can  be  addressed 
by  the  churches  in  our  Association  and  to  assist  the  churches  in 
discovering  the  mission  opportunities  in  both  Cleveland  County  and 
beyond. 

Section  3:  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council. 

BY-LAW  XV  AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  must  be  publicized  in  the  Association's  monthly 
publication  at  least  30  days  before  being  considered  at  a  session  of  the  biannual  meet- 
ings, where  it  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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BY-LAW  XVI  DEFINE  PROCEDURE 

Section  1 :    The  business  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 

prayer. 
Section  2:    Every  report,  resolution,  or  amendment  offered  to  the  Association  shall 

be  submitted  in  writing  if  requested  by  the  Moderator. 
Section  3:    No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  except  by 

permission  of  the  Association. 
Section  4:    Messengers  present  from  half  the  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Section  5:    Unless  the  Association  decides  otherwise,  biannual  meetings  shall  be 

held  on  a  rotating  basis  with  a  church  or  churches  in  each  of  the  six  (6) 

Associational  Groups  as  follows:    Polkville,  Lattimore,  Shelby,  Kings 

Mountain,  Grover,  and  Waco.

7.  Rev.  Gene  Daggerhart,  pastor  of  Ross  Grove  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Order  of 
Business  Committee,  moved  that  the  printed  program  with  necessary  changes  be  the 
Order  of  Business  of  this  1 52nd  Biannual  Session.  The  program  was  adopted.  He

1 1 .  Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster  sang  "The  Mission,  "  our  special  music  for  the  evening. 

1 2.  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  presented  a  report  of  business 
transacted  by  the  committee  during  the  past  year.  He  asked  Rev.  David  Blanton,  chairman 
of  the  Missions  Committee  and  pastor  of  Bethlehem  Church,  to  bring  an  update  on  their 
work.  Rev.  Blanton  shared  our  Association  has  been  granted  the  opportunity  to  purchase 
the  trailer  used  for  Providence  Church.  He  will  bring  more  information  concerning 
purchase  of  land  and  a  mission  point  on  Highway  1 8  north  to  the  afternoon  business 
session  on  Tuesday . 

13.  Moderator  Gobble  called  upon  Rev.  Ken  Pruitt,  pastor  of  Beaver  Dam  Church  and 
chairman  of  the  Future  Planning  Task  Force,  to  make  a  presentation  of  a  New  Association 
Model  and  Recommendations  which  are  the  final  report  and  findings  from  the  Task 
Force.  As  a  step-by-step  power  point  presentation  was  given,  Rev.  Pruitt  explained  how 
the  New  Model  was  born  and  how  each  part  works  together  to  accomplish  the  goal  of 
reaching  Cleveland  County  for  Christ.  A  list  often  recommendations  were  shown  one- 
by-one  as  Rev.  Pruitt  explained  why  they  were  being  made.  He  stated  that  the  first  three 
recommendations  may  need  to  be  implemented  soon  while  the  last  seven  recommendations 
will  take  some  time  and  cannot  happen  soon.  Rev.  Pruitt  made  a  motion  from  the  Task 
Force  along  with  support  of  the  Association  Staff  and  Executive  Committee  that  the 
New  Model  and  Recommendations  be  approved.  Moderator  Gobble  asked  Task  Force 
Members  to  join  Rev.  Pruitt  on  the  platform  and  the  floor  was  opened  for  questions. 
Following  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The  question  was  seconded 
and  approved  by  messengers.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  Moderator  Gobble  asked 
messengers  to  vote  oyeso  or  onoo  to  the  adoption  of  the  Task  Force  Model  and 
Recommendations. 

1 4.  While  ballots  were  being  counted,  Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster  led  the  congregation  in  singing, 
"Set  My  Soul  Afire,"  "Revive  Us  Again,"  and  "To  Worship,  Work,  and  Witness." 

1 5.  Following  a  second  count  of  ballots,  Moderator  Gobble  reported  208  messengers  voted 
"yes"  and  39  voted  "no."  The  Task  Force  Model  and  Recommendations  were  approved. 

1 6.  Mr.  Bud  Talley,  member  of  Westview  Church  and  member  of  the  By-Laws  Committee, 
presented  the  proposed  By-Law  changes.  He  went  over  the  change  to  By-Law  I 
Membership,  Section  2,  and  stated  all  the  other  changes  were  "language  changes"  that 
needed  to  be  made  in  keeping  with  the  approval  of  the  Task  Force  Report.  He 
recommended  the  changes  be  approved.  Following  a  discussion,  Moderator  Gobble 
stated  the  changes  would  be  voted  on  in  our  next  session  on  Tuesday. 

1 7.  Moderator  Gobble  presented  changes  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation:  1 )  that  the  name 
of  the  Association  be  changed  from  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  to  The 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  throughout  the  Articles;  2)  that 
Executive  Committee  in  Articles  IV,  VII,  and  VIII  be  changed  to  Leadership  Team.  A 
motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  these  changes  be  made.  The  motion  was  approved 
by  messengers. 

1 8.  Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  according  to  By-Law  XV  and  since  By-Law  changes 
were  published  30  days  in  advance,  we  are  not  required  to  wait  until  our  next  session  to 
vote  on  the  By-Law  changes.  This  being  the  case  Moderator  Gobble  asked  for  and 
received  a  motion  to  put  the  By-Law  changes  back  on  the  floor  for  approval.  The  motion 
to  do  so  was  seconded  and  approved.  The  By-Law  changes,  as  presented  by  Mr.  Bud 
Talley,  were  approved  by  the  messengers. 

1 9.  Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster  led  the  congregation  in  the  closing  hymn,  "Because  He  Lives." 

20.  Rev.  John  Houze,  pastor  of  Peoples  Church,  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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Tuesday  Afternoon 
October  29,  2002 

21.  At  2:45  p.m.  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church  for  the 
second  session  of  our  meeting,  special  music  was  presented  by  the  Elizabeth  Church 
Senior  Adult  Choir  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Mike  McGee.  The  group  was  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Jean  Mauney  on  the  piano.  Moderator  Marvin  Gobble  welcomed  us  and  thanked 
Elizabeth  and  Ross  Grove  for  hosting  our  meetings.  Rev.  Gobble  then  recognized  agency 
representatives  which  included  Gaylin  Huff,  the  regional  development  director  of  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  and  David  Boan,  the  director  of  church 
relations  at  Gardner  Webb  University.  Rev.  Mike  McGee  led  us  in  singing  "Shine  Jesus 
Shine."  Dr.  JeflfHensley,  pastor  at  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Church,  read  scripture  from 
Matthew  9:  35-38.  Rev.  Jose  Espinal,  pastor  at  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Baptist  Church, 
led  the  opening  prayer. 

22.  Joe  Collins,  church  development  director,  gave  the  Nominating  Committee  report. 
Officers  will  stand  as  printed  in  our  Book  of  Reports. 

23.  The  2003  calendar  was  presented  by  Rev.  David  Blanton,  vice-moderator  and  pastor  of 
Bethlehem  Church. 

24.  Mrs.  Patricia  Jones,  clerk-treasurer  and  member  of  Pleasant  Ridge  Church,  gave  her 
report.  She  stated  that  all  monies  borrowed  from  the  Contingency  Fund  have  been  paid 
back.  She  also  mentioned  that  some  of  our  funds  in  the  Baptist  Foundation  have  lost 
money  in  the  past  year  due  to  the  bad  economy. 

25.  Vice-Moderator  David  Blanton  gave  the  Missions  Committee  report.  He  stated  that 
there  is  a  big  field  of  ministry  here  in  Cleveland  County  with  international  and  language 
groups.  In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  establish  a  ministry  point  in  the  upper  part  of 
Cleveland  County.  To  accomplish  this  work  with  the  Hispanic  population  the  Mission 
Committee  asked  the  Association  to  bring  Rev.  Jose  Espinal  on  staff  as  Bi-vocational 
Hispanic  Language  Missionary.  Rev.  Espinal  is  pastor  at  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Baptist 
Church  and  has  a  secular  job  as  well.  Our  position  will  take  up  the  time  that  he  now 
spends  in  his  secular  job  but  he  will  continue  as  pastor  at  the  church.  Rev.  Mickey 
Heyward,  Rev.  Charles  Reed  and  several  others  spoke  to  the  character  of  Rev.  Espinal. 
A  few  churches  have  already  pledged  their  financial  support  to  help  with  the  total  salary 
package  of  $30,000  for  Rev.  Espinal.  A  job  description  for  this  position  was  handed  out. 
Rev.  Espinal  then  shared  his  testimony.  The  recommendation  to  bring  Rev.  Espinal  on 
staff  as  Bi-vocational  Hispanic  Language  Missionary  was  voted  on  and  passed.  David 
Blanton  then  reported  that  we  have  made  a  $30,000  proposal  on  3.6  acres  of  land  on 
Highway  1 8  North  for  this  mission  point.  The  State  Convention  is  allowing  us  to  purchase 
the  mobile  unit  that  was  being  used  for  Providence  Church  in  Kings  Mountain  at  the  cost 
of  $1,500.  This  unit  will  be  moved  to  the  new  mission  point.  The  funding  for  the 
property  is  State  Convention  money  that  was  originally  designated  for  Providence  Church, 
some  donations  by  individuals  and  churches  and  budget  money. 

26.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  at  Zion  and  chairman  for  the  Committee  on  Committees, 
recommended,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  that  the  present  committees  and  persons 
serving  on  them  remain  in  place  for  2002-2003.  This  way  we  will  not  have  to  recruit 
people  to  positions  that  may  change  or  cease  to  exist  as  a  result  of  the  Future  Planning 
Task  Force  recommendations  that  were  approved  yesterday. 

27.  Mr.  Dwight  Cooper,  member  at  Eastside,  Shelby,  presented  the  memorial  tribute  and  led 
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us  in  prayer. 

28.  Doreen  Wacaster,  minister  of  music  at  Flint  Hill,  led  us  in  singing  "Tis  So  Sweet  to  Trust 
In  Jesus." 

29.  Rev.  Jim  Brackett,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  pastor  at  Oak  Grove,  gave 
his  report.  He  thanked  those  who  had  served  on  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  work 
on  the  new  budget.  He  then  presented  the  2003  budget.  He  stated  that  the  CDD  salary 
reflects  only  January  -  April  since  that  position  will  be  phased  out.  Also  there  are  no 
staff  salary  increases  this  year.  He  recommended  that  the  2003  budget  be  adopted.  It 
was  voted  on  and  approved. 

30.  Teresa  Davis  brought  a  report  for  Church  and  Community  Ministries.  She  thanked  the 
churches  for  the  financial  support  and  also  thanked  those  who  volunteer  in  our  many 
ministries.  She  stated  that  these  volunteers  are  sometimes  the  only  Jesus  some  people  in 
Cleveland  County  see.  This  year  we  will  have  two  Toy  Stores,  one  at  our  office  and  the 
other  at  First  Baptist  in  Kings  Mountain.  The  back-to-school  supplies  ministry  this  year 
served  202  families  with  492  children.  Charles  Reed  reported  that  we  have  just  signed 
an  agreement  with  Duke  Power  for  the  Share  the  Warmth  Program  for  this  coming  winter 
season.  He  encouraged  us  to  donate  to  this  fund  and  mark  it  for  Cleveland  County.  He 
also  ask  us  to  be  in  prayer  for  our  weekly  Prison  Bible  Study  led  by  Rev.  Tim  Tapp. 

3 1 .  The  Church  Development  report  was  present  by  Joe  Collins.  He  said  that  even  though 
the  CDD  position  is  being  phased  out  the  Association  still  needs  to  be  involved  with 
church  development  which  is  helping  people  and  churches  become  all  they  can  be  for 
the  Kingdom  work  here  on  Earth.  The  need  is  there  and  is  our  responsibility  as  Christians. 

32.  Interim  Associational  Missionary  Raymond  White  stated  that  since  he  started  in  April  he 
has  visited  all  of  our  churches,  may  not  have  met  the  pastor  or  staff  but  left  a  note  if  they 
were  not  there.  Individual  lunch  and  breakfast  group  meetings  for  pastors  of  our  six 
groups  of  churches  have  been  started.  Rev.  White  thanked  the  associational  staff  for 
their  work.  He  also  recognized  our  many  volunteers  by  having  those  present  stand.  He 
stated  that  the  Association  exists  for  our  churches  and  not  the  churches  for  the  Association. 
He  stated  that  the  Association  is  here  to  provide  your  church  what  is  needed  to  reach 
people  in  Cleveland  County  for  Christ.  Rev.  White  apologized  to  those  churches  who 
may  feel  apart  from  the  Association  in  that  we  may  have  failed  to  reach  out  to  you.  He 
assured  us  that  he  and  the  associational  staff  is  here  to  work  with  the  churches. 

33.  Registration  cards  were  taken  up.  We  had  a  session  break  for  fifteen  minutes  after  which 
Moderator  Marvin  Gobble  called  us  back  into  session. 

34.  The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mike  Shumate,  chairman  of 
the  Resolutions  Committee  and  pastor  at  Union  Church.  Thanks  was  expressed  to  the 
Waco  group  of  churches  for  providing  our  meal.  Rev.  Shumate,  on  behalf  of  the 
Resolutions  Committee,  made  a  motion  that  the  2002  Minute  Books  be  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Goare  and  Rev.  Roland  Leath.  This  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

35.  Mr.  Lansford  Jolley  gave  the  Historians  Report.  The  new  history  book  was  completed 
last  year  and  copies  are  still  available  for  sale.  Complementary  copies  have  been  given 
to  nursing  homes,  schools  and  libraries  as  well  as  one  to  each  of  our  churches. 

36.  Teresa  Edmonson,  minister  of  music  at  Camps  Creek,  led  us  in  singing  "I  Stand  Amazed." 

37.  Chaplain  David  Irish,  pastor  at  Trinity  Church,  led  us  in  a  prayer  for  military  personnel 
from  Cleveland  County. 

38.  "How  Great  Thou  Art"  was  sung  in  English  and  Spanish  by  the  KMBA  Ministers  of 
Music  and  Rev.  Jose  Espinal  and  members  of  the  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Church.  Joe 
Collins  and  Mike  McGee  accompanied  on  the  guitars. 
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39.  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble  presented  his  moderator's  message.  He  used  scripture  from  John 
4:35.  He  stated  that  the  Great  Physician  can  correct  our  spiritual  vision  to  see  what  is 
important  in  our  lives  if  we  allow  Him  to  work  in  us  and  through  us.  We  need  to  ask 
ourselves  what  is  it  that  keeps  our  focus  on  the  wrong  things  and  keeps  us  from  seeing 
that  "the  field  are  white  and  ready  for  harvest."  As  an  Association  and  as  individuals, 
we  need  to  work  together  and  capture  the  vision  that  would  accomplish  the  LorcLEs 
work  here  in  our  mission  field  of  Cleveland  County. 

40.  Rev.  Blake  Hooks,  minister  of  adults  at  Elizabeth  Church,  gave  directions  and  the  blessing 
for  our  evening  meal.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  until  after  the  meal. 

Tuesday  Evening 
October  29,  2002 

41.  As  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  evening  session  at  Elizabeth  Church,  an 
audio  visual  presentation  of  the  Jesus  Video  was  shown  to  the  congregation. 

42.  Rev.  Mike  McGee  led  the  congregation  in  a  worship  medley  of  hymns  about  the  cross. 

43.  Rev.  Reese  Linnell,  pastor  of  Westview  Church,  read  scripture  from  1  Corinthians  3:5-9. 
Rev.  Phil  Hughes,  associate  pastor  of  Beaver  Dam  Church,  led  the  opening  prayer. 

44.  The  theme  interpretation,  "  Heaven  Can't  Wait,"  was  given  by  a  group  of  youth  from 
churches  across  the  Association.  They  were  joined  by  more  youth  and  sang,  "Heaven  Is 
County  On  You."  The  group  was  led  by  Mrs.  Teresa  Edmonson. 

45.  Rev.  Mike  McGee  led  the  congregation  in  a  worship  medley  of  praise  music. 

46.  Mrs.  Doreen  Wacaster  expressed  appreciation  to  all  those  involved  in  music  during  the 
session.  She  introduced  a  group  from  First  Church,  Shelby,  for  the  special  music  to 
perform  following  presentation  of  a  worship  video,  "The  Harvest." 

47.  Special  music  for  the  evening  was  presented  by  The  Sign  Language  Team  from  First 
Church,  Shelby.  The  group  was  led  by  Holly  Martin. 

48.  Interim  Assosciational  Missionary,  Rev.  Raymond  White,  presented  his  challenge  to  the 
Association.  He  read  scripture  from  Exodus  14:11-15.  Concerning  the  "New  Model 
and  Recommendations"  voted  upon  Monday  night,  he  asked  where  do  we,  as  an 
Association,  go  from  here.  He  challenged  congregations  to  unite  in  effective  mission 
and  ministries.  He  stated  he  felt  the  Task  Force  continually  kept  focused  on  mission  and 
ministry  in  their  work  over  the  past  year.  He  challenged  us  to  be  about  doing  the  things 
Jesus  would  be  doing  were  He  here  in  the  flesh  among  us.  He  stated  the  success  of  the 
"New  Model  and  Recommendations"  depends  upon  us.  He  challenged  us  that  as  much 
as  humanly  possible  that  we  breathe  life  into  the  "New  Model  and  Recommendations." 

49.  Ms.  Emilee  Fox,  minister  of  music,  Westview  Church,  led  the  congregation  in  the  closing 
hymn  of  commitment,  "Lord,  Here  Am  I." 

50.  Rev.  David  Blanton  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the  152nd  Fall  Biannual  Meeting.

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Challenge  to  the  Association  -  Breathe  Life  into  the  New  Model 

I  asked  myself,  how  will  I  be  able  to  successful  challenge  80  churches  within  the  Greater 
Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  when  I  had  a  difficult  time  being  successful  in  chal- 
lenging just  one  church  in  the  Greater  Gaston  Baptist  Association.  The  only  consolation  I 
have  is  that  I  firmly  believe  that  motivation  comes  from  within.  I  can  only  issue  the  chal- 
lenge. I  can  not  motivate  you.  I  can  only  motivate  myself.  And  I  assure  you  tonight  that  I  am 
as  excited  about  the  challenge  before  us  as  I  can  be. 

I  trust  that  you  as  pastors,  staff,  and  members  of  the  churches  of  the  Greater  Cleveland 
County  Baptist  Association  will  become  so  motivated  by  the  new  direction  of  our  Associa- 
tion that  you  will  go  forward  determined  that  each  and  every  individual  of  Cleveland  County 
will  not  only  have  the  opportunity  to  come  to  know  who  Jesus  is,  but  that  they  will  also, 
through  us,  be  touched  by  the  loving,  caring,  and  redemptive  hands  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Where  do  we  go  from  this  meeting?  Are  we  going  to  be  all  that  different  tomorrow?  I 
don't  think  we  are  going  to  be  like  a  run  down  fifty  year  old  lady  who  prayed  to  God  for  good 
health.  God  spoke  to  her  and  said,  "Get  on  with  living  .  You  are  going  to  live  to  be  ninety." 
Upon  hearing  that,  she  went  out  and  got  a  face  life,  contact  lens,  her  hair  restyled,  and  bought 
a  new  wardrobe.  Feeling  like  a  new  woman  she  bought  tickets  for  Broadway.  The  next  day 
she  had  a  heart  attack  and  died.  When  she  got  to  heaven  she  said  to  God,  "I  thought  you  told 
me  that  I  was  going  to  live  to  be  ninety."  God  responded,  'Tm  so  sorry,  but  I  did  not  recognize 
you  as  being  the  same  woman." 

I  don't  think  that  our  Association  is  going  to  be  all  that  different  tomorrow  that  you  will 
not  be  able  to  recognize  it  as  being  the  same  Association.  Nor  is  Cleveland  County  going  to 
be  all  that  different.  We  will  wake  up  in  the  morning  facing  the  very  same  challenge  we  faced 
yesterday  and  today.  What  we  have  done  at  this  Biannual  Meeting  will  not  make  us  richer  nor 
more  famous.  There  will  not  be  a  book  to  write  nor  a  movie  contract  to  sign.  Life  will  go  on. 
Bridges  will  continue  cooking  Barbecue,  Wal-Mart  will  continue  to  stay  open  at  night,  and 
preacher  -  Sunday  is  still  coming! 

Someone  said  that  you  can  tell  Baptists,  but  you  can't  tell  them  much.  Having  been  a 
Baptist  preacher  for  44  years,  I  can  attest  to  the  accuracy  of  such  a  statement.  So,  for  me  to 
assume  that  I,  being  somewhat  a  stranger  to  many  of  you,  can  stand  here  and  tell  you  where 
we  are  going  would  be  assuming  a  great  deal  on  my  part.  Yet,  I  have  been  challenged  by  the 
Program  Committee  to  challenge  you.  Therefore 

Let  the  challenge  begin  at  the  very  heart  of  our  Association  -  our  purpose.  You,  the  mes- 
sengers, decided  last  October  that  the  purpose  of  this  Association  is  to  unite  congregations 
in  effective  missions  and  ministries.  I  strongly  believe  that  the  Task  Force  kept  that  purpose 
tucked  away  in  their  minds  and  hearts  as  they  worked  over  the  past  months  to  come  up  with 
the  New  Model. 

Let's  focus  for  a  moment  on  the  Model  that  our  Task  Force  presented  to  us  last  night.  The 
circle  within  the  two  outer  circles  represents  Cleveland  County.  Then  let's  us  focus  on  the 
Theme  for  our  Biannual-Annual  Meeting  which  is  "Focus  on  the  Fields".  The  fields  for  us  is 
Cleveland  County. 

Now,  if  you  have  ever  plowed  a  mule,  you  will  be  able  to  follow  me.  If  you  have  never 
plowed  a  mule  then  you  are  smarter  than  those  of  us  who  have,  so  you  should  not  have  any 
trouble  following  me  in  my  line  of  thinking. 

Before  me  is  the  field  to  be  plowed  -  Cleveland  County.  Directly  before  me  stands  the 
mule  -  the  Association.  I  have  both  hands  on  the  plow  handles  -  the  plow  is  the  Model. 

Also  in  my  hands  are  the  two  plow  lines  -  missions  and  ministries  The  plowman  -  the 
Associational  Missionary. 
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Now,  can  a  plow  of  itself  plow  a  field?  Of  course  not.  Therefore,  is  the  New  Model  alone 
all  that  we  need  to  get  the  job  done?  Of  course  not. 

Can  a  plowman  alone  plow  a  field?  Are  new  titles  and  job  descriptions  for  the  staff  all 
that  we  need  to  get  the  job  done?  Of  course  not. 

We  can  have  the  best  plow  and  a  good  plowman,  but  in  order  to  plow  the  field  it  is  going 
to  take  a  good  mule.  It  is  going  to  take  the  involvement  and  cooperation  of  all  working  under 
the  discipline  of  the  plow  lines  of  our  purpose  -  missions  and  ministries. 

Again,  I  strongly  believe  that  our  Task  Force  continually  kept  our  purpose  in  mind  week 
by  week  and  month  by  month  as  they  endeavored  to  bring  to  us  a  Model  that  would  bring 
about  a  connection  between  our  churches,  as  well  as,  a  connection  between  our  churches  and 
the  Association.  For  they  realized  that  our  God  given  task  as  an  Association  would  never  be 
realized  until  we  all  became  united  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

I  believe  that  they  realized  that  there  must  be  a  coming  together  of  the  churches  with  one 
central  focus  and  that  was  to  be  on  the  physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  people 
of  Cleveland  County.  That  is  what  drove  them  and  that  is  what  kept  them  keeping  on  when  at 
times  it  seemed  that  an  appropriate  Model  was  beyond  their  awareness. 

Then  it  happened.  I  wish  we  had  those  few  moments  on  tape  when  it  all  came  together 
seemingly  out  of  the  blue.  Or  did  it  come  out  of  the  blue?  Or  was  it  a  God  given  Model  that 
will  enable  us,  as  a  fellowship  of  churches  to  bond  together,  in  order  that  we  might  be  on 
mission  for  him  in  Cleveland  County? 

One  church  cannot  reach  all  the  people  of  Cleveland  County  anymore  than  one  church  can 
meet  all  the  needs  of  the  people  of  Cleveland  County.  But  we  as  an  Association,  held  to- 
gether by  the  glue  of  our  purpose,  can  make  a  significant  impact  upon  the  lives  of  many 
people  in  this  county. 

Now,  what  all  is  meant  by  missions  and  ministries?  I  can  not  give  you  an  all  inclusive 
answer  anymore  than  you  can  give  me  one.  Whatever  our  answer,  it  would  only  be  in  part 
because  the  ramifications  of  those  two  words  far  exceed  the  ability  of  our  minds  to  even 
comprehend,  much  less  verbalize.  As  close  as  we  can  come  to  fleshing  out  our  purpose 
statement,  I  believe,  is  by  simply  helping  one  another  to  be  about  the  things  that  we  might 
imagine  Jesus  addressing  if  he  were  here  in  the  flesh.  So 

Would  Jesus  address  the  needs  of  the  hungry,  the  homeless,  the  helpless,  and  the  hope- 
less? You  bet  he  would! 

Would  Jesus  address  the  uncaring,  the  uncommitted,  and  the  unbeliever?  You  bet  he 
would! 

Would  Jesus  address  the  needs  of  the  uneducated  and  the  unemployed?  You  bet  he  would! 

Jesus  would  address  every  need  for  he  is  the  Great  Needs  Meeter. 

Can  we  do  anything  less?  Dare  we  do  anything  less?  Our  challenge  is  to  be  about  our 
Father's  business  in  Cleveland  County  by  going  about  doing  good.  Our  Model  will  provide 
us  some  direction  which  will  enable  us  to  join  hands  and  share  resources,  in  order  that,  we 
might  embrace  the  needs  of  our  churches,  as  well  as,  the  needs  of  our  county. 

Jesus  said  that  we  are  to  be  his  witnesses  first  where  we  are.  Our  witness  is  to  be  a  verbal 
one,  but  not  limited  to  just  that.  We  witness  through  our  deeds  as  well.  As  we  live  out  our 
purpose  as  an  Association,  we  will  be  bearing  a  witness,  as  well  as,  fulfilling  the  Great  Com- 
mission. We  at  times  so  focus  on  the  words,  "Go  you  into  all  the  world",  that  we  fail  to 
realize  that  for  us  the  divine  imperative  is  more  like,  "In  our  coming  and  going  we  are  to  be 
more  like  Jesus  and  we  are  to  do  more  of  what  Jesus  did." 

We,  as  leaders  of  this  Association,  want  to  enable  you  as  individuals,  and  as  churches,  to 
become  even  better  at  what  you  are  presently  doing  in  your  coming  and  going,  which  for  the 
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most  part,  is  right  here  in  Cleveland  County,  and  to  help  you  in  the  fulfillment  of  your  dreams 
and  the  making  of  your  vision  a  reality.  Will  the  New  Model  do  that?  It  all  depends  on  people 
like  you.  You  see,  you  have  it  within  your  power  to  negate  it  or  to  flesh  it  out. 

Inspiration  comes  from  a  word  which  describes  the  laborious  breathing  of  a  woman  in 
labor,  which  in  some  way,  describes  the  breathing  of  life  into  a  new  being.  God  breathed  into 
man  the  breathe  of  life  and  man  became  a  living  soul.  God's  Word  in  inspired  because  God 
breathed  life  into  it. 

My  challenge  to  you  tonight  is  for  you,  as  much  as  is  humanly  possible,  to  breathe  life  into 
this  New  Model,  so  that  it  will  become  a  channel  through  which  God  might  both  will  and  do 
his  work  through  the  churches  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association.  I  pledge 
to  you  tonight  my  deepest  breath  as  I  work  with  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  it  all 
become  a  reality.

Mrs.  Cindy  Hord  is  the  volunteer  coordinator  for  this  mentoring  ministry  for 
women  going  from  welfare  to  the  workplace. 

10.  FRIDAY  LUNCH  PROGRAM: 

The  number  of  meals  served  to  the  hungry  and  homeless  through  the  soup  kitchen 
-  by  volunteers  from  KMBA  churches  -  at  First  Shelby  on  Fridays  was  1912.  Assist- 
ing in  serving  were  248  volunteers. 

11.  VOLUNTEER  RECEPTIONISTS  AND  CLOTHING  ROOM  WORKERS:

In  addition  to  the  non-perishable  food  items  donated  through  the  churches  of 
KMBA,  seven  volunteers  pick  up  meat,  dairy  products,  and  grocery  items  from  one 
local  Food  Lion  Kings  Mountain  store.  A  total  of  17,275  pounds  of  salvaged  items 
were  received  from  Food  Lion  to  distribute  to  those  in  need  of  food. 

13.  BACK-TO-SCHOOL  SUPPLY  DAYS 

On  July  24  and  25,  2002,  we  provided  212  families  492  students  with  new  back- 
to-school  supplies.  Each  book  bag  was  filled  with  supplies  as  well  as  socks,  under- 
wear, and  toiletries  to  begin  a  new  year.  Total  expenses  this  year  were  $6,507.82. 
Donations  received  totaled  $4,598.30  ($1,000.00  Wal-Mart  donation)  leaving  a  dif- 
ference of  $1,909.52.  This  ministry  project  has  become  a  real  need  and  has  grown 
drastically.  Thank  you  for  your  continued  support. 

14.  LITERACY: 

With  high  unemployment  there  has  been  increased  demand  for  tutors  to  work 
with  pupils.  Ten  new  literacy  volunteers  received  Laubach  training  and  there  are  12 
tutors  working  with  15  pupils  at  present.

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Church  Development  Director's  Report 

Church  Development  is  sometimes  difficult  to  define  for  it  covers  a  broad  range  of  attitudes 
and  activities.  I  tend  to  view  it  as  the  process  that  enables  a  church  to  recognize  God's  calling 
for  the  congregation  and  to  follow  through  in  answering  that  call.  It's  a  process  that  changes 
our  hearts  and  our  behavior  so  that,  together,  we  can  represent  God  in  the  community  and  the 
world.  Let  me  focus  on  a  couple  of  key  elements  in  this  simplistic  description  —  process, 
enabling,  and  changing. 

First  of  all,  church  development  is  a  process.  A  church  cannot  wave  a  magic  wand  and 
expect  church  development  to  happen.  Church  development  depends  on  a  commitment  to 
certain  principles  over  time.  A  church  must  choose  the  best  principles  for  areas  that  need  to 
be  developed,  develop  a  plan  guided  by  those  principles  and  the  church's  vision,  and  stick 
with  that  plan  until  there  are  noticeable  changes  in  attitudes  and  behaviors.  Permanent  results 
hardly  ever  happen  overnight  and  never  happen  without  making  some  members  uncomfortable. 

I  compare  the  process  to  changing  the  way  our  bodies  look  or  feel.  When  we  wish  to 
change  the  shape  or  the  health  of  our  bodies,  we  should  choose  the  best  principles  we  know 
and  base  our  diet,  exercise,  sleep  habits,  etc.  on  those  principles  and  what  we  want  to  see 
happen  in  our  bodies.  If  we  consistently  follow  a  good  plan  even  when  it  is  not  ocomfortableo 
to  do  so,  our  bodies  will  get  closer  to  what  our  vision  is.  The  church  body  can  also  develop 
toward  a  vision  through  commitment  to  a  sound  development  process. 

The  reason  for  church  development  is  to  enable  our  churches  to  represent  God  better  in 
the  places  He  has  called  us  to  serve.  God  is  the  creator  of  the  universe  and  makes  His  boundless 
resources  available  to  any  church  that  is  operfected.6  In  Luke  6:40,  Jesus  said  that  everyone 
who  is  "perfect"  will  be  like  His  teacher.  In  this  verse  Jesus  was  not  referring  to  a  sinless 
condition.  The  word  translated  "perfect"  is  the  same  word  that  Matthew  uses  when  he  says 
James  and  John  were  "mending"  their  fishing  nets  (Matt.  4:2 1 ).  They  were  "perfecting"  their 
nets,  getting  them  ready  to  do  what  they  were  created  to  do.  Church  development  is  a  process 
for  "perfecting"  the  church,  making  it  ready  to  do  that  for  which  it  was  created  so  that  it  can 
be  like  the  Teacher. 

A  church  that  is  developing  is  one  that  is  changing.  I'm  not  talking  about  change  just  for 
the  sake  of  change.  I'm  talking  about  transformation  that  occurs  as  we  grow  closer  to  God. 
For  some  churches  that  means  changing  worship  styles.  For  others,  it  means  to  reorganize 
adult  Sunday  School  for  more  growth  potential.  For  others,  it  means  spending  time,  money 
and  other  resources  on  a  community  rather  than  on  the  church  property.  What  needs  to  change 
varies  from  church  to  church.  Change  is  not  generally  comfortable,  but  it  is  necessary  for 
church  development. 

The  Future-Planning  Task  Force  is  recommending  phasing  out  the  position  of  Church 
Development  Director  over  the  next  six  months.  Please  don't  interpret  that  recommendation 
to  mean  that  associational  church  development  is  not  important.  There  are  certain  things  that 
we  can  do  at  an  associational  level  in  the  area  of  church  development  that  we  can't  do  as 
individual  churches.  Teams  or  individuals  with  specialized  skills  and  training  will  still  be 
needed  to  assist  churches  in  education,  missions,  organizational  issues,  networking,  etc. 
Partially  from  interviews  with  me,  the  Task  Force  determined  that  the  churches  of  our 
association  were  not  making  enough  use  of  the  present  position  to  warrant  keeping  it  in  our 
staff  structure.  However,  church  development  is  as  important  as  it  ever  was,  and  the  association 
will  need  to  continue  to  address  church  development  needs. 

I  have  enjoyed  serving  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  as  Church  Development 
Director  for  the  past  three  years.  Even  though  I  have  been  committed  to  associational  work 
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ever  since  I  arrived  here  sixteen  years  ago,  the  last  three  years  have  given  me  the  opportunity 
to  be  with  you  in  ways  I  could  not  be  before.  I  hold  dear  the  thought  that  I  may  have  assisted 
you  by  providing  space  studies,  counsel  on  Sunday  School  work,  conflict  management,  training 
for  search  committees,  programs  on  missions,  leadership  training,  and  other  services  as  you 
have  called  on  me.  Thanks  for  allowing  me  to  serve  you  in  such  a  wonderful  way.  I  urge  you 
to  continue  in  a  process  of  church  development  that  enables  you  and  changes  you  for  our  Lord 
and  Savior's  glory!

Called  meeting  on  January  22,  2002:  Approved  Leland  Kerr's  letter  of  resignation  as  Ex- 
ecutive Director  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association.  Also  approved  calling  Joe  Collins 
as  "acting  director"  and  elected  Keith  Dixon,  David  Blanton,  and  Pat  Jones  to  serve  as  the 
Interim  Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee. 

March  19,  2002:  Began  hearing  updates  from  the  Future  Planning  Task  Force  Chairman 
Rev.  Ken  Pruitt.  Ken  reported  that  George  Bullard  had  been  invited  to  speak  at  our  Biannual 
Meeting  in  April  and  would  present  information  that  would  be  helpful  in  developing  a  "New 
Model"  for  our  Association. 

Unanimously  consented  to  drop  having  a  Mission  Celebration  scheduled  May  3-7,  2003  due 
to  the  uncertainty  of  the  length  of  time  it  may  take  to  finish  the  Task  Force  work.  This  will  be 
considered  again  when  the  time  is  right. 

Approved  installation  of  Network  and  on-line  equipment  for  the  Association  office. 
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Approved  use  of  the  KMBA  building  by  Dr.  Bob  Adams  to  provide  training  for  a  group  of 
potential  Hispanic  pastors  in  our  region. 

Called  meeting  on  March  26,  2002:  Extended  a  unanimous  call  to  Rev.  Raymond  H.  White 
as  our  Interim  Director  of  Missions  effective  April  2,  2002. 

June  18, 2002:  Approved  a  recommendation  from  the  History  Committee  to  give  each  church, 
each  new  full-time  staff  member,  and  each  new  pastor  a  copy  of  the  new  history  book. 

Approved  the  Executive  Committee  to  meet  every  month  instead  of  every  three  months. 

July  16,  2002:  Task  Force  Chairman  Ken  Pruitt  reported  their  work  continues  to  progress. 
He  stated  they  will  meet  with  Association  staff  members  on  August  15  and  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  August  20  to  present  the  "New  Model"  and  Recommendations  from  the 
Task  Force. 

Approved  ceasing  the  work  effort  at  Providence  Church  in  Kings  Mountain  and  turned  the 
matter  over  to  the  Missions  Committee  to  bring  closure  to  the  work. 

August  20,  2002:  Task  Force  Chairman  Ken  Pruitt  reported  Listening  Sessions  scheduled  in 
the  groups  of  churches  for  presentation  of  the  "New  Model"  and  Recommendations  from  the 
Task  Force.  He  shared  the  presentation  with  the  Executive  Committee  and  will  seek  their 
support  of  this  work  at  a  later  date. 

Approved  a  recommendation  from  David  Blanton,  chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  on  be- 
half of  the  Hispanic  Ministry  Sub-Committee.  He  recommended  that  the  Missions  Commit- 
tee be  allowed  to  make  an  offer  on  3.8  acres  of  property  on  Highway  18  south  of  Bel  wood  to 
serve  as  a  ministry  point  of  the  Association;  that  the  negotiators  be  given  authority  to  negoti- 
ate an  offer  between  $23,000  -  $30,000;  that  the  Missions  Committee  be  allowed  to  work  out 
the  details  of  the  purchase  of  the  land  and  a  funding  strategy  with  the  Finance  Committee;  and 
that  they  present  this  information  to  our  messengers  at  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October. 

September  17,  2002:  Task  Force  Chairman  Ken  Pruitt  shared  changes  in  the  "New  Model" 
and  Recommendations  from  the  Task  Force.  He  will  seek  a  vote  of  affirmation  from  the 
Executive  Committee  at  their  October  15  meeting. 

Approved  a  motion  that  the  Executive  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  the  Interim  Director 
of  Missions,  is  willing  to  take  responsibility  during  the  transition  period  to  see  that  the  "New 
Model"  and  Recommendations  are  implemented,  if  the  Task  Force  process  is  approved  at  the 
Biannual  Meeting  in  October. 

Approved  that  the  Missions  Committee  proceed  with  a  proposal  of  employing  Rev.  Jose  Espinal 
as  Missionary  Language  Specialist  in  our  Association  and  present  same  to  messengers  at  the 
Biannual  Meeting  in  October. 

October  15,  2002:  Gave  affirmation,  by  written  ballot,  to  the  Task  Force  that  the  Executive 
Committee  feels  the  Task  Force  vision  is  where  God  is  leading  our  Association  at  this  time. 

Approved  a  motion  from  the  Missions  Sub-Committee  that  a  job  description  and  compensa- 
tion package  of  the  Hispanic  Language  Missionary  be  adopted  and  same  be  presented  at  the 
Biannual  Meeting  on  October  29. 

Other  items  approved  included  selling  our  History  Books  at  a  reduced  price  of  $20  per  book, 
taking  necessary  steps  to  change  how  our  audit  is  performed,  and  sending  letter  to  selected 
churches  giving  them  opportunity  to  move  to  another  group  of  churches  to  bring  balance  to 
the  number  of  churches  within  each  group.

IN  MEMORIAM 

Rev.  "Woody"  Wall  died  July  5,  2003  at  the  age  of  85.  Bom  in  Alexandria,  Louisiana, 
he  was  the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Zeno  and  Ada  Ramsey  Wall.  The  family  moved  to  Shelby 
when  Woody  was  seven  years  old  when  his  father  came  as  pastor  of  First  Baptist,  Shelby. 

Rev.  Wall  graduated  from  Shelby  High  School  in  1935  and  received  an  associate  in  arts 
degree  from  Mars  Hill  College,  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Wake  Forest,  a  bachelor  of 
music  degree  from  Westminister  Choir  College  and  a  master  of  music  from  North  Texas 
State  University,  all  with  choral  music  emphasis.  He  was  professor  of  vocal  studies  and  a 
cappela  choir  director  at  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  at  Howard  Payne 
College,  both  in  Texas. 

He  was  minister  of  music  to  churches  in  Texas,  Tennessee,  Florida,  Georgia,  North 
Carolina,  and  South  Carolina.  He  served  as  pastor  of  Greenville  Baptist  Church  in 
Greenville,  Georgia;  and  Sandy  Plains  Baptist  Church  in  Shelby,  North  Carolina.  He  served 
as  interim  pastor  at  Caroleen  Baptist,  Pleasant  Grove,  Lawndale,  and  Ross  Grove  as  well  as 
supplying  for  many  churches. 

Woody  was  a  man  of  compassion;  all  during  his  life  from  a  very  early  age  he  had  many 
surgeries  and  illnesses — with  no  complaints,  always  thinking  of  other  people.  He  joyed  in 
his  ten  years  as  Volunteer  Chaplain  in  our  local  hospital.  He  was  a  man  of  sterling  charac- 
ter— a  peace  maker!  To  know  him  was  to  love  him. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Marie  Magill  Wall;  a  daughter,  Cindy  Wall  Donahue  of 
Lexington,  Ky.;  two  sons,  W.  Dixon  Wall  of  Cramerton  and  Charles  Zeno  Wall  of  Char- 
lotte; a  sister,  Ada  Fanning  of  Davidson;  three  grandchildren  and  four  great  grandchildren.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
DOUBLE  SHOALS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


In  1 898,  at  a  revival  meeting  at  the  home  of  Barbaiy 
Spangler,  talk  began  of  the  need  for  a  church  closer  home.  On 
July  1 , 1 899,  sixteen  people  withdrew  their  letters  from  Zion 
Baptist  to  start  their  own  church  at  Double  Shoals.  On  the 
following  day  the  group  met  in  an  oak  grove  at  the  home  of  Bob 
Stockton  and  organized  Double  Shoals  Baptist  Church.  The  new 
church  grew  to  a  membership  of  forty-five  by  the  end  of  the  first 
year. 

Charter  Members  (16):  Mrs.  Barbra  Hendrick  Spangler,  E. 
A.  Morgan,  Tom  Spangler  and  wife  Maryann,  John  Spangler,  W. 
Schenck  Spangler  and  wife  Hulda,  J.  Mac  Green  and  wife 
Missouri,  and  their  daughter  Lou  Green,  J.  W.  Spangler  and  wife 
Emma,  A.  Dixon  Spangler  and  wife  Patience,  George  Robert 
Stockton  and  wife  Martha. 
In  1901  the  church  erected  its  own  meeting  place,  a  one  room  frame  building  with  two  doors  - 

one  for  the  women  and  one  for  the  men.  The  church's  second  building  was  built  in  1924  at  a  cost 

of  $9,200.  The  brick  structure  consisted  of  an  auditorium  and  eleven  Sunday  School  rooms, 

partitioned  off  by  folding  doors.  Reverend  J.  W.  Suttle,  pastor  at  this  time,  served  the  longest 

period  in  the  history  of  the  church,  from  1916-1948  -  thirty  three  years. 

In  March,  1949,  the  church's  third  and  present  building  was  completed:  in  1964  an  annex  for 

education  and  fellowship  was  added;  a  church  parsonage  was  erected  in  1960;  in  1992  a  new 

fellowship  complex  was  added;  new  thermal  pane  windows  were  added  in  the  old  SS  rooms  in 

2002;  and  in  2003  the  sanctuary  was  renovated. 

The  church  has  been  blessed  with  outstanding  pastors  through  the  years.  C.S.  Cashwell,  Z  D. 

Harrill,  J.V.  Devenny,  T.J.  Moss,  A.C.  Irvin,  J.W.  Suttle,  CO.  Greene,  Russell  Fitts,  Fred 

McGehee,  Oliver  Price,  Russell  Hinton,  and  R.  Brian  Johnson.  Our  current  pastor,  J.  Eric  Davis, 

became  pastor  January  1, 1997. 

The  church  has  maintained  a  variety  of  organizations  in  addition  to  Sunday  School.  From  the 

beginning  the  church  stressed  missions.  In  1952,  the  Brotherhood  initiated  the  Harvest  Festival. 

Beginning  as  a  Lord's  Acre  project,  a  program  where  each  family  would  set  aside  one  acre  of  land 

or  a  portion  of  their  public  work  week  as  the  Lord's  Acre  with  the  earnings  to  go  to  Foreign 

Missions,  supporting  Reverend  George  Cowsert  in  Brazil,  Dennis  Connell  in  Japan,  and  now 

Ralph  and  Tammy  Stocks  in  Hungary.  The  event  takes  place  on  Thanksgiving  night  with  any 

money  exceeding  the  set  amount  for  our  missionaries  going  for  higher  education  - 1  2  to  our 

church  education  fund,  1  2  to  GWU.  In 

addition  the  church  reaches  out  to  the 

world  through  associational  missions, 

community  support,  mission  trips  and 

disaster  relief  teams. 

Double  Shoals  is  a  strong,  growing 

church,  with  programs  for  all  ages. 

Sunday  School  is  at  9:00  a.m.  and 

Worship  at  10:00  a.m.  each  Sunday 

except  fifth  Sundays  when  we  only 

have  Sunday  School  -  a  unique 

tradition  at  Double  Shoals.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
ZION  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Zion  was  established  in  1816,  and  is  the  oldest  church  in 
the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association. 

A  brush  arbor  was  mentioned  as  a  meeting  place  before 
the  first  church  building,  made  of  logs,  was  built  in  1816. 
Zion  held  a  membership  of  thirty  at  that  time,  presently  it  is 
five  hundred  eighty  three.  The  second  church  building  was 
built  in  1858.  Zion  began  an  organized  Sunday  School  in 
1865.  An  organized  WMU  and  Training  Union  soon 
followed.  The  fourth  church  building  was  built  of  brick  in 
1927.  Our  present  church  is  the  fifth  building  which  was 
built  in  1953.  The  church  built  and  dedicated  the  new 
Family  Life  Center  in  May  of  2002.  The  church  is  excited 
about  the  possibilities  for  ministry  in  the  days  ahead  that  the 
Family  Life  Center  can  provide. 

Miss  Faye  Tunmire  was  adopted  as  a  missionary  to  serve  in  the  Philippines  in  1956. 
Since  1990,  our  church  has  been  actively  involved  in  missions.  We  have  had  youth,  as  well 
as  adult  groups  to  participate  in  mission  trips.  We  have  had  groups  to  go  to  Oklahoma  City, 
Oklahoma,  Littleton,  Colorado,  Honduras,  Belize,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

In  1988,  the  Libby  Tarlton  Senter  Memorial  Gardens  were  dedicated.  She  and  her 
daughter,  Rachel,  were  killed  in  service  on  the  mission  field  in  Liberia.  The  garden  was 
built  in  their  memory.  The  Libby  Senter  Scholarship  was  established  in  her  memory  and  to 
support  those  in  the  association  studying  to  be  missionaries. 

Zion  has  been  blessed  with  many  scholarship  funds.    The  Mary  Beth  Dorsey  Scholar- 
ship Fund  was  established  in  1998  in  memory  of  one  of  our  youth  that  died  in  a  tragic 
accident.  The  Lee  Cornwell  Scholar- 
ship Fund  was  established  in  memory  1 
of  Mr.  Lee  Cornwell.  The  T.  Mills 

and  Earcie  Dellinger  Cornwell  J& 

Scholarship  Fund  was  established  in  J|^ 

memory  of  this  very  giving  and 
devoted  couple. 

Our  ministry  staff  includes  our 
Pastor,  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  our 
Minister  of  Music,  Michelle 
Strickland,  and  our  Director  of  Family 
Ministries,  Angela  Evans.  Rev. 
Russell  Fitts  is  our  Pastor  Emeritus.

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  acting  as 
incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55A  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act,  "  and  the  several  amendments 
thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION,  INC,  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby,  North 
Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual, 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.,  is 
to  unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry  out  such 
purposes,  the  corporation: 

1.  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North  Carolina 
Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Nonprofit  Corporation 
Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for  which  the 
corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to  and  in  furtherance 
of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of, 
or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers  or  other  private  persons, 
except  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make 
payments  and  distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  as  set  forth  in  the 
Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 
is  organized  are  exclusively  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  and 
educational  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
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Code  of  1986  or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  law. 
E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the  carrying 
on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  the 
corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing 
or  distribution  of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any 
candidate  for  public  office.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these 
articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  other  activities  not  permitted 
to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under 
section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the 
corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law)  or  [b] 
by  any  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section 
170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding 
provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected 
representatives,  known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches,  meeting  two  times 
annually,  or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of  the 
incorporated  association,  and,  in  the  interim,  by  the  Leadership  Team  of  the 
incorporated  association.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  o  all  matters 
of  business,  finance,  and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body  shall  have 
authority  to  adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  employ  staff  to  direct 
or  assist  in  directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set  forth  in 
the  By-laws 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the  By-laws, 
members  being  the  total  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affiliated  voluntarily  with 
the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the  member  churches  shall  be  accepted 
by  majority  vote  of  the  association  at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of  the  incorporated 
association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Leadership  Team,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and  constitute 
the  directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are  provided  by  law  and  the 
By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  existing  Executive 
Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Shelby,  North  Carolina,  whose  names  and 
addresses  are  as  follows:

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  GCCBA, 
or  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 

BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1:    The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  churches  in 

the  area  of  the  Association. 
Section  2:    Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  to  the 

Business  Affairs  Team.   Application  should  include: 

( 1 )  Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that  seventy- 
five  percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(2)  A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)  A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to  discuss 
other  items  of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 

The  Business  Affairs  Team  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its 
services  and  be  willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief  and 
practice  and  what  it  means  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  in  the 
Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program.  If  recommended  by  this 
team  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  a  newly  established  mission  or 
church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a 
minimum  of  one  (1)  year.  A  mission  or  church  which  is  already 
established  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  months.  Membership  within  the  Association 
shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  Association  at  any  biannual  meeting. 
Churches  under  the  watchcare  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  Association  except  their  members  shall  not  hold  office  nor  vote. 
Section  3:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 
churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  By-Laws.  Member  churches 
may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and  if  requested,  the  Association 
Leadership  Team  may  grant  letters  of  recommendation  to  other  like 
associations. 

BY-LAW  II  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  biannually.  It  shall  convene  on  the  Monday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  April  and  Monday  and  Tuesday  following 
the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Leadership  Team, 
provided  two  (2)  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually,  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  two  (2) 
messengers  to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  for  each  fifty  (50)  members 
of  the  church,  provided  each  church  shall  not  have  less  than  three  (3) 
nor  more  than  ten  (10)  messengers,  ALONG  WITH  ALL 
ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS,  these  shall  constitute  the  voting  body 
of  the  Association.  The  names  of  the  messengers  printed  in  the  minutes 
shall  include  only  those  in  attendance  and  registering  at  the  Associational 
Meetings. 
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BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting 
its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 

BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs, 
and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk-Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader,  Music  Team  Leader, 
Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader,  Women's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader, 
Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader  and  Parliamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team.  The  floor  will 
then  be  open  for  additional  nominations.  This  election  will  occur  on  the 
last  day  of  the  October  biannual  meeting.  All  other  officers  shall  be 
contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team  and  elected  during  the 
April  Biannual  Session. 

Section  3:  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and 
Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session 
all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  work  of  the  ensuing 
associational  year.  All  other  officers  shall  assume  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  them  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  year  on  October  1. 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible 
for  re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the  body  and  shall  be 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  and  be  ex-officio 
(without  voting  privileges)  member  of  all  other  teams. 

Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of 
the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Leadership  Team 
and  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3:  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  October  Biannual 
Meeting,  distribute  at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports, 
and  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association, 
supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  Minutes  to  the  member 
churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes,  records,  and  other  documents 
of  the  Association.  This  officer  shall  inform  all  members  elected  to  office 
or  appointed  to  serve  on  teams  of  such  action  and  shall  receive  and  bank 
all  funds  of  the  Association  in  the  name  of  the  Association;  disburse  the 
same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  Leadership  Team,  or  as 
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designated  in  the  budget  (no  money  is  to  be  disbursed  which  is  not 
included  in  the  budget  except  upon  recommendation  of  the  Business 
Affairs  Team  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Association  in  biannual 
session);  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and 
distribute  same  at  the  biannual  meetings  and  give  a  report  at  each  monthly 
Leadership  Team  meeting  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for 
examination. 

Section  4:  The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk- 
Treasurer  or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  will  also  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for  the  Association. 

Section  5:  The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Association 
and  its  churches,  and  make  a  written  report  to  each  October  Biannual 
Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6:  The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  This  officer 
shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans 
to  this  committee  that  would  promote  this  work. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  should  assist  church  leaders  to  be  more 
effective  in  their  responsibility.   This  should  include: 

1.  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 

3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among  the 
churches. 

The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7:  The  Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the 
Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  Discipleship  Training. 
This  officer  shall  attend  Associational  Council  meetings,  maintain  the 
on-going  work  of  Discipleship  Training  at  all  times,  and  make  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  8:  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  provide  leadership  for  the  Association  in 
biannual  sessions  and  when  requested  at  other  times  during  the  year. 
This  officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer 
creative  plans  that  would  promote  the  work.  The  Music  Team  Leader 
shall  encourage  music  growth  in  the  churches  throughout  the  year  and 
shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  9:  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and  boys  in  the  churches.  This 
officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative 
plans  to  promote  the  development  of  men  and  boys  and  an  awareness  of 
world  mission  needs.  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  make  a 
written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  10:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  serves  on  the  Associational 
Council  and  works  with  the  Associational  Missionary;  leads  the  WMU 
Council;  confers  with  our  associational  WMU  officers  and  assists  them 
in  their  work;  leads  in  providing  opportunities  for  leaders  and  members 
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of  their  church  WMUs  to  have  fellowship  and  receive  inspiration 
concerning  their  mutual  mission  task;  leads  in  interpreting  the  WMU 
program  to  church  leaders;  leads  in  training  church  WMU  workers  and 
members;  consults  with  church  leaders  concerning  initiation  of  WMU 
work  and  the  improvement  of  existing  work;  presides  at  and  plans  for 
associational  meeting,  leads  in  associational  WMU  annual  planning;  leads 
in  discovering  mission  action  needs  and  in  coordinating  the  work  being 
done;  and  reports  progress  of  WMU  work  to  the  Association  and  serves 
as  contact  between  the  Association  and  state  WMU.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  11:  The  Youth  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associational  Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Youth  Ministry  Team 
and  serve  on  the  Associational  Council.  The  Youth  Team  Leader  shall 
give  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  12:  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational 
Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Senior  Adult  Ministry  Team  and  serve 
on  the  Associational  Council.  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall  give  a 
written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  13:  The  Team  Leaders  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  securing  their  own 
team  members  that  will  assist  them  in  their  area  of  responsibility. 

Section  14:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  biannual  meetings  of  the  Association, 
rule  on  all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure  which  shall  arise  during 
the  sessions.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  resource  person  to  the 
churches  and  shall,  upon  request,  advise  and  assist  the  churches  on 
matters  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

Section  15:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Associational  Leadership  Team,  except  the  office  of  Moderator,  in  which 
case  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  become  Moderator. 


BY-LAW  VIII  TEAMS 

Section  1:  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  Teams:  Leadership, 
Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment  -  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from 
the  close  of  the  October  Meeting  through  the  following  October  Biannual 
Meeting. 

Section  2:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  team  members 
to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October  for  election.  Nominations  shall  be 
made  for  the  following  teams:  Leadership,  Business  Affairs,  and 
Enlistment. 

Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  Associational 
Officers  and  Leadership  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April  for  election. 

Section  4:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  any  Project  Team 
to  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  a  Biannual  Meeting. 


BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  TEAMS 

Section  1:  The  Leadership  Team  will  be  composed  of  three  members  from  each  of 
the  six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association,  one  of  which  shall 
be  a  layperson,  and  one  from  each  group  will  be  designated  as  the  Group 
Leader. 

A.  Members  of  the  Leadership  Team  will  serve  a  three  year  term  and 
must  be  off  of  the  team  for  a  year  before  becoming  eligible  for  re- 
election. It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be  made 
up  of  one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected 
for  two  years,  and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

B.  The  six  Group  Leaders  will  form  the  Personnel  Team  and  shall  handle 
all  personnel  matters  relating  to  the  Associational  staff.  The 
Personnel  Team  will  maintain  appropriate  personnel  policies  and 
be  responsible  for  securing  and  recommending  to  the  Leadership 
Team  Associational  support  staff  when  needs  occur.  They  will  also 
recommend  salary  and  benefit  proposals  to  the  Business  Affairs 
Team. 

C.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the 
Association  between  Biannual  Sessions  of  the  Association.  Ten 
members  of  the  Leadership  Team  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  order 
to  transact  business  on  behalf  of  the  Association. 

D.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  give  instructions  to  the  Enlistment  Team 
whenever  a  particular  Project  Team  is  needed  to  address  a  special 
need.  Instructions  may  include  such  things  as  size  and  make-up  of 
the  team,  specific  task,  etc. 

E.  The  Leadership  Team  will  meet  monthly  and  be  chaired  by  the 
Moderator  of  the  Association.  In  his  absence,  it  will  be  chaired  by 
the  Vice-Moderator. 

Section  2:  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each 
of  the  six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.  They  will  serve 
a  three  year  term  and  must  be  off  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year  before 
being  eligible  for  re-election.  It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial 
team  will  be  made  up  of  one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third 
being  elected  for  two  years,  and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

A.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing 
the  annual  budget  and  promoting  it  as  well. 

B.  They  will  handle  all  inquires  concerning  membership  into  the 
Association  and  make  their  recommendations  to  a  Biannual  Session 
of  the  Association. 

C.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  the  custodians  of  all  scholarships 
and  foundations. 

D.  They  will  prepare  the  agenda  for  the  Biannual  Meetings  and  bring 
any  resolutions  that  need  to  come  before  the  Association. 

E.  They  will  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Associational  office  by 
providing  adequate  equipment  and  supplies.  They  will  also  oversee 
all  property  held  by  the  Association  and  be  responsible  for  proper 
maintenance. 
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F.  They  will  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  concerning  By- 
Law  changes  and  will  prepare  any  and  all  documents  for  the 
Association. 

G.  Beginning  in  2004  the  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  2003 
financial  records  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist 
Association,  Inc.  audited  and  audited  every  third  year  thereafter. 

H.     When  they  feel  that  additional  approval  is  necessary,  they  may  bring 
the  matter  in  question  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  to  the  Association 
at  a  Biannual  Meeting. 
I.      The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be 
chaired  by  the  Associational  Missionary 
Section  3:    The  Enlistment  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each  of  the 
six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.    They  will  serve  a 
three  year  term  and  must  be  off  of  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year 
before  becoming  eligible  for  re-election.   It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and 
the  initial  team  will  be  made  up  of  one-third  being  elected  for  one  year, 
one-third  being  elected  for  two  years,  and  one-third  being  elected  for 
three  years. 

A.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  nominating 
members  for  the  Leadership  Team,  Business  Affairs  Team,  and 
Enlistment  Team  and  shall  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Fall 
Biannual  Meeting. 

B.  They  will  nominate  the  leadership  of  all  organizations  within  the 
Association  and  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Spring 
Biannual  Meeting. 

C.  They  will  select  members  of  any  special  Project  Team,  the  number 
of  which  will  be  determined  by  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  the 
Enlistment  Team  itself,  and  will  present  their  recommendations  to 
either  the  Leadership  Team  or  to  a  Biannual  Meeting. 

D.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be  chaired 
by  the  Vice-Moderator. 

BY-LAW  X  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  will  meet  as  often  as  is  necessary  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Associational  organizations.  Because  of  the  make- 
up of  its  members,  the  Council  will  remain  sensitive  to  the  educational  needs  of  our 
Association,  as  will  as,  the  spiritual,  physical,  and  emotional  needs  of  the  people  of 
Cleveland  County. 

The  Council  will  produce  an  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities  and  be 
responsible  for  promoting  those  activities. 

Whenever  they  feel  it  necessary,  they  may  bring  recommendations  to  the 
Leadership  Team  through  the  Vice-Moderator,  who  will  serve  as  chairperson  of  the 
Council. 

The  Associational  Council  will  be  made  up  of  at  least  the  following  members  and 
may  add  additional  members  whenever  the  Council  feels  it  is  necessary  in  order  to 
have  adequate  representation  from  all  organizations  within  the  Association:  Sunday 
School  Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Team  Leader,  WMU  Team  Leader,  Baptist  Men 
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Team  Leader,  Music  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader, 
Ministers  Conference  President,  Ministry  Team  Leader,  Missions  Team  Leader, 
Hispanic/Language  Missionary,  and  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Association. 

BY-LAW  XI 

THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 

BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  Missions 
Foundation  is  to  enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age,  or  resource  level,  the 
opportunity  to  continue  supporting  Christian  causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime. 
It  will  provide  a  fund  for  churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry 
projects  beyond  their  regular  associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes  that  include, 
but  not  limited  to:  National  and  International  Mission  Partnership  and  Projects,  New 
Work/New  Starts,  Missionary-In-Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community 
Ministries  Projects,  Short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 

BY-LAW  XII  TRUSTEES 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer, 
serving  terms  of  three  (3)  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the 
Enlistment  Team,  one  (1)  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  April  biannual  meeting, 
no  trustee  being  eligible  to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  (1)  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the 
Associational  Minutes. 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment, 
or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the 
Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XIII  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  the  Associational  Leadership  Team 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search  Team  to  seek  a  person  to  serve 
as  Associational  Missionary  and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Leadership  Team. 
His  selection  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Leadership  Team  and  on  vote 
by  the  Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association. 
His  time  of  office  shall  continue  until  terminated  by  mutual  consent  or  request  of 
either  party.  He  shall  be  a  member  of  all  teams  and  organizations  of  the  Association 
in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity.  His  duties  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  job 
description  at  the  time  of  his  call. 

BY-LAW  XIV  MINISTRY  TEAM  LEADER 

Section  1 :  Employment  —  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  be  jointly  employed  by 
the  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
North  American  Mission  Board.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work 
until  the  sponsoring  groups  mutually  agree  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service 
or  the  employee  resigns.  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  work  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Associational  Missionary  and  in  compliance  with 
the  Job  Description  provided  by  the  State  and  Association. 
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Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  functions  are  to  promote  a  program  of 
activities  to  meet  the  spiritual,  educational,  emotional  and  physical  needs 
of  the  people  within  the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  Association. 

Section  3:  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council. 

BY-LAW  XV  MISSIONS  TEAM  LEADER 

Section  1:  Employment  —  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  employed  by  the 
Association.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work  until  the  Association 
agrees  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee  resigns.  The 
Missions  Team  Leader  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associational  Missionary  and  in  compliance  with  the  job  description 
provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  function  is  to  assist  the  churches  in  the 
Association  into  any  and  every  mission  endeavor  that  can  be  addressed 
by  the  churches  in  our  Association  and  to  assist  the  churches  in 
discovering  the  mission  opportunities  in  both  Cleveland  County  and 
beyond. 

Section  3:  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council. 

BY-LAW  XVI  HISPANIC/LANGUAGE  MISSIONARY 

Section  1:  Employment  —  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Association.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work  until  the 
Association  agrees  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee 
resigns.  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary  shall  work  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Associational  Missionary  and  in  compliance  with  the 
job  description  provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  —  The  basic  function  is  to  seek  out  areas  in  Cleveland 
County  which  need  an  established  work  among  Hispanics  and  give 
leadership  in  establishing  such  work,  while  remaining  sensitive  to  the 
presence  of  other  language  groups  and  determining  how  and  when  work 
among  such  groups  should  begin. 

Section  3:  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Council. 

BY-LAW  XVII  AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  must  be  publicized  in  the  Association's 
monthly  publication  at  least  30  days  before  being  considered  at  a  session  of  the 
biannual  meetings,  where  it  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting. 

BY-LAW  XVIII  DEFINE  PROCEDURE 

Section  1 :    The  business  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with 

prayer. 
Section  2:    Every  report,  resolution,  or  amendment  offered  to  the  Association  shall 

be  submitted  in  writing  if  requested  by  the  Moderator. 
Section  3:    No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  except  by 
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permission  of  the  Association. 
Section  4:    Messengers  present  from  half  the  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Section  5:    Unless  the  Association  decides  otherwise,  biannual  meetings  shall  be 

held  on  a  rotating  basis  with  a  church  or  churches  in  each  of  the  six  (6) 

Associational  Groups  as  follows:    Polkville,  Lattimore,  Shelby,  Kings 

Mountain,  Grover,  and  Waco.

PROCEEDINGS 
Monday  Evening 
October  27,  2003 

1 .  Messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  Double  Shoals  Baptist  Church  at  6:45  p.m.  for 
the  153rd  Biannual  Session  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association. 
Vision  Becomes  Reality  was  the  theme  for  the  three  sessions. 

2.  Special  music  for  the  opening  session  was  presented  by  the  Music  Ministry  of 
Double  Shoals  Church  which  included  a  selection  from  the  adult  choir  under  the 
direction  of  Jean  Costner,  interim  music  director  at  Double  Shoals,  and  accompanied 
by  Lillie  Hinton,  church  pianist;  a  selection  from  Hearts  in  Harmony  (a  ladies 
quartet);  and  a  selection  by  the  youth  choir  and  Grace-in-Motion  under  the  direction 
of  Teresa  Davis. 

3.  Moderator  Marvin  Gobble,  pastor  of  Zoar  Church,  welcomed  everyone  to  the 
meeting  and  called  the  session  to  order.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Double  Shoals 
for  serving  as  our  host  church.  He  asked  for  attendance  cards  to  be  collected. 

4.  Jean  Costner  led  the  congregation  in  singing,  "Praise  Him!  Praise  Him!"  Dr.  Rick 
Prassel,  pastor  of  Poplar  Springs  Church,  led  the  opening  prayer. 

5.  Host  pastor,  Rev.  Eric  Davis,  welcomed  everyone  to  the  meeting  and  extended  an 
invitation  for  refreshments  following  the  meeting. 

6.  Teresa  Edmonson,  minister  of  music/youth  of  Westwood  Heights,  and  member  of 
the  Order  of  Business  Committee,  presented  our  printed  program  and  moved  it  be 
approved  with  changes  made  as  needed.  The  motion  was  approved  by  the 
messengers.  She  announced  host  churches  for  our  2004  meetings:  April  26,  2004 
at  Midview  Church;  October  25,  2004  at  Patterson  Grove  Church;  and  October  26, 
2004  at  Bethlehem  Church. 

7.  Moderator  Gobble  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  our  new  pastors  and  ministerial 
staff  members  who  have  been  called  to  our  Association  since  our  last  Fall  Biannual 
Meeting.  He  asked  that  they  form  a  line  and  introduce  themselves  to  the 
congregation.  Those  in  attendance  were:  Rev.  Josh  Hunt,  interim  pastor,  Ross 
Grove;  Dr.  Rick  Prassel,  pastor,  Poplar  Springs;  Rev.  Jim  Kilby,  pastor,  Lawndale; 
Rev.  John  Garner,  pastor,  Dover;  and  Teresa  Edmonson,  minister  of  music/youth, 
Westwood  Heights. 
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8.  Rev.  Eric  Davis,  chairman  of  the  Counseling  Advisory  Committee,  presented  a 
written  report.  He  reminded  everyone  that  Dr.  Gary  McFarland  is  the  Association's 
Pastoral  Counselor  and  is  available  by  appointment  every  Tuesday  for  consultation. 
He  encouraged  churches  to  become  a  "Covenanting  Church"  and  explained  the 
procedure  and  benefits  of  this  covenanting  plan. 

9.  In  the  absence  of  Bud  Talley,  member  of  the  By-Laws  Committee,  Moderator  Gobble 
presented  the  proposed  By-Law  changes.  He  stated  the  proposed  changes  would 
bring  our  By-Laws  in  line  with  the  structure  of  our  new  Associational  model.  He 
moved  the  changes  be  approved.  With  no  comments  or  discussion,  the  motion  was 
approved  by  the  messengers. 

10.  Our  special  music  for  the  evening,  "Come  and  Fill  This  Place,"  was  presented  by 
the  Praise  Team  of  Double  Shoals.  Members  were  Eric  and  Teresa  Davis,  Lynn 
Oliver,  and  Russell  Spangler. 

1 1 .  Moderator  Gobble,  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  recognized  members 
of  the  committee  and  presented  his  report.  He  stated  as  the  Association  transitions 
from  the  old  model  to  the  new  model  the  Executive  Committee  will  end  and  the 
Leadership  Team  will  begin.  He  reported  the  Executive  Committee  is  passing  on 
some  significant  work  for  upcoming  project  teams:  (1)  Construction  currently  in 
process  at  the  Belwood  Missions  and  Ministry  Point;  (2)  Mission  Trip  Planning  for 
2004;  (3)  Jesus  DVD  distribution  project  in  2004  to  47,000  homes  in  Cleveland 
County;  (4)  World  Changers  in  2005  with  anticipation  of  people  coming  from  all 
over  the  United  States  to  Cleveland  County;  and  (5)  An  "On  Mission  Celebration" 
in  2006  with  International  Missionaries,  North  American  Missionaries,  and  State 
Missionaries  coming  to  Cleveland  County. 

12.  Dr.  Harold  Fite,  pastor  of  Waco  Church,  and  leader  of  the  Associational  Missionary 
Search  Team,  reported  the  team  began  meeting  May  22,  2003  and  since  that  time 
has  made  steady  progress.  They  are  now  in  the  final  interviews  and  hope  to  have 
an  announcement  by  the  first  of  the  year  which  may  require  a  special  called  meeting 
of  the  Association.  He  reported  the  team  approached  their  task  with  prayer, 
dedication,  and  open-mindedness.  He  requested  that  churches  be  much  in  prayer 
for  the  next  two  Sundays  as  they  continue  their  work. 

13.  Rev.  Raymond  White,  Interim  Associational  Missionary,  presented  a  Task  Force 
Update.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  committees  and  associational  staff  for  working 
through  all  the  changes  over  the  past  year.  He  stated  the  success  of  the  new  Model 
will  depend  upon  the  churches  in  the  Association,  the  individual  area  groups  of 
churches,  and  the  leaders  in  the  six  groups.  He  encouraged  team  leaders  to  get 
their  groups  together,  address  needs,  and  network  with  other  groups  in  the 
Association  or  groups  outside  the  Association  to  discover  solutions  or  accomplish 
tasks. 

14.  Rev.  Jim  Brackett,  pastor  of  Oak  Grove  Church,  and  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  asked  Raymond  White  to  stand.  Jim  stated  the  Association  needed  to 
express  appreciation  to  Rev.  White  for  his  hard  work  and  leadership  as  Interim 
Associational  Missionary  during  this  difficult  transition.  There  was  a  standing 
ovation  from  the  messengers. 

15.  The  Theme  Interpretation,  "Jesus  to  All  Places,"  was  given  by  Rev.  Keith  Dixon, 
pastor  of  Flint  Hill  Church  and  Associational  Mission  Trip  Team  Leader.  He 
complimented  the  Association  on  being  mission-minded.  He  read  scripture  from 
Acts  16:1-10.   He  explained  how  a  mission  trip  in  2003  was  scheduled  for  New 
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York,  how  it  did  not  work  out,  how  the  Association  was  extended  a  call  to  come 
over  to  New  Jersey  and  how  God  brought  all  the  pieces  together  for  a  successful 
mission  trip  to  New  Jersey.  He  introduced  two  people  to  come  share  about  the 
mission  trip:  Nicole  Welch  and  Rev.  Howard  McNamara. 

1 6.  Nicole  Welch,  member  of  Carpenter's  Grove  Church,  gave  a  beautiful  testimony  of 
how  God  called  her  out  of  her  comfort  zone  to  be  a  part  of  the  trip.  She  shared  how 
you  do  not  have  to  go  on  a  mission  trip  thinking  you  have  to  save  the  world  but  you 
go  to  plant  a  seed. 

17.  Our  speaker  for  the  evening  was  Rev.  Howard  McNamara,  pastor  of  Crosspoint 
Church  in  Schooleys  Mountain,  New  Jersey.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Nicole 
for  her  testimony  and  stated  how  much  it  meant  to  have  our  mission  team  in  his 
church  to  strengthen  their  arms.  He  shared  about  his  calling  as  a  church  planter  in 
New  Jersey.  He  talked  about  our  "being  real"  and  how  if  people  see  real  faith 
worked  out  in  your  life,  they  will  come  to  Christ.  His  message  title  was,  "The 
Power  of  Authenticity,"  and  he  read  scripture  from  John  15:5,  16.  He  asked  what 
determines  whether  a  person  or  thing  is  perceived  as  authentic?  He  shared  four 
ways  to  attract  the  lost  through  authenticity:  (1)  Authentic  identity  —  just  being 
you;  (2)  Authentic  emotional  life  —  share  the  struggle  within;  (3)  Authentic 
confession  —  share  your  failures  and  resolves;  (4)  Authentic  conviction  —  reveal 
your  spine.  He  encouraged  us  to  take  a  stand  on  the  Word,  to  be  the  best  we  can  be, 
to  be  salt  and  light  wherever  we  are 

18.  Doreen  Wacaster,  minister  of  music  of  Flint  Hill  and  Associational  Music  Leader, 
sang,  "Grace  Alone"  as  everyone  prayed  during  commitment  time. 

19.  Rev.  David  Blanton,  pastor  of  Bethlehem  Church  and  vice-moderator  of  the 
Association,  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Tuesday  Afternoon 
October  28,  2003 

20.  At  2:45  p.m.  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  Zion  Baptist  Church  for  the 
second  session  of  our  meeting,  a  mini  concert  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Bridges, 
from  Crestview  Church,  on  the  organ  and  Rev.  Jeremy  McSwain,  minister  of  music 
at  Crestview  on  the  piano.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  our  host  pastor  welcomed  us. 
Moderator  Marvin  Gobble  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  asked  those  present  to 
fill  out  an  attendance  card.  Ms.  Emilee  Fox,  minister  of  music  at  Westview  Church, 
led  us  in  singing  "Higher  Ground."  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble  led  the  opening  prayer. 

21.  The  Nominating  Committee  report  was  presented  by  Selvia  Brown,  minister  of 
music  at  New  Bethel  Church  and  member  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  She 
made  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the  committee  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  written. 
One  correction  was  made:  Mrs.  Jackie  Fisher  on  the  Sunday  School  Team  is  from 
Kings  Mountain  First  not  Kings  Mountain  Second  as  printed.  This  correction  was 
noted.  The  report  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

22.  Rev.  David  Blanton,  pastor  at  Bethlehem  Church  and  vice-moderator,  presented 
the  2004  Calendar  for  approval.  It  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

23.  Mrs.  Patricia  Jones,  clerk-treasurer  and  member  at  Pleasant  Ridge  Church,  gave 
the  treasurer's  report  for  January  -  September  2003.  She  stated  that  finances  have 
been  doing  well  this  year  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  less  staff  and  more 
consistent  contributions  coming  in  from  our  churches.  This  will  enable  us  to 
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complete  the  construction  of  the  Belwood  Mission  and  Ministry  Point  without 
having  to  borrow  any  money.  To  date,  and  including  the  cost  of  the  land,  we  have 
disbursed  a  little  over  $69,000  on  this  project.  Being  no  discussion,  Jim  Brackett 
seconded  the  motion  that  this  report  be  approved.  It  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

24.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Committees,  gave  his  report 
stating  that  the  new  structure  has  allowed  more  inclusiveness.  Forty-two  people 
from  forty-two  different  churches  make  up  the  teams.  Dr.  Bridges  recommended 
that  the  report  be  adopted.  It  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

25.  Mr.  Dwight  Cooper,  member  at  Eastside,  Shelby  and  member  of  the  Memorials 
Committee,  presented  the  memorial  tribute  and  led  us  in  prayer. 

26.  Rev.  Jim  Brackett,  pastor  at  Oak  Grove  and  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
presented  the  proposed  2004  budget.  He  thanked  those  who  served  on  the  Finance 
Committee  this  year.  The  new  budget  shows  an  increase  of  $10,701  over  the  2003 
budget.  Rev.  Brackett  moved  on  behalf  of  the  committee  that  the  budget  be  approved. 
It  was  voted  on  and  approved.  Rev.  Brackett  challenged  the  churches  and  individuals 
to  be  supportive  of  the  ministries  of  the  association  especially  in  the  difficult 
economic  times  brought  on  by  the  increased  unemployment  in  our  county.  He  led 
us  in  a  prayer  for  Cleveland  County.  Rev.  Charles  Reed,  our  Ministry  Team  Leader, 
has  been  ask  to  be  the  project  leader  for  prayer  meetings  to  be  held  for  the 
unemployment  situation. 

27.  Rev.  Dale  Clark,  minister  of  music  at  Second  Baptist,  Shelby,  sang  "People  Need 
the  Lord." 

28.  Attendance  cards  were  collected  by  the  ushers  and  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble  called  for 
any  miscellaneous  business  at  this  time.  Being  none,  the  meeting  proceeded. 

29.  The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mike  Shumate,  pastor  at 
Union  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  Thanks  was  expressed 
to  our  two  host  churches,  Double  Shoals  and  Zion,  and  to  the  Polkville  group  of 
churches  for  providing  the  evening  meal.  He  challenged  us  as  an  association  and  as 
Christians  to  keep  our  focus  on  our  mission  which  is  sharing  the  Gospel  with  the 
lost  here  in  our  county  and  around  the  world  as  well.  Rev.  Shumate,  on  behalf  of 
the  Resolutions  Committee,  made  a  motion  that  the  2003  Minute  Book  be  dedicated 
to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Woodrow  (Woody)  Wall.  This  was  voted  on  and  approved. 

30.  Mrs.  Theresa  Lowe,  member  at  Double  Shoals  Church  and  associational  historian, 
gave  the  Historian's  Report.  She  stated  that  history  was  made  this  year  with  our 
name  change  and  the  new  structure  and  also  with  the  start  of  a  new  mission  point 
in  the  Belwood  area.  Several  churches  were  recognized  for  anniversaries  this  year: 
Christian  Freedom,  Buffalo  and  Fallston  for  100  years  and  Pathway  for  25  years, 
Faith  for  50  years  and  Pleasant  Grove  for  1 25  years.  She  also  thanked  Mr.  Lansford 
Jolly  for  the  years  he  served  as  associational  historian. 

3 1 .  Rev.  Charles  Reed,  member  at  Elizabeth  Church  and  associational  ministry  team 
leader,  reported  that  this  has  been  a  very  difficult  year  with  the  economic  situation, 
unemployment,  ice  storm  and  the  war  in  Iraq.  Many  in  Cleveland  County  have  had 
needs.  We  have  disbursed  over  $27,000  through  the  Duke  Share  the  Warmth 
Program  to  help  with  heating  and  cooling  in  addition  to  helping  with  food,  clothing, 
rent,  medication  and  other  needs.  Rev.  Reed  made  mention  of  the  need  for 
volunteers,  especially  for  our  food  pantry,  Friday  Lunch  Program  and  to  pick  up 
items  that  are  donated  by  local  merchants. 

32.  Rev.  Jose  Espinal,  pastor  at  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Church  and  associational 
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Hispanic/language  missionary,  gave  his  report.  He  thanked  all  who  have  supported 
the  ministry  to  the  Hispanic  population  in  our  county  through  prayer  and  in  material 
ways.  A  new  mission  for  Bible  Study,  which  meets  every  Saturday  at  Faith  Baptist 
Church  in  Kings  Mountain,  started  recently  with  the  help  of  Rev.  J.R.  Robbins. 

33.  Interim  Associational  Missionary,  Rev.  Raymond  White,  introduced  Mrs.  Kay  Grigg, 
who  is  working  one  day  a  week  as  acting  missions  team  leader.  She  has  done  an 
excellent  job  with  the  Back-To-School  supplies  project  and  is  in  charge  of  the  2003 
Toy  Store.  Mrs.  Grigg  stated  that  since  we  will  have  three  sites  for  the  Toy  Store  in 
December  we  need  many  more  volunteers.  Rev.  White  then  presented  us  with  his 
"dream"  for  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association.  He  challenged  us 
to  do  away  with  the  physical  and  mental  barrier  of  Buffalo  Creek  and  unify  our 
association.  This  unity  can  be  achieved  with  leadership  coming  from  all  areas  of 
Cleveland  County.  This  process  has  just  started  with  our  new  structure  and  can 
bring  "oneness"  to  our  mission.  An  operational  handbook  was  created  this  year  to 
help  with  a  smooth  transition.  The  construction  of  the  Belwood  Mission  and 
Ministry  Point  is  going  well  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Mickey  Heyward  and 
with  the  help  of  many  volunteers.  Rev.  White  thanked  all  for  the  financial  support 
to  the  association  and  for  giving  him  the  opportunity  to  do  God's  work  here. 

34.  We  had  a  session  break  for  ten  minutes  after  which  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble  called  us 
back  into  session.  Rev.  Dale  Clark  led  us  in  singing  "Victory  In  Jesus." 

35.  Dr.  Robert  Lamb  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Baptist  Educators. 
This  allows  educators  to  be  involved  in  missions  such  as  getting  used  books  to 
missionaries,  providing  teaching  opportunities  here  and  abroad,  and  a  network  of 
Christian  correspondents  to  help  share  the  Gospel.  Rev.  David  Webb,  member  at 
Pleasant  Ridge  Church  and  the  western  area  manager  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Foundation,  encouraged  churches  to  use  the  foundation  to  help  manage  their  funds. 
Rev.  Leland  Kerr,  pastor  at  Eastside,  Shelby  and  president  of  the  State  General 
Board,  mentioned  the  State  Convention  November  10-12  and  encouraged  us  to  get 
involved  and  to  increase  our  giving  to  the  church,  association  and  the  State 
Convention. 

36.  Mrs.  Teresa  Davis,  member  at  Double  Shoals  Church  and  former  associational 
mission  team  leader,  introduced  Rev.  Jerry  Moore,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Huntersville,  West  Virginia  where  our  association  went  this  summer  on  a  mission 
trip.  Rev.  Moore  read  Acts  10:1-10.  He  thanked  the  association  for  being  Jesus  to 
the  people  of  West  Virginia  this  summer.  The  churches  there  have  no  outreach 
programs  at  all  and  the  county  has  about  8500  people  of  which  most  have  never 
hear  the  plan  of  salvation  or  felt  the  love  of  God  through  other  people.  Our  mission 
trip  team  did  more  work  in  one  week  than  can  be  done  in  six  weeks  by  the  pastor. 
A  musical  presentation  was  given  by  the  interpretive  movement  team  from 
Westwood  Heights. 

37.  Moderator  Marvin  Gobble  presented  his  message  entitled  "Vision  Becomes  Reality" 
using  Exodus  18:  13-24.  We  are  not  here  to  bash  the  past  but  to  learn  from  it  and 
to  get  excited  about  what  God  has  done  in  the  past.  One  person  can  not  do  God's 
work  alone.  Together  we  can  do  more.  With  all  the  changes  in  our  associational 
structure,  our  mission  to  reach  the  lost  will  not  change.  The  old  way  of  doing 
things  was  not  getting  the  job  done.  Now  is  the  time  for  change  even  on  the  national 
and  state  level.  There  are  so  many  exciting  things  that  we  all  as  visionaries  can  be 
involved  in.    Max  Miller,  deacon  at  Zoar  Church  and  leader  of  the  Jesus  Video 
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project  for  2004,  spoke  to  us  concerning  the  need  for  prayer,  volunteers  and  financial 
donations  to  make  this  project  to  reach  every  home  in  Cleveland  County  a  success. 

38.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges  gave  directions  and  the  blessing  for  our  evening  meal.  The 
meeting  was  adjourned  until  after  the  meal. 

Tuesday  Evening 
October  28,  2003 

39.  As  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  evening  session  at  Zion  Church,  Doreen 
Wacaster  led  the  congregation  in  a  medley  of  worship  songs.  Mary  Ruth  Dixon, 
member  of  Flint  Hill,  served  as  pianist  for  this  session.  Rev.  John  Garner,  pastor 
of  Dover  Church,  led  the  opening  prayer. 

40.  Rev.  Mickey  Hey  ward,  pastor  of  Christopher  Road  Church,  gave  an  exciting  report 
on  the  progress  of  the  building  at  our  Mission  and  Ministry  Point  at  Belwood.  He 
stated  we  have  a  need  in  that  part  of  the  county  that  needs  to  be  met  and  that  if  we 
unite  we  can  accomplish  the  task.  He  read  scripture  from  Nehemiah  and  talked 
about  how  the  people  came  together  to  build  a  wall  around  Jerusalem.  He  stated  in 
order  for  a  vision  to  happen  something  must  be  done.  He  said  we  must  put  our 
heart  into  our  vision  and  go  to  work  because  there  is  nothing  we  can't  do  when  we 
work  along  side  each  other.  He  shared  how  our  new  building  has  progressed,  how 
many  business/individuals  have  donated  or  helped  with  the  project.  He  distributed 
sign-up  sheets  listing  items  needed  to  complete  the  building.  He  encouraged  people 
to  pray  and  then  to  commit  to  giving. 

41.  The  session  theme  interpretation,  "Jesus  to...."  was  given  by  Rev.  Keith  Dixon, 
Associational  Mission  Trip  Leader.  He  read  scripture  from  Matthew  18:19-20. 
Referring  to  the  other  session  themes  with  Jesus  in  each  phrase,  he  stated  if  we  go 
on  mission  without  Jesus  we  will  go  without  power.  Jesus  commanded  us  to  go 
into  all  the  world  so  for  this  session  theme  he  inserted  "all"  to  complete  the  theme 
"Jesus  to  All. "  He  stated  all  means  everybody  taking  the  message  to  everyone  — 
all  of  Cleveland  County,  New  Jersey,  West  Virginia,  Belwood,  Ohio,  etc. —  wherever 
we  go.  He  presented  written  information  on  the  two  present  mission  trip 
opportunities  for  our  Association  in  2004.  We  are  looking  for  twenty-five  people 
to  go  to  Tok,  Alaska  in  June.  Part  of  the  group  will  fly  and  part  will  be  a  group  of 
RV'ers.  The  RV'ers  will  have  a  great  opportunity  to  share  Jesus  along  the  way  as 
well  as  participate  in  the  work  in  Tok.  The  second  opportunity  will  be  another  trip 
to  New  Jersey  in  July.  Separate  opportunities  include  a  possible  preaching  trip  to 
Venezuela  for  5  or  6  pastors  as  well  as  a  trip  to  Brazil.  He  stated  we  cannot  meet 
all  the  needs  but  we  need  to  do  all  we  can  —  wherever  we  go. 

42.  Our  special  music  for  the  evening,  "I'll  Tell  the  World  That  I'm  a  Christian,'  was 
presented  by  Rev.  Clyde  Buckner,  minister  of  music  at  Poplar  Springs  Church. 
Also,  Rev.  Terry  Cagle,  pastor  of  Pleasant  Ridge  Church,  read  the  Good  Samaritan 
scripture  passage  from  Luke  10:29-37. 

43.  Dr.  Tony  Fulbright,  pastor  of  First  Church  Grover,  brought  the  Annual  Sermon. 
His  sermon  title  was  "Jesus  to.. .My  Neighbor."  He  asked  two  questions  —  "What 
is  our  role  to  our  neighbor?"  He  stated  God  would  have  us  look  at  what  we  can 
do  here  in  Cleveland  County.  We  are  to  be  witnesses  in  "our  Jerusalem"  or  where 
we  happen  to  live  —  that  is  our  starting  point.  If  we  can't  witness  at  home  then  we 
can't  witness  anywhere  else.    He  stated  if  we  truly  love  God,  then  we  will  do 
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something  for  Him.  Something  must  be  done  for  love  to  be  understood.  Love 
must  be  demonstrated  so  our  neighbor  can  see  the  Lord  in  our  lives.  Loving  our 
neighbor  is  what  proves  our  love  for  God.  The  other  question  he  asked  was  "Who 
is  our  neighbor?"  The  Good  Samaritan  teaches  us  quite  vividly  who  our  neighbor 
is.  We  need  to  take  the  time  to  go  to  our  neighbor,  reach  out  to  help  him,  and 
provide  the  basic  necessities  when  the  situation  presents  such  a  need.  Our  neighbor 
is  all  in  Cleveland  County  who  do  not  know  Jesus  and  those  who  need  a  helping 
hand.  He  asked  what  we,  as  Christians  in  this  Association,  were  going  to  do  about 
loving  our  neighbor.  He  gave  an  invitation  to  come  forward  to  pray  and  then  led  in 
a  prayer  of  commitment. 

45.  Rev.  Raymond  White  expressed  appreciation  to  Dr.  Marvin  Gobble  for  serving  as 
moderator  during  our  sessions  and  for  his  cooperative  spirit  and  helpfulness  over 
the  past  two  years.  He  presented  Dr.  Gobble  with  a  moderator's  plaque  in 
appreciation  for  his  service  as  moderator  for  2001-2003. 

46.  Dr.  Gobble  asked  our  new  moderator,  Rev.  David  Blanton,  and  new  vice-moderator, 
Dr.  Tony  Fulbright,  to  come  forward  to  be  installed  at  this  time. 

47.  Rev.  Clyde  Buckner  led  the  congregation  in  the  closing  hymn  of  commitment,  "Jesus 
is  Lord  of  All." 

48.  Rev.  David  Blanton  pronounced  the  benediction  for  the  1 53rd  Fall  Biannual  Meeting.

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INTERIM  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY'S  REPORT 

For  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  been  doing  much  of  what  I  did  for  the  seven  months 
prior  to  our  last  Fall  Meeting.  Each  month  I  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  listing,  not  everything,  but  the  main  things  that  I  was  involved  in  during  the 
previous  month.  I  suppose  I  could  make  the  same  kind  of  report  to  the  Bi-Annual  Session 
of  the  Association.  Instead  of  simply  reporting  the  number  of  churches  visited  or  the 
number  of  conferences  held  or  the  number  of  telephone  conversations  or  the  number  of 
meetings  attended,  I  want  to  focus  your  attention  on  those  things  that  I  feel  were  really 
worthwhile  and  that  benefited  the  life  of  the  Association.  This  does  not  mean  that  meetings 
and  conferences  and  telephone  conversations  were  not  important,  for  they  were.  But  I 
want  to  chunk  it  up  to  the  next  notch. 

There  were  a  few  things  that  I  was  involved  in  that  I  trust  will  make  some  difference 
in  the  life  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association. 

I  have  continually  sought  to  strengthen  the  relationship  between  the  local  pastor  and 
the  Association.  Two  factors  have  kept  me  from  doing  all  that  I  desired  to  do  -  time  and 
the  inaccessibility  of  some  pastors  because  of  my  part-time  presence  in  the  Association. 
I  believe  the  fellowship  meetings  with  pastors  in  the  Grover/Kings  Mountain  area  and  in 
the  Polkville  area  have  proven  quite  helpful  in  bonding  pastors  to  pastors  and  pastors  to 
the  Association.  The  monthly  Minister's  Conference  offers  a  wonderful  opportunity  for 
ministers  in  our  Association  to  share  in  fellowship,  but  we  need  to  take  it  to  the  next 
level. 

I  have  worked  diligently  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  Task  Force.  There 
has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of  paper  work.  Much  of  that  work  appears  in  what  we 
call  an  Operational  Handbook.  It  contains  information  that  will  give  directives  to  the 
Associational  Staff  and  directives  to  both  the  Associational  Council  and  Associational 
Teams. 

I  have  sought  to  be  supportive  of  the  inner  workings  of  the  Associational  that  takes 
place  on  Wyke  Road.  I  know  it  has  been  difficult  for  the  staff  during  this  interim  period. 
They  were  asked  to  accept  the  leadership  of  a  total  stranger  who  would  only  be  there  for 
a  short  time.  They  were  asked  to  carry  on  in  a  normal  way  while  the  Task  Force  scrutinized 
each  and  every  position,  not  knowing  what  the  final  outcome  would  be.  Some  were  then 
asked  to  accept  new  job  descriptions  and  even  move  into  a  different  office.  Everyone, 
without  exception,  fully  cooperated.  In  spite  of  being  a  stranger  and  a  temporary  one  at 
that,  they  acknowledged  and  honored  my  presence,  as  well  as,  my  decisions. 

I  have  supported  the  Belwood  Project  from  the  day  of  its  inception.  My  hope  is  that 
it  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  also  my  hope  that  we 
can  do  it  without  having  to  borrow  any  money.  Our  presence  in  the  upper  part  of  Cleveland 
County  will  become  very  visible  with  the  opening  of  our  Mission  and  Ministry  Point. 
There  is  a  challenge  before  us  to  make  a  difference  with  our  presence.  It  will  not  just 
happen  -  we  must  make  it  happen.  So,  it  is  vital  that  we  fill  the  position  of  Missions 
Team  Leader  as  soon  as  possible,  for  the  mission  aspect  of  our  presence  will  be  as  important 
as  the  ministry  aspect. 

I  will  shortly  be  leaving  this  position  as  your  Interim  Associational  Missionary  and 
refocusing  my  time  and  energy.  But  because  the  past  nineteen  months  of  my  life  has 
been  spent  focusing  on  the  life  and  work  of  this  Association,  I  will  leave  carrying  with 
me  a  lasting  memory  of  this  wonderful  experience. 
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Now,  I  will  leave  with  you  an  old  man's  dream  for  the  Greater  Cleveland  County 
Baptist  Association.   It  is  a  dream  and  nothing  more. 

I  dream  of  a  Hispanic  Church  evolving  out  of  the  fellowship  of  Hispanics  meeting  at 
the  Mission  and  Ministry  Point.  They  will  one  day  become  strong  enough  to  organize 
into  a  church  and  erect  their  own  meeting  place  in  the  Belwood  area.  I  dream  of  a  multi- 
cultural fellowship  one  day  forming  where  black,  brown,  and  white  skin  believers  will 
begin  meeting  at  the  Mission  and  Ministry  Point  until  they  too  will  become  strong  to 
build  their  own  building.  I  dream  of  Campers  on  Mission  parking  their  RVs  at  the  Belwood 
facility  and  ministering  to  the  needs  of  people  in  Upper  Cleveland  County.  I  dream  of 
that  facility  becoming  the  center  of  operations  in  time  of  a  disaster. 

I  also  dream  of  a  coming  together  of  Cleveland  County.  I  strongly  believe  that  the 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  needs  to  take  the  lead  in  bringing  this 
about.  Our  Association  needs  to  take  the  lead  in  bringing  together  the  leadership  of 
Shelby  and  Kings  Mountain,  along  with  the  Editorial  Staff  of  the  Shelby  Star  and  work 
together  to  remove  the  prevailing  mentality  that  Buffalo  Creek  divides  us  into  two  distinct 
parts.  One  of  the  best  things  that  could  happen  is  for  the  "powers  that  be"  take  whatever 
steps  necessary  to  change  the  name  to  Unity  Creek.  It  is  impossible  to  be  divided  by 
unity. 

I  dream  too  of  the  Association  establishing  a  visible  presence  in  the  Kings  Mountain 
area,  as  well  as,  in  the  Boiling  Springs  area.  It  begins  first  with  the  purchase  of  land  or 
with  the  donation  of  land.  Then  a  building  could  follow  and  with  the  building  the  same 
sort  of  missions  and  ministry  could  take  place  as  will  take  place  in  Belwood.  To  reach 
the  people  of  Cleveland  County  will  not  only  take  the  mission  endeavor  of  every  church 
-  it  will  take  all  the  churches  working  together  through  a  concerted  effort  which  can  best 
be  expressed  through  the  Association.  These  facilities  in  different  parts  of  the  county 
will  enable  the  Association  to  be  instrumental  in  the  starting  of  what  would  eventually 
become  new  churches.  Let's  be  honest.  It  is  time  for  some  of  our  present  churches  to 
celebrate  their  past,  close  their  doors,  and  merge  with  a  nearby  sister  church.  This  requires 
a  deep  commitment  to  Kingdom  work  on  the  part  of  all  involved.  But  we  need  to  realize 
a  truth  -  it  is  the  new  churches  that  are  growing. 

I  dream  also  of  the  Great  Commission  becoming  the  motivating  force  that  will  involve 
this  great  Association  in  the  reaching  of  Cleveland  County  for  Jesus  Christ.  That  the 
love  of  God  will  compel  this  Association  to  continue  to  go  to  the  far  reaches  of  this  world 
with  the  gospel  in  both  word  and  deed.  That  partnership  missions  with  our  Christian 
neighbors  will  have  priority  in  our  planing  and  in  our  budgeting.  I  dream  of  the  Association 
providing,  for  all  who  feel  compelled  by  the  love  of  Christ  to  go,  the  opportunity  to  be  on 
mission  for  our  Lord  Jesus.  Again,  the  position  of  Missions  Team  Leader  is  so  very 
important  to  the  life  of  our  Association.  Missions  is  more  than  just  a  summer  experience 
for  our  young  people.  Missions  is  a  constant  challenge  that  must  be  addressed.  It  is  not 
enough  to  just  plan  a  couple  of  mission  trips  during  the  summer.  Our  Association  must 
be  involved  in  reaching  out  or  reaching  within  the  year  around. 

A  lasting  dream  is  that  our  Association  will  discover  the  joy  which  will  come  from 
networking.  It  has  long  been  recognized  that  we  can  accomplish  more  when  we  work 
together.  For  many  years  we  have  supported  the  Cooperative  Program  because  we  knew 
that  our  dollars  alone  could  not  accomplish  what  collective  dollars  could  do  in  Kingdom 
work.  In  recent  times  some  have  come  to  believe  that  it  is  more  important  to  control  the 
dollars  than  it  is  to  cooperate  with  another  identity.  Along  with  this  is  a  desire  to  follow 
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mission  dollars.  As  a  result,  many  churches  opt  to  carry  out  their  own  mission  endeavors 
which  enables  those  who  give  to  go  as  well.  This  is  good,  but  it  will  become  better  when 
these  churches  reach  out  beyond  their  own  fellowship  to  invite  churches  within  their 
group  to  join  with  them.  It  will  be  even  better  done  when  these  churches  reach  out  to  all 
the  churches  within  our  Association  to  join  them  in  their  mission  endeavors.  It  will  be 
best  done  when  our  Association  becomes  open  to  all  believers,  both  inside  and  outside 
our  Association,  to  join  us  in  our  endeavor  to  minister  to  the  total  needs  of  mankind  the 
world  over. 

Yes,  I  have  a  dream  -  a  dream  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 
discovering  the  blessing  that  comes  when  one  dares  to  paint  outside  of  the  lines.  The 
New  Model,  by  its  very  structure,  will  demand  that  we  do  just  that. 

I  close  with  the  words  of  Harry  Emerson  Fosdick.  "Grant  us  wisdom,  Grant  us  courage, 
That  we  fail  not  man  nor  Thee!   That  we  fail  not  man  nor  Thee!"

We  want  to  thank  First  Baptist  in  Kings  Mountain  for  sponsoring  our  first  Toy  Store  in 
the  Kings  Mountain  area.  We  appreciate  and  could  not  do  without  all  the  wonderful 
volunteers  who  took  their  valuable  time  out  to  serve  at  the  Kings  Mountain  and  Shelby 
locations. 
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FAMILY  FOOD  BOXES  FOR  IRAQ: 

Our  churches  are  to  be  commended  for  their  response  to  the  request  for  food  boxes  for 
Iraq.  We  had  a  total  of  328  boxes  from  our  area.  We  had  participation  from  38  of  our 
churches,  and  participation  from  nine  individual  families  or  groups  who  donated  boxes. 
Thank  you  to  all  who  helped  with  this  project  -  donating  boxes,  pallets,  transportation, 
etc.  as  well  as  the  volunteers  who  loaded  the  truck.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  reported 
a  total  of  6,200  boxes  collected  from  32  collection  sites  across  North  Carolina. 

MISSION  TRIPS: 

Two  associational  mission  trips  were  completed  during  the  summer. 

The  first  trip,  led  by  former  Missions  Team  Leader  Teresa  Davis,  was  to  Huntersville, 
West  Virginia.  A  total  of  40  youth  and  adults  from  seven  different  churches  participated 
during  the  week  of  June  21-28.  There  was  plenty  to  keep  the  group  busy — ministries  to  a 
prison  birthing  center,  to  the  homebound,  to  a  youth  center,  and  a  local  men's  prison.  The 
group  also  assisted  with  VBS  at  First  Baptist  in  Huntersville  and  a  Backyard  Bible  Club 
in  the  town  park. 

The  second  trip,  led  by  Barry  Coker  of  Hands  on  Missions,  went  to  Schooley's 
Mountain,  New  Jersey  on  July  5-12.  Their  team  had  57  people  from  across  the  association. 
They  worked  with  three  churches  and  a  Christian  camp  doing  construction  work,  VBS, 
Backyard  Bible  Club,  and  presented  a  concert. 

BACK  TO  SCHOOL  SUPPLY  DAYS: 

On  July  30  in  Shelby  and  July  31  in  Kings  Mountain,  2003,  we  provided  178  families 
and  452  students  with  new  back-to-school  supplies.  Thanks  to  Temple  Church  in  Kings 
Mountain  for  allowing  us  to  use  their  church  fellowship  hall  as  our  Kings  Mountain  site. 
Total  expenses  this  year  were  $  2,403.90.  Donations  received  totaled  $  3,342.44 
($1 ,000.00  Wal-Mart  donation).  We  also  received  an  additional  $840.00  after  the  supplies 
were  distributed.  Thank  you  for  your  continued  support  to  this  real  need  in  our  county. 


HISPANIC/LANGUAGE  MISSIONARY  REPORT 

Therefore  keep  watch,  because  you  do  not  know  on  what  day  your  Lord  will 
come... It  will  he  good  for  that  servant  whose  master  finds  him  doing  so  when 
he  returns  Matthew  24:45-46. 

Time  passes  very  fast.  It  has  been  about  ten  months  since  I  began  as  your  Associational 
Hispanic/Language  Missionary  and  many  time  it  appears  as  if  we  do  not  do  anything.  In 
the  name  of  Jesus  we  reach  people  in  several  ways  to  meet  their  spiritual,  physical,  and 
material  needs.  The  Hispanic  Community  is  growing  in  Cleveland  County;  but  the  poverty 
condition  is  growing  as  well.  We  have  several  Hispanic  families  who  are  out  of  work. 
Cleveland  County's  unemployment  rate  is  10%  and  the  Hispanic  population  represents  a 
large  part  of  this  percentage. 

Our  Association  provides  necessities  (rent,  utilities,  food,  medicine,  and  clothing,  etc.) 
to  many  families  in  their  time  of  need.  Through  this  ministry  we  are  able  to  give  support 
to  the  Hispanics  who  are  residents  in  our  county  as  well.  We  have  a  small  Hispanic 
directory  that  we  keep  updated  as  we  have  new  families  come  to  our  area.  New  families 
are  visited,  counseled  if  needed,  and  given  orientation  about  different  agencies  in  our 
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county.  School  supplies  were  distributed  to  73  Hispanic  children  in  the  Back-to-School 
project  through  our  Association. 

Through  a  partnership  with  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Kings  Mountain  and  pastor  J.R. 
Robbins,  a  new  mission  was  started  this  year.  Families  come  together  on  Saturday 
afternoon  at  the  church  at  6:00  p.m.  Through  our  Ministry  Team  Leader,  Charles  Reed, 
we  have  been  able  to  secure  Bibles,  brochures,  clothing,  furniture,  etc.  for  the  Hispanic 
people  in  Kings  Mountain.  New  families  are  visited  and  presented  a  Bible.  We  covet  your 
prayers  for  this  new  work. 

Priority  has  been  given  to  the  new  mission  and  ministry  point  in  Belwood.  I  assisted 
Mickey  Heyward  with  foundation  work  as  this  project  began.  We  are  sure  this  building 
will  be  of  great  use  to  the  Lord's  work  in  the  future. 

Other  areas  of  work  included  the  following: 

•  represented  the  Association  in  the  Annual  Postal  Food  Drive  as  well  as  the  Sixth 

Annual  All  Agency  Conference  in  Charlotte.

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TASK  FORCE  UPDATE 

One  year  ago,  at  our  Fall  Meeting,  we  voted  to  accept  the  recommendations  from  the 
Task  Force.  For  the  past  12  months  we  have  been  busy  implementing  those 
recommendations.  By  the  time  we  met  for  our  Spring  Meeting  we  had  taken  care  of  the 
name  change;  brought  the  two  sets  of  books  together  into  one;  written  new  job  descriptions 
which  carried  new  job  titles;  and  made  some  progress  in  getting  use  to  name  and  title 
changes. 

Since  the  Spring  Meeting  we  have  been  busy  addressing  the  remaining  items  in  the 
recommendations.  The  By-laws  will  now  support  the  new  structure;  the  Leadership, 
Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment  Teams  are  in  place;  and  the  Associational  Council  is 
functioning  effectively. 

Orientation  for  the  Leadership  Team  is  scheduled  for  the  fourth  of  November  and  the 
Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  their  orientation  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  November.  The 
Enlistment  Team's  responsibilities  are  rather  clear-cut,  so  there  will  not  be  a  time  of 
orientation  for  them. 

The  implementation  of  the  recommendations  has  gone  very  smoothly  and  the  reason 
is  due  to  the  support  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  understanding  and  cooperation  of 
past  committees,  and  the  wonderful  attitude  of  those  who  serve  on  the  Associational 
staff. 

The  Model  is  now  in  place.  We  have  endeavored  to  inform  the  Association,  by  meeting 
with  churches  from  each  of  the  six  groups,  as  to  how  the  new  structure  will  work.  We 
emphasized  that  the  key  to  its  success  rested  on  the  individual  groups  and  their  leaders. 
It  will  still  function  without  group  involvement,  but  there  cannot  be  successful  networking 
without  group  participation. 

In  your  Book  of  Reports  you  have  listed  the  name  of  the  group  leader  and  the  two 
representatives  from  your  group  that  is  serving  on  the  Leadership  Team.  If  you  do  not 
hear  from  your  group  leader  by  the  end  of  three  months  about  a  meeting  of  your  group, 
give  him  or  her  a  call  and  ask,  "When  are  we  going  to  meet?" 

Our  goal  is  to  have  churches  within  a  particular  group  networking  with  other  churches 
within  that  group;  also  to  have  groups  networking  with  other  groups;  and  to  have  the 
entire  association  networking  with  groups  outside  the  association  in  order  to  accomplish 
particular  tasks  and  reach  particular  goals  in  Kingdom  work.

During  this  time  he  served  the  Kings  Mountain 
Baptist  Association  as  vice-moderator  and  moderator.  He  also  spoke  at  many  area  churches 
sharing  his  uncanny  wit  and  wonderful  sense  of  humor. 

He  had  many  hobbies  including  fishing  and  hunting.  He  also  played  and  helped  organize 
church  league  softball  in  the  area. 

Russell  Fitts'  passion  in  life  was  to  serve  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ  while  working 
in  the  church.  He  loved  to  see  a  life  changed  by  the  power  of  God. 

Russell  appreciated  the  people  of  Cleveland  County,  who  were  very  good  to  him  and 
his  family  during  his  tenure  here.  The  legacy  of  his  ministry  will  continue  to  live  on  in  the 
lives  of  the  people  of  Cleveland  County.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
PATTERSON  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

In  the  one  hundred  twenty  years  of  her  existence 
Patterson  Grove  Baptist  Church  has  served  her  community 
well.  Located  approximately  one  mile  northwest  of  Kings 
Mountain  the  church  was  formally  organized  on  November 
15,1 884.  The  original  name  of  the  church  was  Sandy  Plains 
but  because  there  was  another  church  by  that  name  and  in 
recognition  of  a  gift  of  land  by  the  Patterson  family  the 
church  was  renamed  Patterson  Grove.  The  original  wood 
framed  building  was  renovated  in  1924  and  served  the 
congregation  until  1966.  The  current  sanctuary  was 
dedicated  in  March  of  1967.  Recent  additions  to  the 
facilities  include  a  Family  Life  Center  completed  October 
2004. 

The  church  remains  a  strong  supporter  of  missions  sending  both  money  and  mission 
teams.  We  have  been  involved  in  disaster  relief  efforts  in  eastern  North  Carolina,  missionary 
support  in  West  Virginia,  missionary  support  in  Alaska,  and  our  youth  have  participated  in 
World  Changers.  Since  1976  Patterson  Grove  has  supported  a  foreign  missionary  through 
what  is  now  the  International  Mission  Board.  We  are  currently  supporting  Rob  and  Phyllis 
Hefner  who  serve  in  Fortaleza,  Brazil. 

The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  Tim  Hendrick. 


BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
BETHLEHEM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  became  an  arm  of  Antioch 
Baptist  Church  in  1841.  Several  Baptists  were  living  in 
the  community  of  Bethlehem,  which  was  called  White 
Plains.  Being  so  far  from  any  Baptist  church,  they  decided 
to  build  a  meeting  house  and  asked  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Antioch  to  make  them  an  arm  so  they  could  receive 
members  and  baptize  them. 

Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  was  organized  July  16, 
1842,  with  twenty-six  charter  members. 

On  March  8, 1 845,  James  Alton  gave  the  church  one 
and  one-half  acres  to  build  a  church.  He  gave  the  deed  to 
Jeremiah  Blalock  for  consideration  of  a  credit  to  the 
church  for  three  dollars.  The  first  church  was  a  small  log 
building. 

In  1866,  land  was  deeded  to  the  church  for  one  dollar  from  Dr.  Thomas  Williams  of 
Shelby,  North  Carolina.  The  deed  stated  that  the  land,  which  is  part  of  the  present  church 
property,  was  "for  the  purpose  of  erecting  on  and  continuing  a  Baptist  church  of  like  faith 
and  order  as  at  present."  A  second  frame  church  was  dedicated  in  April  1871. 

On  Friday,  September  20,  1872,  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  at 
Bethlehem  Baptist  Church.  The  meeting  was  thrown  into  confusion  by  the  appearance  of 
a  group  of  one-hundred-fifty  U.S.  cavalrymen  who  had  been  camped  on  the  court  square 
at  Shelby,  North  Carolina.  The  soldiers'  disorderly  conduct  caused  such  excitement  that 
the  Association  dispersed  without  formal  adjournment. 

In  June  1910,  a  baptismal  pool,  with  dressing  rooms,  was  built  behind  what  is  today 
Bethlehem  Estates.  The  pool  remains  intact  today. 

A  new  brick  church 
was  started  in  1928  and 
completed  in  the  early 
1930s;  the  church  voted  to 
go  to  a  full-time  program 
in  December  1951; 
between  1950  and  1960, 
the  Sunday  School 
building  was  added;  and  in 
1960,  the  sanctuary  and 
basement  were  renovated 
and  new  pews  were 
purchased.  The  church  celebrated  its  1 50th  Anniversary  in  July  1992. 

The  church  has  a  rich  heritage  and  is  actively  planning  for  facilities  to  help  continue 
that  heritage.  In  June  2000,  the  church  entered  a  three-year  capital  funding  campaign  for 
a  new  multi-purpose  ministry  facility,  and  on  September  19, 2004,  had  dedication  services 
for  the  new  Christian  activities  center. 

Founded  in  1842,  God  has  blessed  this  fellowship  for  one  hundred  sixty-two  years. 
Throughout  its  life,  it  has  been  committed  to  presenting  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
Bethlehem  community.  We  are  grateful  for  the  persons  who  have  faithfully  served  Christ 
and  passed  on  to  us  the  opportunity  to  be  part  of  this  church.  We  are  striving  to  be  "salt 
and  light"  for  Jesus  Christ  in  this  present  day.  With  God's  help  we  desire  to  pass  a  relevant 
Christian  church  to  the  next  generation  He  places  in  this  community.

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 

of 

GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 

BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  acting 
as  incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55Aof  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act,  "  and  the  several 
amendments  thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC,  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby, 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual, 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc., 
is  to  unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry  out 
such  purposes,  the  corporation: 

1 .  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North  Carolina 
Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Nonprofit 
Corporation  Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for  which  the 
corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to  and  in 
furtherance  of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers  or  other  private 
persons,  except  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered 
and  to  make  payments  and  distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes 
as  set  forth  in  the  Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 
is  organized  are  exclusively  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  and 
educational  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
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Revenue  Code  of  1986  or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
United  States  Internal  Revenue  law. 
E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the 
carrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence 
legislation,  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in 
(including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  any  political 
campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on 
any  other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation 
exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law)  or  [b]  by  any  corporation,  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal 
Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected 
representatives,  known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches,  meeting  two 
times  annually,  or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of 
the  incorporated  association,  and,  in  the  interim,  by  the  Leadership  Team  of  the 
incorporated  association.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  to  all 
matters  of  business,  finance,  and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body 
shall  have  authority  to  adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  employ 
staff  to  direct  or  assist  in  directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set  forth 
in  the  By-laws 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the  By- 
laws, members  being  the  total  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affiliated  voluntarily 
with  the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the  member  churches  shall  be 
accepted  by  majority  vote  of  the  association  at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of 
the  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Leadership  Team,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and  constitute 
the  directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are  provided  by  law  and 
the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  existing 
Executive  Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Shelby,  North  Carolina, 
whose  names  and  addresses  are  as  follows:

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  GCCBA,  or  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist 

Association 

BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 :   The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  churches  in  the 

area  of  the  Association. 
Section  2:   Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  to  the  Business 

Affairs  Team  Application  should  include: 

(l)Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that  seventy-five 

percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(2)A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to  discuss  other  items 

of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 
The  Business  Affairs  Team  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services  and  be 
willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief  and  practice  and  what  it  means  to  cooperate 
with  the  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program.  If  recommended 
by  this  team  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  a  newly  established  mission  or  church  shall 
agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  one  (1)  year.  A 
mission  or  church  which  is  already  established  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of 
the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  months.  Membership  within  the  Association 
shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  Association  at  any  biannual  meeting.  Churches  under 
the  watchcare  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association  except  their 
members  shall  not  hold  office  nor  vote. 
Section  3:   The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 

churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  By-Laws.    Member  churches 

may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and  if  requested,  the  Association  Leadership 

Team  may  grant  letters  of  recommendation  to  other  like  associations. 

BY-LAW  II  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  biannually.  It  shall  convene  on  the  Monday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  April  and  Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the 
fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Leadership  Team,  provided 
two  (2)  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually,  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  two  (2)  messengers 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  for  each  fifty  (50)  members  of  the  church, 
provided  each  church  shall  not  have  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers,  ALONG  WITH  ALL  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS,  these  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  the  messengers 
printed  in  the  minutes  shall  include  only  those  in  attendance  and  registering  at 
the  Associational  Meetings. 

BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting 
its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 
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BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and 
the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1 :  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk- 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Team  Leader, 
Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader,  Music  Team  Leader,  Men's  Ministries 
Team  Leader,  Women's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team 
Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader  and  Parliamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team.  The  floor  will  then  be 
open  for  additional  nominations.  This  election  will  occur  on  the  last  day  of  the 
October  biannual  meeting.  All  other  officers  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated 
by  the  Enlistment  Team  and  elected  during  the  April  Biannual  Session. 

Section  3 :  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  Assistant 
Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  all  duties 
incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  work  of  the  ensuing  associational  year.  All 
other  officers  shall  assume  all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  ensuing  year  on  October  1 . 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible  for 
re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the  body  and  shall  be  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  and  be  ex-officio  (without 
voting  privileges)  member  of  all  other  teams. 

Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Leadership  Team  and 
Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3 :  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  October  Biannual  Meeting,  distribute 
at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  and  make  an  accurate 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and 
distributing  of  Minutes  to  the  member  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes, 
records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association.  This  officer  shall  inform  all 
members  elected  to  office  or  appointed  to  serve  on  teams  of  such  action  and 
shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds  of  the  Association  in  the  name  of  the 
Association;  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its 
Leadership  Team,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget  (no  money  is  to  be  disbursed 
which  is  not  included  in  the  budget  except  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Business  Affairs  Team  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Association  in  biannual 
session);  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute 
same  at  the  biannual  meetings  and  give  a  report  at  each  Leadership  Team  and 
Business  Affairs  Team  meetings  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for 
examination. 
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Section  4:   The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer 

or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  also 

be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for  the  Association. 
Section  5:   The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Association  and 

its  churches,  and  make  a  written  report  to  each  October  Biannual  Meeting  of 

the  Association. 
Section  6:   The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 

Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  This  officer  shall 

attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  to  this 

committee  that  would  promote  this  work. 
The  Associational  Sunday  School  should  assist  church  leaders  to  be  more  effective 
in  their  responsibility.  This  should  include: 

1.  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 

3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among  the 
churches. 

The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual 

Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7 :  The  Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  Discipleship  Training.  This  officer  shall 
attend  Associational  Council  meetings,  maintain  the  on-going  work  of 
Discipleship  Training  at  all  times,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  8 :  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  provide  leadership  for  the  Association  in  biannual 
sessions  and  when  requested  at  other  times  during  the  year.  This  officer  shall 
attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  that  would 
promote  the  work.  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  encourage  music  growth  in 
the  churches  throughout  the  year  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  9:  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and  boys  in  the  churches.  This 
officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans 
to  promote  the  development  of  men  and  boys  and  an  awareness  of  world  mission 
needs.  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  10:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  serves  on  the  Associational 
Council  of  the  Association  and  works  with  the  Associational  Missionary;  leads 
the  WMU  Council;  confers  with  our  associational  WMU  officers  and  assists 
them  in  their  work;  leads  in  providing  opportunities  for  leaders  and  members 
of  their  church  WMUs  to  have  fellowship  and  receive  inspiration  concerning 
their  mutual  mission  task;  leads  in  interpreting  the  WMU  program  to  church 
leaders;  leads  in  training  church  WMU  workers  and  members;  consults  with 
church  leaders  concerning  initiation  of  WMU  work  and  the  improvement  of 
existing  work;  presides  at  and  plans  for  associational  meeting,  leads  in 
associational  WMU  annual  planning;  leads  in  discovering  mission  action  needs 
and  in  coordinating  the  work  being  done;  and  reports  progress  of  WMU  work 
to  the  Association  and  serves  as  contact  between  the  Association  and  state 
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WMU.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  11:  The  Youth  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associational  Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Youth  Ministry  Team  and 
serve  on  the  Associational  Council.  The  Youth  Team  Leader  shall  give  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  12:  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational 
Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Senior  Adult  Ministry  Team  and  serve  on 
the  Associational  Council.  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall  give  a  written  report 
to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  13: The  Team  Leaders  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  securing  their  own  team 
members  that  will  assist  them  in  their  area  of  responsibility. 

Section  14:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  biannual  meetings  of  the  Association,  rule  on 
all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure  which  shall  arise  during  the  sessions. 
The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  resource  person  to  the  churches  and  shall, 
upon  request,  advise  and  assist  the  churches  on  matters  of  parliamentary 
procedure. 

Section  15:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Associational  Leadership  Team,  except  the  office  of  Moderator,  in  which  case 
the  Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  become  Moderator. 

BY-LAW  VIII  TEAMS 

Section  1 :  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  Teams:  Leadership,  Business 
Affairs,  and  Enlistment  -  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the 
October  Meeting  through  the  following  October  Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  2:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  team  members  to  the 
Biannual  Meeting  in  October  for  election.  Nominations  shall  be  made  for  the 
following  teams:  Leadership,  Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment. 

Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  Associational  Officers 
and  Leadership  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April  for  election. 

Section  4:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  any  Project  Team  to 
either  the  Leadership  Team  or  a  Biannual  Meeting. 


BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  TEAMS 

Section  1 :  The  Leadership  Team  will  be  composed  of  three  members  from  each  of  the  six 
groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association,  one  of  which  shall  be  a  layperson, 
and  one  from  each  group  will  be  designated  as  the  Group  Leader. 

A.  Members  of  the  Leadership  Team  will  serve  a  three  year  term  and  must  be 
off  of  the  team  for  a  year  before  becoming  eligible  for  re-election.  It  will  be 
a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be  made  up  of  one-third  being 
elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for  two  years,  and  one-third 
being  elected  for  three  years. 

B.  The  six  Group  Leaders  will  form  the  Personnel  Team  and  shall  handle  all 
personnel  matters  relating  to  the  Associational  staff.  The  Personnel  Team 
will  maintain  appropriate  personnel  policies  and  be  responsible  for  securing 
and  recommending  to  the  Leadership  Team  Associational  support  staff  when 
needs  occur.  They  will  also  recommend  salary  and  benefit  proposals  to  the 
Business  Affairs  Team. 

C.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association 


between  Biannual  Sessions  of  the  Association.  Ten  members  of  the 
Leadership  Team  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  order  to  transact  business  on 
behalf  of  the  Association. 

D.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  give  instructions  to  the  Enlistment  Team 
whenever  a  particular  Project  Team  is  needed  to  address  a  special  need. 
Instructions  may  include  such  things  as  size  and  make-up  of  the  team, 
specific  task,  etc. 

E.  The  Leadership  Team  will  prepare  the  agenda  for  the  Biannual  Meetings. 

F.  The  Leadership  Team  will  meet  bimonthly  and  be  chaired  by  the  Moderator 
of  the  Association.  In  his  absence,  it  will  be  chaired  by  the  Vice-Moderator. 

Section  2:  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each  of  the 
six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.  They  will  serve  a  three  year 
term  and  must  be  off  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year  before  being  eligible  for 
re-election.  It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be  made  up  of 
one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for  two  years, 
and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

A.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the 
annual  budget  and  promoting  it  as  well. 

B.  They  will  handle  all  inquires  concerning  membership  into  the  Association 
and  make  their  recommendations  to  a  Biannual  Session  of  the  Association. 

C.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  the  custodians  of  all  scholarships  and 
foundations. 

D.  They  will  bring  any  resolutions  that  need  to  come  before  the  Association. 

E.  They  will  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Associational  office  by  providing 
adequate  equipment  and  supplies.  They  will  also  oversee  all  property  held 
by  the  Association  and  be  responsible  for  proper  maintenance. 

F.  They  will  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  concerning  By-Law 
changes  and  will  prepare  any  and  all  documents  for  the  Association. 

G  Beginning  in  2004  the  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  2003  financial 

records  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  audited 

and  audited  every  third  year  thereafter. 
H.  When  they  feel  that  additional  approval  is  necessary,  they  may  bring  the 

matter  in  question  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  to  the  Association  at  a  Biannual 

Meeting. 
I.   The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be  chaired 

by  he  Vice-Moderator. 
Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each  of  the  six 
groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.  They  will  serve  a  three  year 
term  and  must  be  off  of  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year  before  becoming 
eligible  for  re-election.  It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be 
made  up  of  one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for 
two  years,  and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

A.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  nominating  members 
for  the  Leadership  Team,  Business  Affairs  Team,  and  Enlistment  Team  and 
shall  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Fall  Biannual  Meeting. 

B.  They  will  nominate  the  leadership  of  all  organizations  within  the  Association 
and  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Spring  Biannual  Meeting. 

C.  They  will  select  members  of  any  special  Project  Team,  the  number  of  which 
will  be  determined  by  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Enlistment  Team 
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itself,  and  will  present  their  recommendations  to  either  the  Leadership  Team 
or  to  a  Biannual  Meeting. 
D.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be  chaired  by 
the  Vice-Moderator. 

BY-LAW  X  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  will  meet  as  often  as  is  necessary  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Associational  organizations.  Because  of  the  make-up  of 
its  members,  the  Council  will  remain  sensitive  to  the  educational  needs  of  our  Association, 
as  will  as,  the  spiritual,  physical,  and  emotional  needs  of  the  people  of  Cleveland  County. 

The  Council  will  produce  an  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities  and  be  responsible 
for  promoting  those  activities. 

Whenever  they  feel  it  necessary,  they  may  bring  recommendations  to  the  Leadership 
Team  through  the  Vice-Moderator,  who  will  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  Council. 

The  Associational  Council  will  be  made  up  of  at  least  the  following  members  and 
may  add  additional  members  whenever  the  Council  feels  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  have 
adequate  representation  from  all  organizations  within  the  Association:  Sunday  School 
Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Team  Leader,  WMU  Team  Leader,  Baptist  Men  Team  Leader, 
Music  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader,  Ministers  Conference 
President,  Ministry  Team  Leader,  Missions  Team  Leader,  Hispanic/Language  Missionary, 
and  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Association. 

BY-LAW  XI 

THE  LARRY  AND  JEAN  DOVER  ELLIOTT 

MEMORIAL  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Larry  and  Jean  Dover  Elliott  Memorial  Missions  Foundation  is  to 
enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age,  or  resource  level,  the  opportunity  to  continue 
supporting  Christian  causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime.  It  will  provide  a  fund  for 
churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry  projects  beyond  their  regular 
associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes  that  include,  but 
not  limited  to:  National  and  International  Mission  Partnership  and  Projects,  New  Work/ 
New  Starts,  Missionary-In-Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Projects, 
Short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 

BY-LAW  XII  TRUSTEES 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer,  serving 
terms  of  three  (3)  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the  Enlistment  Team, 
one  (1)  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  April  biannual  meeting,  no  trustee  being  eligible 
to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  (1)  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  trustee's 
term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or 
other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association 
under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XIII  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search  Team  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as 
Associational  Missionary  and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Leadership  Team.    His 
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selection  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Leadership  Team  and  on  vote  by  the 
Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association.  His  time  of 
office  shall  continue  until  terminated  by  mutual  consent  or  request  of  either  party.  He 
shall  be  a  member  of  all  teams  and  organizations  of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and 
advisory  capacity.  His  duties  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  job  description  at  the  time  of 
his  call.

BY-LAW  XVI  HISPANIC/LANGUAGE  MISSIONARY 

Section  1 :  Employment  —  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary  shall  be  employed  by  the 
Association.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work  until  the  Association 
agrees  to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee  resigns.  The  Hispanic/

5.  On  behalf  of  the  Leadership  Team,  Moderator  Blanton  made  a  motion  that  the 
printed  program  be  approved  with  changes  made  as  needed.  Messengers  approved 
the  motion. 

6.  Moderator  Blanton  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  our  new  pastors  and  ministerial 
staff  members  who  have  been  called  to  our  Association  since  our  last  Fall  Biannual 
Meeting.  He  called  upon  Associational  Missionary  Keith  Dixon  to  present  each 
one  with  a  copy  of  "Visions  of  Faith,"  the  latest  edition  of  our  associational 
history.  The  group  included  Rev.  Brint  Hilliard,  pastor,  Double  Springs;  Mr.  James 
Lybrand,  youth  pastor,  New  Prospect;  Dr.  Timothy  Sims,  pastor,  Bethel;  Mr.  Mark 
Van  Buren,  youth/children  minister,  Oak  Grove;  and  Rev.  Dennis  Bingham, 
interim  pastor,  Peach  Street. 

7.  Moderator  Blanton,  chairman  of  the  Leadership  Team,  presented  a  written  report 
and  called  attention  to  the  beginning  of  joint  meetings  of  our  Associational 
Council,  Business  Affairs  and  Leadership  Teams.  He  also  mentioned  the  formation 
of  a  study  team  to  be  a  liaison  between  the  Christian  community  and  county 
commissioners.  The  study  team  is  on  hold  temporarily  until  the  election  is  over  in 
November  at  which  time  the  group  will  resume  their  work. 

8.  Moderator  Blanton  presented  a  recommendation  from  the  Leadership  Team 
concerning  a  new  staff  position  in  the  Association  and  called  upon  Rev.  Keith 
Dixon  to  present  additional  information.  Rev.  Dixon  stated  the  opportunity  came 
right  to  us  through  Dr.  Alice  Cullinan  when  she  retired  as  a  professor  from 
Gardner- Webb  University.  The  Association  has  sought  to  move  on  the  opportunity 
of  enlisting  someone  qualified  to  assist  in  multiple  ways  in  our  churches.  Dr. 
Cullinan  was  excused  from  the  meeting  and  the  floor  was  opened  for  discussion. 
The  recommendation  was  approved  by  messengers  and  Dr.  Cullinan  returned  to  the 
meeting.  She  expressed  appreciation  to  the  messengers  and  stated  she  feels  this 
opportunity  is  what  God  has  for  her  at  the  present  time  and  is  evidence  of  His 
faithfulness  to  her. 

9.  Rev.  Mickey  Heyward,  leader  of  the  Belwood  Project  Team  and  pastor  of 
Christopher  Road  Church,  presented  a  report.  He  stated  the  building  has  been 
completed  and  is  being  used.  He  expressed  a  hearty  appreciation  to  everyone  who 
were  involved  in  this  project. 

10.  Moderator  Blanton  recognized  and  expressed  appreciation  to  the  associational 
staff. 

11.  On  behalf  of  the  Business  Affairs  Team,  Rev.  Keith  Dixon  presented  By-law 
changes  and  asked  messengers  to  read  over  the  changes  and  be  ready  to  ask 
questions  and  vote  at  the  Tuesday  session. 

12.  Pat  Whitley,  associational  clerk-treasurer  and  member  of  Pleasant  Ridge  Church, 
presented  the  January- September  2004  report.  She  expressed  appreciation  to  the 
churches  and  stated  the  Association  has  been  blessed  with  sufficient  funds  to 
complete  the  Belwood  building  debt  free,  install  new  carpet  at  the  Associational 
office,  purchase  new  tables  for  the  downstairs  conference  room,  and  new  chairs  for 
the  upstairs  lobby  and  Rev.  Dixon's  office.  In  addition  we  have  been  able  to  bring 
the  Contingency  Fund  back  up  to  $40,000.  She  gave  praises  to  the  Lord  for  how 
he  has  provided  financially  for  our  needs.  (NOTE:  The  2003  books  were  audited 
July  2004  by  Bobby  F.  Watson,  CPA). 
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13.  Rev.  Tim  Tapp,  pastor  of  New  Prospect  Church,  and  chairman  of  the  Budget  Team 
presented  the  2005  budget  for  approval  and  noted  a  5%  increase  over  the  2004 
budget.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  churches  for  their  financial  support  of  the 
Association  as  well  as  a  "thank  you  in  faith"  for  anticipated  future  support.  Rev. 
Tapp  moved  the  2005  budget  be  approved.  Following  discussion  the  budget  was 
approved  by  the  messengers. 

14.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  of  Zion  Church,  presented  the  Resolutions  report  from  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Business  Affairs  Team.  This  recommendation  was  voted  on 
and  approved  by  messengers. 

15.  Rev.  Jeremy  McSwain,  minister  of  music/education  at  Crestview  Church,  led  in 
singing  a  praise  medley  of  "He  Is  Worthy." 

16.  Moderator  David  Blanton  presented  the  Moderator's  Message.  He  read  scripture 
from  Mark  1 .  In  regard  to  the  theme  he  asked  questions  on  the  aspect  of 
"Responding  to  the  King's  Call."  He  told  how  Adam,  Noah,  Moses,  apostles, 
missionaries,  deacons,  etc.  had  responded  to  the  King's  call.  He  asked  how  we 
individually  respond  to  the  King's  call.  He  asked  if  we  were  doing  what  God 
would  have  an  Association  to  do.  He  stated  an  Association  is  called  to  assist, 
support,  encourage  churches,  and  to  be  an  extension  of  the  local  church  not  to 
create  it's  own  ministries.  He  voiced  a  need  for  our  churches  to  come  together  and 
dream  how  we  can  partner  together  to  reach  people  for  Christ.  He  stated  we  have 
so  many  issues  facing  the  church  such  as  competition  of  media  ministries  causing 
confusion  of  what  to  believe,  a  public  belief  that  our  religion  should  be  kept  to 
ourselves,  language  barriers,  and  a  possible  future  stewardship  crisis.  He  urged  us 
to  pull  together,  share  talents,  strengths,  and  resources  so  we  can  better  be 
prepared  to  meet  and  respond  to  the  "Call  of  the  King." 

1 7.  Vice-Moderator  Dr.  Tony  Fulbright,  chairman  of  the  Enlistment  Team  and  pastor 
of  First  Church  Grover,  presented  new  members  of  the  Leadership  Team,  Business 
Affairs  Team,  Enlistment  Team  and  new  vice-moderator  Dr.  Randy  Bridges.  He 
moved  they  be  elected  and  the  motion  was  approved  by  messengers.  In  addition, 
he  referred  to  the  printed  report  for  the  Associational  Council  and  expressed 
appreciation  to  all  the  council  members  for  their  printed  reports. 

18.  Dr.  Fulbright  recognized  Mr.  Max  Miller,  layman  from  Zoar  Church  and  chairman 
of  the  Cleveland  County  Jesus  DVD  Project.  Mr.  Miller  expressed  appreciation  to 
everyone  involved  in  the  distribution  and  follow-up.  He  stated  twelve  different 
denominations  were  involved  in  this  project  which  included  at  least  sixty  of  our 
Associational  churches. 

19.  Doreen  Wacaster  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "You  Are  My  King"  and  "O 
Worship  the  King." 

20.  Associational  Missionary  Rev.  Keith  Dixon  presented  the  evening  message  which 
was  titled  "The  King's  Call."  He  read  scripture  from  Matthew  28  beginning  with 
verse  16.  He  mentioned  the  role  and  leadership  of  our  President  and  how  that  is  as 
close  to  a  "King"  that  we  can  relate  to.  He  stated  we  would  respond  should  the 
president  call  on  us  but  that  the  call  of  Jesus  is  more  vital  and  more  important  than 
the  call  of  the  President.  In  biblical  days  when  the  King  said  something  the  people 
listened,  his  words  became  the  law,  and  were  carried  out  immediately.  We  have  a 
King  and  His  name  is  Jesus.  This  came  about  by  the  design  of  God  Himself;  it  was 
not  an  ancient  idea  but  a  reality  that  Jesus  is  King.  If  He  is  our  King,  then  we  must 
respond.  To  be  a  Christian  means  we  follow  Him.  The  order  of  King  Jesus  is  to 
bring  life  to  a  world  that  is  lost;  it  is  not  for  His  good  but  for  the  good  of  mankind. 
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There  are  some  who  have  not  heard  about  Jesus  even  right  here  in  our  own  county. 
Our  King  has  called.  He  has  asked  us  to  follow  Him  and  to  go  out  and  tell  others 
about  Him  and  what  he  has  done  for  us.  Rev.  Dixon  asked  what  we  would  do  with 
the  King  and  stated  we  would  not  do  anything  until  we  recognize  Jesus  as  King  of 
our  lives. 

21 .  Mrs.  Mary  Ruth  Dixon  presented  interpretive  movement  to  the  special  music, 
"Until  All  Have  Been  Served." 

22.  Rev.  Joshua  Hunt,  pastor  of  Ross  Grove,  pronounced  the  benediction  and  the 
session  adjourned  until  Tuesday,  October  26,  2004.  Everyone  enjoyed  a  time  of 
fellowship  with  refreshments  provided  by  members  of  Patterson  Grove  our  host 
church. 

Tuesday  Evening 
October  26,  2004 

23.  As  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  6:45  p.m.  for  our  second  session  at 
Bethlehem  Church,  the  handbell  choir  from  Poplar  Springs  Church  presented  a 
musical  program  of  worship  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Clyde  Buckner. 
Moderator  and  host  pastor,  Rev.  David  Blanton,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 
Teresa  Edmondson  led  us  in  singing  "Above  All"  and  "Grace  Greater  Than  All  our 
Sin"  accompanied  by  Mary  Ruth  Dixon  on  the  key  board.  Scripture  from  I 
Chronicles  11:15  was  read  by  Dr.  Tim  Sims,  pastor  of  Bethel  Church.  He  also  led 
the  opening  prayer. 

24.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  of  Zion  Church,  gave  the  Memorial  Tribute  and  made  a 
recommendation,  on  behalf  of  the  Business  Affairs  Team,  that  the  2004  Minutes  be 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Russell  Fitts.  This  was  approved  unanimously  by 
a  standing  vote. 

25.  Moderator  David  Blanton  recognized  any  agency  representatives  who  may  be 
present  at  this  time.  Rev.  John  Bridges,  director  of  church  relations  for  Gardner 
Webb  University,  brought  greetings  from  their  staff,  faculty  and  students.  He 
thanked  the  association  for  helping  "birth"  Gardner  Webb  many  years  ago.  He  ask 
for  our  prayers,  for  our  continuing  to  send  students  and  for  our  financial  support 
through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

26.  The  messengers  and  non-messengers  were  ask  to  complete  their  enrollment  cards 
and  these  were  taken  up  by  the  ushers. 

27.  On  behalf  of  the  Business  Affairs  Team,  Associational  Missionary  Keith  Dixon 
went  over  the  proposed  bylaw  changes  that  were  presented  last  night.  He 
recommended  these  be  adopted.  There  was  no  discussion  or  questions.  They  were 
voted  on  and  approved. 

28.  To  go  along  with  the  theme  of  "Missions  in  Our  Backyard,"  a  video  about  the 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Association  mission  involvement  was  presented  with  the 
motto  of  Mark  10:45. ..Not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister.  This  video  is 
available  for  churches  to  use  as  needed.  Ministry  Team  Leader  Charles  Reed 
recognized  the  many  volunteers  who  make  this  work  possible.  He  mentioned  that 
as  well  as  helping  meet  the  physical  needs  of  people  in  Cleveland  County  we,  as 
staff  and  volunteers,  also  share  the  love  of  Christ  with  them.  Cindy  Binion,  a 
member  at  First  Baptist,  Shelby,  expressed  her  feeling  about  being  able  to  share 
thru  her  volunteer  work  at  the  associational  office.  She  explained  all  that  goes  on 
in  the  emergency  and  relief  ministry,  the  Christmas  Toy  Store  and  the  Back-to- 
School  Supply  give-away  and  said  that  all  this  is  because  of  the  cooperation  of  our 
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churches.  Teala  McSwain,  a  DSS  employee  and  a  member  at  Zion  Church, 
thanked  the  association  for  our  partnership  with  DSS  to  meet  the  needs  of  clients 
who  sometimes  fall  through  the  cracks  in  the  system  or  meet  delays  in  getting 
benefits  started.  Interim  Mission  Team  Leader  Kay  Grigg,  a  member  at  Pleasant 
Hill  Church,  gave  the  2003  Toy  Store  report  and  stated  that  we  are  still  in  need  of 
volunteers  for  this  year.  Rev.  Jose  Espinal,  our  Hispanic  Language  Missionary  and 
pastor  of  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Baptist  Church,  shared  that  he  had  a  part  in 
leading  162  people  to  Christ  this  year.  He  also  shared  about  his  mission  trip  to 
Honduras  with  the  State  Convention.  Rev.  Keith  Dixon  recognized  the 
associational  staff  and  the  volunteers  who  work  daily  to  share  God's  love  with 
others. 

29.  Elizabeth  Edmondson,  Teresa  Edmondson,  minister  of  music  and  youth  at 
Westwood  Heights,  and  Phillip  Poston  presented  a  skit  about  our  salvation  and  the 
only  two  choices  we  have  are  heaven  or  hell. 

30.  We  sang  "Each  One  Reach  One"  led  by  Doreen  Wacaster. 

3 1 .  Keith  Dixon  shared  about  the  2004  Tok  Alaska  Mission  Trip.  Construction,  house 
cleaning,  salmon  canning,  and  clearing  brush  from  the  front  of  a  church  was  some 
of  the  challenges    faced  by  the  14  volunteers  who  went  from  our  association.  Dr. 
Howard  McNamara,  pastor  of  Cross  Pointe  Church  in  Princeton  NJ,  shared  a  video 
about  our  mission  endeavor  this  past  summer  which  included  construction, 
Backyard  Bible  Clubs,  and  puppets.  He  thanked  us  for  making  a  difference  in 
New  Jersey.  He  introduced  Victor  Delcid  and  Robert  Breault,  members  of  Cross 
Point  Church,  who  gave  their  testimony  and  thanked  us  for  being  on  mission  in 
New  Jersey.  Howard  called  our  volunteers  "entrepreneurs"  of  the  Gospel  in  that 
we  have  impacted  a  community  in  New  Jersey  for  the  Lord. 

32.  David  Blanton  and  Keith  Dixon  recognized  Dr.  Tony  Fulbright  for  his  excellent 
service  as  vice  moderator  this  year.  Dr.  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  at  Zion,  was 
introduced  and  installed  as  the  new  vice  moderator. 

33.  Dr.  Tony  Fulbright  pronounced  the  benediction  and  we  adjourned  to  enjoy 
refreshments  furnished  by  the  Hospitality  committee  of  Bethlehem  Church.

2241.  Assisting  in  serving  were  283  volunteers. 

9.  VOLUNTEER  RECEPTIONISTS  AND  CLOTHING  ROOM  WORKERS: 

There  are  sixteen  volunteers  who  assist  regularly  in  the  Ministries  Team  office 
as  receptionists.

c)  Bethany  Hispanic  Church's  continued  growth  has  created  space  problems.  Our 
ladies  started  a  building  fund  program  in  August  2003  which  now  totals 
$18,000.00.  For  this  purpose  we  continue  to  look  for  your  help  and  support. 
Remember,  our  ladies  would  like  to  cook  a  Nicaraguan  meal  for  your  church  to 
raise  money  for  our  building  fund. 

d)  Very  busy  time  as  I  support  the  Latinos  in  Cleveland  County  in  different  ways 
with  hospital  visits,  clinic  appointments,  jobs,  food,  clothing,  etc,  and  represent 
them  in  various  agencies  in  our  community. 

e)  After  I  came  to  our  Association  (22  months  ago)  our  vision  was  to  establish 
missions  in  different  locations  in  Cleveland  County.  Leaders  have  been  trained 
at  Bethany  Church  as  well  as  in  our  Associational  office  through  The 
Interconfessional  Theological  Institute  led  by  Dr.  Bob  Adams. 

f)  Pastor  Roberto  Alfaro  is  the  new  leader  at  the  Hispanic  Mission  in  King  Moun- 
tain. We  continue  working  and  praying  for  the  future  of  this  mission. 

g)  We  recently  partnered  with  the  York  Baptist  Association  in  South  Carolina  and 
are  visiting  people  in  York  to  develop  a  future  mission. 

h)  The  Mission  in  Belwood  needs  a  permanent  Hispanic  leader  to  seek  families 
and  assist  with  their  needs.  Pray  that  our  Lord  raises  up  men  to  lead  His  congre- 
gation. 

i)  The  New  Jersey  Mission  Trip  was  a  very  blessed  time  for  Jesus  as  he  received 
all  the  honor  and  glory  for  allowing  me  to  lead  12  people  to  accept  Him  as  their 
Lord  and  Savior.

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SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  2003-2004 

The  Sunday  School  Team  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  assists 
churches  in  building  small  group  ministries  for  all  ages  that  effectively  teach  God's  Word, 
experience  true  fellowship,  share  the  gospel  with  those  seeking  God,  and  minister  to  the 
needs  of  the  body  and  the  community.  The  team  believes  that  Sunday  School,  or  small 
groups,  is  a  foundational  strategy  of  the  church  for  winning  people  to  Christ,  helping 
them  mature  in  their  faith,  and  equipping  them  to  fulfill  Jesus'  Great  Commission  with 
their  lives. 

For  2003-2004,  the  Sunday  School  Team  offered  a  variety  of  opportunities  to  assist 
churches  and  church  leaders.  The  team  conducted  two  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics. 
The  first  was  held  on  February  17th  at  the  association  building  and  was  designed  to  help 
equip  VBS  directors  to  plan,  organize  and  lead  their  respective  church's  VBS.  The  second 
clinic  was  held  on  March  23rd  at  Poplar  Springs  Baptist  Church  and  was  designed  to  help 
VBS  teachers  and  other  volunteers  prepare  for  teaching  preschool,  children,  and  youth 
classes. 

The  team  also  held  several  interest  meetings  during  the  year  to  inform  churches  and 
church  leaders  about  the  new  Learning  Communities.  A  learning  community  is  a  group  of 
peers  gathered  together  to  learn  from  the  knowledge  and  experiences  of  others  in  the 
group.  In  this  case,  a  group  of  peers  would  be  a  group  of  Sunday  School  directors,  a 
group  of  adult  teachers,  a  group  of  youth  teachers,  a  group  of  children's  teachers,  and  a 
group  of  preschool  teachers.  There  is  a  community  for  each  age  group.  The  communities 
are  based  on  discussion, 

interaction,  encouragement,  and  accountability.  The  learning  communities  are  still 
forming  and  there  is  still  an  opportunity  for  anyone  to  get  involved. 

The  team  participated  in  the  Multi-Ministry  Training  event  on  August  23rd  and  24th  at 
First  Baptist  Church,  Shelby.  The  team  offered  a  variety  of  classes  to  train  leaders  of 
every  age  group. 

Although  no  churches  requested  this  service,  the  team  does  offer  a  consultation  process 
for  any  individual  church  requesting  assistance  in  improving  its  Sunday  School  ministry. 
The  team  can  offer  consultation  for  a  single  Sunday  School  department  or  for  the  entire 
Sunday  School  ministry. 

As  churches  continually  look  for  ways  to  improve  Sunday  School,  the  GCCBA  Sunday 
School  Team  is  continually  looking  for  better  ways  to  assist  churches  in  that  endeavor.  As 
the  new  year  begins,  the  team  will  be  looking  to  improve  what  it  already  offers  as  well  as 
explore  new  opportunities.

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HISTORIAN  REPORT 

One  giant  step  among  many  steps  was  accomplished  in  the  GCCBA  this  year.  That 
was  the  opening  of  the  Belwood  Mission  and  Ministry  Point  and  looking  at  the  opportunities 
that  are  there.  Dedication  of  the  debt  free  building  was  August  15,  2004.  The  building  is 
open,  finished,  not  only  with  furnishings,  but  also  with  supplies  for  the  work  that  is  being 
carried  on  there. 

Another  step  was  the  appointing  of  Rev.  Keith  Dixon  as  Associational  Missionary 
effective  January  12,  2004. 

One  new  church  came  under  the  watch  care  of  the  Association  —  the  True  Vine 
Baptist  Church.  They  are  currently  renting  a  facility  in  the  Cliffside  area  at  the  corner  of 
Highway  74  and  Highway  120.  Rev.  Greg  Quails  is  the  pastor. 

A  new  Hispanic  mission  located  in  the  Kings  Mountain  area  has  been  organized  and 
is  under  the  sponsorship  of  Faith  Baptist  Church,  J.  R.  Rollins,  pastor. 

Another  opportunity  of  ministering  to  the  Hispanic  population  is  through  partnering 
with  the  York  Baptist  Association  in  York,  SC  and  helping  to  start  a  Hispanic  mission 
there. 

Ministering  partnerships  are  ongoing  with  New  Jersey  and  Alaska  and  mission  trips 
were  made  to  each  of  these  areas  during  this  past  year. 

Both  New  Prospect  and  Sandy  Plains  celebrated  their  1 50th  anniversaries  in  2004  and 
Mulls  Memorial  celebrated  her  75th. 

The  GCCBA,  formerly  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  had  a  hand  in  the  birth 
and  development  of  Gardner- Webb  and  she  will  be  celebrating  her  100th  anniversary  at  the 
end  of  2005.

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
PUTNAM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
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The  Mission  Planning  Committee  of  the  Kings 

Mountain  Baptist  Association  was  authorized  to  establish 

a  mission  in  early  1949.  After  holding  an  evangelistic 

meeting,  conducting  a  Vacation  Bible  School,  beginning 

a  Sunday  School,  and  showing  community  interest  in  the 

mission,  a  Council  was  called  to  advise  a  group  of  nineteen 

individuals  as  to  the  organization  of  a  church.  That  group 

became  a  constituted  Baptist  Church  on  Sunday,  October 

16,  1949.  The  name  was  Putnam  Memorial  Baptist 

Church.  It  is  significant  that  the  church  was  names  for 

D.F.  Putnam  who  was  serving  as  chairman  of  this 

particular  work  at  his  death. 

Since  the  organization  of  our  church,  we  have  found 

that  God  has  placed  us  in  an  age  with  generations  of  people 

who  are  searching  and  are  finding  that  Church  has  the 

answer.  Our  society  is  creating  a  nation  of  emptiness  in  the  hearts  of  men,  women  and 

children.  It  is  our  belief  that  people  in  our  world,  nation,  and  community  are  looking  for 

a  sense  of  purpose  and  a  place  to  belong  to  fill  this  emptiness.  The  Church  can  meet  these 

needs. 

First  of  all,  a  sense  of  purpose  comes  from  God.  Once  a  person  has  accepted  Jesus 

Christ  as  their  personal  Savior,  their  purpose  is  discovered.  The  problem  is  most  people 

are  not  disciplined  in  discovering  God's  specific  intentions  and  purpose  for  their  lives. 

Through  small  group  Bible  studies  and  relevant  Biblical  messages  we  hope  to  further  a 

person's  knowledge  of  their  sense  of  purpose. 

Secondly,  a  place  to  belong  is  a  vital  need  in  a  person's  life.  Fellowship,  worship, 

and  a  common  goal  provide  the  greatest  sense  of  belonging  the  world  has  ever  known. 

Fellowship  provides  a  time  to  share  and  play  with  other  believers.  Worship  shows  us  the 

object  of  our  greatest  affection.  The  common  goal  of  reaching  people  with  a  message  of 

hope  is  the  mission  that  brings  us  together  as  we  share  and  serve.  Therefore,  as  our  vision 

states  we  desire  to  bring  glory  to  our  Lord  by  "Growing  to  be  a  part  of  something 

greater  than  ourselves." 

From  the  past  sacrifices  to  the  present,  God  has  richly  blessed  Putnam  with  wonderful 

people  and  facilities  to  carry 
out  the  vision  of  our  Church 
Body.  For  this  we  thank 
those  who  went  before  us, 
who  laid  the  foundation 
for  the  great  work  God  is 
doing  here  presently. 

Our  current  pastor, 
Rev.  Bryan  Glisson,  began 
his  ministry  with  us 
February  1999. 


BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
WESTVIEW  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

On  Sunday,  August  13,  1961,  Westview  Baptist 
Church  was  organized  in  a  meeting  held  at  Graham  School 
in  Shelby,  North  Carolina.  Membership  was  held  open 
for  several  weeks,  eventually  resulting  in  a  total  of  105 
charter  members. 

In  February  of  1 962,  Forrest  Teague  was  called  to  be 

the  first  pastor,  a  position  he  held  for  the  next  six  years. 

Following  the  purchase  of  5  1/2  acres  on  Melody  Lane,  a 

groundbreaking  service  for  the  construction  of  a  new 

sanctuary  was  held  at  the  site  on  February  1964.    Less 

than  a  year  later,  the  congregation  held  their  first  worship 

service  in  the  new  building  (which  currently  serves  as  the  chapel)  on  February  7th,  1965. 

W.  J.  Yeaman,  Jr.  became  Westview's  second  pastor  in  June  of  1968.  During  his  2  1/ 

2  years  of  service,  the  church  opened  its  weekday  day  care,  and  enjoyed  its  highest 

attendance  in  Sunday  School  with  356  on  September  28th,  1969. 

In  June  of  1971,  the  church  called  T.  W.  Estes  as  its  third  pastor,  serving  for  just 
under  five  years.  The  current  Fellowship  Hall  was  added  in  1973.  The  fourth  pastor, 
James  King,  came  to  the  church  in  November  of  1977;  membership  at  that  time  was  566. 
He  served  for  just  over  four  years. 

By  1983,  with  pressing  space  needs  of  ministry  and  membership  coupled  with  a 
vision  for  the  future,  the  church  members  voted  to  begin  construction  of  a  new  sanctuary 
and  additional  classroom  space  at  a  cost  of  $690,000.  That  building  was  dedicated  in 
June  of  1984  and  has  served  as  the  church's  worship  center  since  that  time. 

In  June  of  1985,  the  church  called  Randy  Godwin  as  its  fifth  pastor.  He  served  the 
church  for  two  years.  Its  sixth  pastor,  Jim  Brackett  began  his  ministry  with  the  church  in 
May  of  1988.  He  retired  in  April  of  2000,  having  had  the  longest  pastorate  in  the  church's 
history.  On  March  1 9th,  1 989  a  note  burning  ceremony  was  held  to  celebrate  the  retirement 
of  the  church's  $270,000  debt.  Four  additional  acres  adjoining  the  west  side  of  the  property 
were  purchased  in  January  of  1998.  The  congregation's  sixth  pastor,  Reese  Linnell  came 
to  the  church  in  May  of  2002.  Its  current  pastor,  Steve  Ellis,  was  called  to  the  church  in 
July  of  2005. 

From  its  beginning,  Westview  has  been  a  missions-minded  church.  This  is  evident  in 
both  its  giving  and  its  active  involvement  in  missions  projects.  The  current  budget  provides 
for  a  total  of  28%  of  all  undesignated  contributions  to  be  placed  into  missions  work:  18% 
to  the  Cooperative  Program,  5%  to  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association, 
and  5%  to  various  other  individual 
missions  efforts.  Groups  of  varying 
ages  from  the  church  have  engaged  in 
missions  work  in  five  different  states, 
along  with  overseas  trips  to  Brazil, 
Honduras,  India,  Mexico,  Romania, 
Spain,  and  West  Africa. 

The  congregation  is  justifiably 
proud  of  its  forty-four  year  heritage, 
and  looks  forward  to  even  greater 
service  to  the  Kingdom  in  the  days  to 
come.

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ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 

of 

GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 

BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  acting 
as  incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55A  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act,  "  and  the  several 
amendments  thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC,  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby, 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual, 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc., 
is  to  unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry  out 
such  purposes,  the  corporation: 

1 .  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North  Carolina 
Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Nonprofit 
Corporation  Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for  which  the 
corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to  and  in 
furtherance  of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers  or  other  private 
persons,  except  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered 
and  to  make  payments  and  distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes 
as  set  forth  in  the  Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association 
is  organized  are  exclusively  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  and 
educational  within  the  meaning  of  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
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Revenue  Code  of  1986  or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
United  States  Internal  Revenue  law. 
E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be  the 
carrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence 
legislation,  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or  intervene  in 
(including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  any  political 
campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  Notwithstanding 
any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on 
any  other  activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation 
exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law)  or  [b]  by  any  corporation,  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal 
Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected 
representatives,  known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches,  meeting  two 
times  annually,  or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accordance  with  the  By-laws  of 
the  incorporated  association,  and,  in  the  interim,  by  the  Leadership  Team  of  the 
incorporated  association.  Final  authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  to  all 
matters  of  business,  finance,  and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body 
shall  have  authority  to  adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  employ 
staff  to  direct  or  assist  in  directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set  forth 
in  the  By-laws 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the  By- 
laws, members  being  the  totai  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affiliated  voluntarily 
with  the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the  member  churches  shall  be 
accepted  by  majority  vote  of  the  association  at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of 
the  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Leadership  Team,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and  constitute 
the  directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are  provided  by  law  and 
the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  existing 
Executive  Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Shelby,  North  Carolina, 
whose  names  and  addresses  are  as  follows:

ARTICLE  IX  -  DISSOLUTION 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  after 
paying  or  making  provision  for  the  payment  of  all  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation, 
dispose  of  all  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the 
corporation  in  such  a  manner,  or  to  such  organization  or  organizations  organized 
and  operated  exclusively  for  religious  purposes  as  shall  at  the  time  qualify  as  an 
exempt  organization  or  organizations  under  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  Internal 
Revenue  Law),  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine.  Any  such  assets  not  so 
disposed  of  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the

principal  office  of  the  corporation  is  then  located,  exclusively  for  such  purposes 
or  to  such  organization  or  organizations,  as  said  court  shall  determine,  which  are 
organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  such  purposes.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  GCCBA,  or  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist 

Association 

BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 :   The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  churches  in  the 

area  of  the  Association. 
Section  2:   Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  to  the  Business 

Affairs  Team  Application  should  include: 

(l)Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that  seventy-five 

percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(2)  A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to  discuss  other  items 

of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 
The  Business  Affairs  Team  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking  its  services  and  be 
willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief  and  practice  and  what  it  means  to  cooperate 
with  the  churches  in  the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program.  If  recommended 
by  this  team  and  accepted  by  the  Association,  a  newly  established  mission  or  church  shall 
agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  one  (1)  year.  A 
mission  or  church  which  is  already  established  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of 
the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  months.  Membership  within  the  Association 
shall  be  determined  by  vote  of  the  Association  at  any  biannual  meeting.  Churches  under 
the  watchcare  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Association  except  their 
members  shall  not  hold  office  nor  vote. 
Section  3:   The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 

churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  By-Laws.    Member  churches 

may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and  if  requested,  the  Association  Leadership 

Team  may  grant  letters  of  recommendation  to  other  like  associations. 

BY-LAW  II  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  biannually.  It  shall  convene  on  the  Monday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  April  and  Monday  and  Tuesday  following  the 
fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Leadership  Team,  provided 
two  (2)  weeks  notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually,  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  two  (2)  messengers 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Association  for  each  fifty  (50)  members  of  the  church, 
provided  each  church  shall  not  have  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers,  ALONG  WITH  ALL  ASSOCIATIONAL  OFFICERS,  these  shall 
constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  the  messengers 
printed  in  the  minutes  shall  include  only  those  in  attendance  and  registering  at 
the  Associational  Meetings. 

BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting 
its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 
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BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and 
the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1 :  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk- 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Team  Leader, 
Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader,  Music  Team  Leader,  Men's  Ministries 
Team  Leader,  Women's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team 
Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader  and  Parliamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and  Assistant  Clerk- 
Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment  Team.  The  floor  will  then  be 
open  for  additional  nominations.  This  election  will  occur  on  the  last  day  of  the 
October  biannual  meeting.  All  other  officers  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated 
by  the  Enlistment  Team  and  elected  during  the  April  Biannual  Session. 

Section  3 :  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer  and  Assistant 
Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session  all  duties 
incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  work  of  the  ensuing  associational  year.  All 
other  officers  shall  assume  all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  ensuing  year  on  October  1 . 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible  for 
re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 :  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the  body  and  shall  be  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  and  be  ex-officio  (without 
voting  privileges)  member  of  all  other  teams. 

Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Leadership  Team  and 
Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3 :  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  October  Biannual  Meeting,  distribute 
at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  and  make  an  accurate 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and 
distributing  of  Minutes  to  the  member  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes, 
records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association.  This  officer  shall  inform  all 
members  elected  to  office  or  appointed  to  serve  on  teams  of  such  action  and 
shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds  of  the  Association  in  the  name  of  the 
Association;  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its 
Leadership  Team,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget  (no  money  is  to  be  disbursed 
which  is  not  included  in  the  budget  except  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Business  Affairs  Team  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Association  in  biannual 
session);  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute 
same  at  the  biannual  meetings  and  give  a  report  at  each  Leadership  Team  and 
Business  Affairs  Team  meetings  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for 
examination. 
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Section  4:   The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer 

or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  also 

be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for  the  Association. 
Section  5 :   The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Association  and 

its  churches,  and  make  a  written  report  to  each  October  Biannual  Meeting  of 

the  Association. 
Section  6:   The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 

Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School.  This  officer  shall 

attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  to  this 

committee  that  would  promote  this  work. 
The  Associational  Sunday  School  should  assist  church  leaders  to  be  more  effective 
in  their  responsibility.  This  should  include: 

1 .  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 

3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among  the 
churches. 

The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual 

Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7:  The  Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  Discipleship  Training.  This  officer  shall 
attend  Associational  Council  meetings,  maintain  the  on-going  work  of 
Discipleship  Training  at  all  times,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  8 :  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  provide  leadership  for  the  Association  in  biannual 
sessions  and  when  requested  at  other  times  during  the  year.  This  officer  shall 
attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  that  would 
promote  the  work.  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  encourage  music  growth  in 
the  churches  throughout  the  year  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  9:  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with  the  Associational 
Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and  boys  in  the  churches.  This 
officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings  and  offer  creative  plans 
to  promote  the  development  of  men  and  boys  and  an  awareness  of  world  mission 
needs.  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  10:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  serves  on  the  Associational 
Council  of  the  Association  and  works  with  the  Associational  Missionary;  leads 
the  WMU  Council;  confers  with  our  associational  WMU  officers  and  assists 
them  in  their  work;  leads  in  providing  opportunities  for  leaders  and  members 
of  their  church  WMUs  to  have  fellowship  and  receive  inspiration  concerning 
their  mutual  mission  task;  leads  in  interpreting  the  WMU  program  to  church 
leaders;  leads  in  training  church  WMU  workers  and  members;  consults  with 
church  leaders  concerning  initiation  of  WMU  work  and  the  improvement  of 
existing  work;  presides  at  and  plans  for  associational  meeting,  leads  in 
associational  WMU  annual  planning;  leads  in  discovering  mission  action  needs 
and  in  coordinating  the  work  being  done;  and  reports  progress  of  WMU  work 
to  the  Association  and  serves  as  contact  between  the  Association  and  state 
WMU.   The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written 
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report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  11:  The  Youth  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Associational  Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Youth  Ministry  Team  and 
serve  on  the  Associational  Council.  The  Youth  Team  Leader  shall  give  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  12:  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational 
Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Senior  Adult  Ministry  Team  and  serve  on 
the  Associational  Council.  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall  give  a  written  report 
to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  13:  The  Team  Leaders  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  securing  their  own  team 
members  that  will  assist  them  in  their  area  of  responsibility. 

Section  14:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  biannual  meetings  of  the  Association,  rule  on 
all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure  which  shall  arise  during  the  sessions. 
The  Parliamentarian  shall  serve  as  a  resource  person  to  the  churches  and  shall, 
upon  request,  advise  and  assist  the  churches  on  matters  of  parliamentary 
procedure. 

Section  15:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Associational  Leadership  Team,  except  the  office  of  Moderator,  in  which  case 
the  Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  become  Moderator. 

BY-LAW  VIII  TEAMS 

Section  1 :  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing  Teams:  Leadership,  Business 
Affairs,  and  Enlistment  -  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the 
October  Meeting  through  the  following  October  Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  2:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  team  members  to  the 
Biannual  Meeting  in  October  for  election.  Nominations  shall  be  made  for  the 
following  teams:  Leadership,  Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment. 

Section  3 :  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  Associational  Officers 
and  Leadership  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April  for  election. 

Section  4:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for  any  Project  Team  to 
either  the  Leadership  Team  or  a  Biannual  Meeting. 

BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  TEAMS 

Section  1 :  The  Leadership  Team  will  be  composed  of  three  members  from  each  of  the  six 
groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association,  one  of  which  shall  be  a  layperson, 
and  one  from  each  group  will  be  designated  as  the  Group  Leader. 

A.  Members  of  the  Leadership  Team  will  serve  a  three  year  term  and  must  be 
off  of  the  team  for  a  year  before  becoming  eligible  for  re-election.  It  will  be 
a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be  made  up  of  one-third  being 
elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for  two  years,  and  one-third 
being  elected  for  three  years. 

B.  The  six  Group  Leaders  will  form  the  Personnel  Team  and  shall  handle  all 
personnel  matters  relating  to  the  Associational  staff.  The  Personnel  Team 
will  maintain  appropriate  personnel  policies  and  be  responsible  for  securing 
and  recommending  to  the  Leadership  Team  Associational  support  staff  when 
needs  occur.  They  will  also  recommend  salary  and  benefit  proposals  to  the 
Business  Affairs  Team. 

C.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association 
between  Biannual  Sessions  of  the  Association.  Ten  members  of  the 
Leadership  Team  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  order  to  transact  business  on 
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behalf  of  the  Association. 

The  Leadership  Team  shall  give  instructions  to  the  Enlistment  Team 
whenever  a  particular  Project  Team  is  needed  to  address  a  special  need. 
Instructions  may  include  such  things  as  size  and  make-up  of  the  team, 
specific  task,  etc. 

E.  The  Leadership  Team  will  prepare  the  agenda  for  the  Biannual  Meetings. 

F.  The  Leadership  Team  will  meet  bimonthly  and  be  chaired  by  the  Moderator 
of  the  Association.  In  his  absence,  it  will  be  chaired  by  the  Vice-Moderator. 

Section  2:  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each  of  the 
six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.  They  will  serve  a  three  year 
term  and  must  be  off  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year  before  being  eligible  for 
re-election.  It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be  made  up  of 
one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for  two  years, 
and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

A.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  preparing  the 
annual  budget  and  promoting  it  as  well. 

B.  They  will  handle  all  inquires  concerning  membership  into  the  Association 
and  make  their  recommendations  to  a  Biannual  Session  of  the  Association. 

C.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  the  custodians  of  all  scholarships  and 
foundations. 

D.  They  will  bring  any  resolutions  that  need  to  come  before  the  Association. 

E.  They  will  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Associational  office  by  providing 
adequate  equipment  and  supplies.  They  will  also  oversee  all  property  held 
by  the  Association  and  be  responsible  for  proper  maintenance. 

F.  They  will  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  concerning  By-Law 
changes  and  will  prepare  any  and  all  documents  for  the  Association. 

G  Beginning  in  2004  the  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  2003  financial 

records  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  audited 

and  audited  every  third  year  thereafter. 
H.  When  they  feel  that  additional  approval  is  necessary,  they  may  bring  the 

matter  in  question  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  to  the  Association  at  a  Biannual 

Meeting. 
I.   The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be  chaired 

by  he  Vice-Moderator. 
Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members  from  each  of  the  six 
groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association.  They  will  serve  a  three  year 
term  and  must  be  off  of  the  team  for  a  period  of  one  year  before  becoming 
eligible  for  re-election.  It  will  be  a  rotating  team  and  the  initial  team  will  be 
made  up  of  one-third  being  elected  for  one  year,  one-third  being  elected  for 
two  years,  and  one-third  being  elected  for  three  years. 

A.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  nominating  members 
for  the  Leadership  Team,  Business  Affairs  Team,  and  Enlistment  Team  and 
shall  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Fall  Biannual  Meeting. 

B.  They  will  nominate  the  leadership  of  all  organizations  within  the  Association 
and  present  their  recommendations  to  the  Spring  Biannual  Meeting. 

C.  They  will  select  members  of  any  special  Project  Team,  the  number  of  which 
will  be  determined  by  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Enlistment  Team 
itself,  and  will  present  their  recommendations  to  either  the  Leadership  Team 
or  to  a  Biannual  Meeting. 
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D.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be  chaired  by 
the  Vice-Moderator. 

BY-LAW  X  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  will  meet  as  often  as  is  necessary  in  order  to  coordinate 
the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Associational  organizations.  Because  of  the  make-up  of 
its  members,  the  Council  will  remain  sensitive  to  the  educational  needs  of  our  Association, 
as  will  as,  the  spiritual,  physical,  and  emotional  needs  of  the  people  of  Cleveland  County. 

The  Council  will  produce  an  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities  and  be  responsible 
for  promoting  those  activities. 

Whenever  they  feel  it  necessary,  they  may  bring  recommendations  to  the  Leadership 
Team  through  the  Vice-Moderator,  who  will  serve  as  chairperson  of  the  Council. 

The  Associational  Council  will  be  made  up  of  at  least  the  following  members  and 
may  add  additional  members  whenever  the  Council  feels  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  have 
adequate  representation  from  all  organizations  within  the  Association:  Sunday  School 
Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Team  Leader,  WMU  Team  Leader,  Baptist  Men  Team  Leader, 
Music  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader,  Ministers  Conference 
President,  Ministry  Team  Leader,  Missions  Team  Leader,  Hispanic/Language  Missionary, 
and  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Association. 

BY-LAW  XI 

THE  LARRY  AND  JEAN  DOVER  ELLIOTT 

MEMORIAL  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Larry  and  Jean  Dover  Elliott  Memorial  Missions  Foundation  is  to 
enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age,  or  resource  level,  the  opportunity  to  continue 
supporting  Christian  causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime.  It  will  provide  a  fund  for 
churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry  projects  beyond  their  regular 
associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes  that  include,  but 
not  limited  to:  National  and  International  Mission  Partnership  and  Projects,  New  Work/ 
New  Starts,  Missionary-In-Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Projects, 
Short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 

BY-LAW  XII  TRUSTEES 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer,  serving 
terms  of  three  (3)  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the  Enlistment  Team, 
one  (1)  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  April  biannual  meeting,  no  trustee  being  eligible 
to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  one  (1)  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  trustee's 
term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  Minutes. 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or 
other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association 
under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XIII  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  the  Associational  Leadership  Team  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  Search  Team  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as 
Associational  Missionary  and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Leadership  Team.  His 
selection  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Leadership  Team  and  on  vote  by  the 
Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association.  His  time  of 
office  shall  continue  until  terminated  by  mutual  consent  or  request  of  either  party.   He

Section  1:  Employment  —  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  employed  by  the 
Association.  The  employee  shall  be  elected  to  work  until  the  Association  agrees 
to  cease  the  tenure  of  service  or  if  the  employee  resigns.  The  Missions  Team 
Leader  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational  Missionary  and 
in  compliance  with  the  job  description  provided  by  the  Association.

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BY-LAW  XVIII  DEFINE  PROCEDURE

Monday  Evening 
October  24,  2005 

1 .  Messengers  and  visitors  gathered  at  Putnam  Baptist  Church  at  6:45  p.m.  for  the  1 55th 
Biannual  Session  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association.  God's  Family 
Works  Best  When  Its  Members  Work  Together  was  the  theme  for  both  sessions. 

2.  Senior  Adult  Choir  members  from  Crestview,  Elizabeth,  Flint  Hill,  New  Bethel, 
Putnam,  Trinity,  and  Westwood  Heights  presented  selections  from  Homecoming 
Celebration  as  special  music  for  our  opening  session.  Rev.  Mike  McGee,  minister  of 
music  and  senior  adults  at  Elizabeth  Church,  directed  the  choir.  Rev.  Jeremy  McSwain, 
minister  of  music  &  education  at  Crestview  Church  served  as  accompanist  for  the 
group. 

3.  Moderator  David  Blanton,  pastor  of  Bethlehem  Church,  welcomed  everyone  to  the 
meeting  and  called  the  session  to  order.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Putnam  Church 
for  serving  as  our  host  church.  He  recognized  Rev.  Bryan  Glisson,  host  pastor,  who 
extended  a  warm  welcome  to  messengers  and  visitors.

9.  Vice-Moderator  Randy  Bridges,  pastor  of  Zion  Church,  and  Business  Affairs  Team 
Leader  read  a  report  from  Dr.  Gary  McFarland,  Associational  Counselor.  He  also 
recognized  Mrs.  Pat  Whitley,  Associational  Clerk/Treasurer  and  member  of  Pleasant 
Ridge  Church,  to  present  the  treasurer's  report.  She  reported  the  books  have  been 
audited  at  a  cost  of  $2,500  and  stated  the  report  is  available  should  anyone  desire  to 
view  it.

14.  Moderator  David  Blanton's  message  for  the  evening  offered  a  challenge  for  us  as 
churches  to  work  together  to  accomplish  the  Lord's  work.  He  read  scripture  from 
Acts  2  and  talked  about  how  the  early  church  was  empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
quoted  from  scripture  of  how  "all  the  believers  were  together."

24.  Enrollment  cards  were  taken  up  by  the  ushers  as  Dr.  Carroll  Page,  on  behalf  of  the 
Business  Affairs  Team,  gave  the  Memorial  Tribute.  Dr.  Page  brought  a  rose,  as  a 
symbol  of  love,  to  help  us  remember  those  who  died  this  year  in  our  church  families. 
Dr.  Page  recommended  the  that  minute  books  be  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Mary  Lou  Hamrick  Causby.  Mrs.  Causby  was  very  active,  not  only  in  our  association 
where  she  served  on  many  committees  and  also  served  as  our  only  woman  moderator, 
but  in  many  facets  of  Baptist  life  in  North  Carolina  and  around  the  world.  This 
recommendation  was  voted  on  and  approved.  Dr.  Page  also  gave  the  Resolution 
Report. 

25.  Ministry  Team  Leader  Charles  Reed  gave  his  report  stating  that  Matthew  25  tells  us 
to  help  first  with  physical  needs  and  then  we  will  be  able  to  help  with  the  spiritual 
needs.  This  year  the  Share  the  Warmth  and  Duke  Cooling  Funds  have  enabled  us  to 
help  286  families.  Rev.  Reed  thanked  the  Dover  Foundation  for  their  yearly 
contributions  which  goes  to  help  the  needy  with  prescription  medications.  Our 
volunteers  are  a  vital  part  of  our  ministry  to  the  people  of  Cleveland  County.  Our 
churches  donated  over  $20,000  worth  of  supplies  and  food  to  help  the  victims  of 
Hurricane  Katrina  and  Rita.  Rev.  Reed  presented  a  video  presentation  of  some  of  the 
devastation  in  Mississippi  and  read  a  thank  you  note  from  one  of  the  families  we 
helped  who  came  to  Shelby  from  that  area.  Another  one  of  the  people  we  helped  was 
Mrs.  Faye  McGee,  from  Mississippi.  She  thanked  God  and  the  association  for  all 
that  was  done  to  help  her  and  her  two  month  old  niece  who  was  displaced  after  the 
hurricane.  She  also  ask  that  we  continue  to  pray  because  there  are  still  many  in  need 
in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana. 

26.  Rev.  Jose  Espinal,  pastor  at  Bethany  First  Hispanic  Church  and  our  Hispanic/Language 
Missionary,  gave  his  report.  He  mentioned  that  their  church  is  doing  very  well  and 
outgrowing  their  facilities.  They  have  begun  a  building  fund  with  the  women  of  the 
church  raising  about  $28,000  in  the  past  two  years.  Rev.  Espinal  said  that  he  had  a 
vision  to  start  an  international  mission  in  Nicaragua,  his  homeland.  With  the  help  of 
a  local  dentist  in  Shelby  and  many  volunteers  who  went  to  Nicaragua  on  the  mission 
trip  ,  we  have  set  up  a  much  needed  dental  clinic  there.  Rev.  Emanuel  Verruggio, 
from  Chile,  gave  his  testimony  with  Rev.  Espinal  interpreting.  Associational 
missionary  Keith  Dixon  recognized  Mrs.  Maria  Espinal  with  flowers  and  a  card  of 
appreciation  for  receiving  the  NC  Latino  Woman  of  the  Year  Award  at  Caswell. 

27.  Dennis  Theis,  a  member  at  Mount  Sinai,  gave  us  an  up-date  on  the  progress  of  the 
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Jenny  Ramey  House  Project.  He  stated  that  Mrs.  Ramey  is  a  67  year  old  who  had  a 
house  in  such  bad  repair  that  it  had  no  running  water  for  the  last  couple  of  years. 
Seeing  this  need,  an  inter-denominational  project  was  begun  to  build  a  new  house 
from  Mrs.  Ramey.  The  house,  which  is  on  Congress  Street,  is  almost  finished  but 
$8,000  is  still  needed. 

28.  Rev.  Jerry  Welch,  our  associational  "clown"  and  his  co-clowns,  Annette  Anthony 
and  Rhonda  Newton,  presented  a  theme  interpretation  as  they  were  "looking  for 
God." 

29.  The  Music  Ministers  Ensemble  sang  "Many  Gifts,  One  Spirit"  accompanied  by  Keith 
Cantrell  on  the  piano. 

30.  Vice  moderator  Randy  Bridges  introduced  Keith  Dixon  to  share  about  the  2005  New 
Jersey  mission  trip.  Rev.  Dixon  said  that  some  ask  WHY  do  we  go  to  New  Jersey 
when  there  is  so  much  to  do  here  in  Cleveland  County?  The  answer  is  that  people 
will  do  things  when  they  go  off  that  they  would  not  do  here  and  it  gives  them 
TRAINING  and  a  spirit  for  missions  when  they  get  back.  Rev.  Dixon  ask  us  to  pray 
for  all  the  churches  in  New  Jersey  that  were  touched  by  our  ministry  this  year.  July 
7-15,  2006  is  set  for  our  next  trip.  We  hope  also  to  have  enough  people  to  go  to  the 
Gulf  area  to  help  build  and  re-build  houses  there.  The  State  Convention  has  ask  that 
churches  partner  together  in  this  effort  and  if  we  do  that,  our  association  should  be 
able  to  help  with  about  8  houses.  Joey  Hamrick,  member  at  Mount  Sinai,  shared 
about  the  mission  trip  to  Nicaragua  stating  that  unless  you  go,  you  will  never  know 
how  God  can  bless  you  while  you  are  doing  His  will.  He  and  Keith  Dixon  presented 
a  video  presentation  of  the  trip. 

3 1 .  Keith  Dixon  presented  a  plaque  to  David  Blanton  in  appreciation  for  his  service  as 
moderator  2003  -  2005.  We  also  sang  "Happy  Birthday"  to  David.  Rev.  Randy  Bridges, 
pastor  at  Zion  Church  was  introduced  and  installed  as  our  new  moderator  and  Rev. 
Jim  Kilby,  pastor  at  Lawndale  Church  was  introduced  and  installed  as  our  new  vice- 
moderator.  The  dates  for  our  2006  meetings  are:  April  24  at  Pleasant  Hill  Church 
and  October  23  and  24  at  Oak  Grove  and  Grover  First. 

32.  Rev.  Nile  Wilson,  pastor  at  Temple  Church,  pronounced  the  benediction  and  we 
adjourned  to  enjoy  refreshments  furnished  by  Westview  Church.

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ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

"Uniting  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries"  is  the  mission  statement 
for  our  Association.  It  is  more  than  a  statement;  it  is  the  action  that  we  are  constantly 
engaged  in.  Our  common  ground  is  sharing  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ  here  in 
Cleveland  County  and  beyond  the  boundaries  of  this  great  place  we  live.  Every  church 
has  ministry  that  God  has  specifically  called  you  to  carry  out.  However,  there  are  ministries 
that  God  has  called  us  do  that  can  only  be  completed  with  God's  people  joining  together. 
I  am  so  grateful  for  the  churches  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  and 
your  answer  to  the  call  to  join  together  to  make  possible  ministries  that  alone  we  cannot 
attempt. 

As  Associational  Missionary,  my  goal  is  to  seek  ways  to  help  you,  our  churches 
become  better  equipped  to  meet  the  challenges  of  being  the  Church  today  and  reach  people 
for  Christ.  There  are  several  ways  that  we  sought  to  accomplish  this  goal  since  our  last 
Biannual  Meeting. 

Stewardship  is  a  great  challenge  to  the  church  in  this  day.  Our  four  Stewardship 
Workshops  held  this  year  were  very  well  attended  and  had  some  challenging  and  practical 
helps  for  churches  to  teach  and  develop  stewards.  Dan  Euliss  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  led  these  workshops.  These  workshops  were  taped  and  are  available  on  loan 
at  our  office  on  DVD. 

Our  Sunday  School  and  Leadership  Diploma  Series  are  off  to  a  great  start.  Dr.  Alice 
Cullinan  is  leading  this  emphasis  to  help  our  people  grow  spiritually.  This  emphasis  has 
as  its  basis  an  overview  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  help  our  members  better 
understand  and  teach  the  scriptures.  Well  over  100  people  are  engaged  in  this  series  and 
we  will  continue  to  add  conferences  of  interest  to  better  equip  our  leaders  and  laypeople 
to  be  the  church  in  the  place  God  has  given  them  to  serve. 

It  is  important  to  minister  to  the  minister  as  well.  Our  ministers  are  in  need  of 
encouragement  and  fellowship.  All  ministers  are  invited  to  a  prayer  time  at  our  Association 
on  Tuesday  mornings.  This  has  become  a  wonderful  time  of  sharing  and  powerful  prayer. 

We  also  meet  monthly  in  different  areas  of  the  county  for  a  meal  to  give  our  pastors 
a  time  of  fellowship  and  to  provide  opportunity  for  them  to  connect  with  each  other.  Each 
October  we  have  a  Pastor's  Retreat  at  Caswell  for  our  men  of  God  to  have  a  much-needed 
time  of  refreshment  and  renewal.  I  encourage  every  church  and  church  member  to  be 
mindful  of  the  tireless  ministry  that  your  pastor  and  his  family  share  among  you  every  day 
of  the  year.  Take  care  of  them.  Encourage  them.  Pray  for  them  and  then  tell  them  that  you 
have  done  so.  God  will  bless  you  and  them. 

This  year  has  also  provided  us  numerous  opportunities  for  mission  participation  both 
in  the  county  and  outside  our  county.  Our  Hispanic  work  continues  to  grow  under  the 
leadership  of  Jose  Espinal.  We  now  have  a  part-time  pastor  leading  our  work  in  Kings 
Mountain.  This  mission  meets  at  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Kings  Mountain.  We  thank 
Faith  Baptist  for  their  willing  participation  in  this  ministry. 

A  Cowboy  Church  was  birthed  this  year.  Cowboy  Churches  are  a  growing  emphasis 
is  our  state.  The  Cross  Country  Cowboy  Church  meets  in  Bob  Melton's  Horse  Barn  just 
off  highway  1 8  south  on  Thursday  evenings.  Karl  Assad  is  providing  excellent  leadership 
for  this  new  church. 

The  Gulf  Coast  has  been  ravaged  by  Hurricanes.  Many  of  our  churches  have 
contributed  to  the  Baptist  Men  relief  efforts  through  donations  and  also  participated  in  the 
food  box  project.  We  sent  417  boxes  of  food  (25,000  lbs)  to  the  families  affected  by  the 
hurricanes. 
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Another  area  of  need  related  to  the  hurricanes  was  the  placement  and  ministry  to 
victims  who  found  their  way  to  Cleveland  County.  Charles  Reed  and  the  volunteers  who 
cared  for  the  needs  of  these  people  did  an  outstanding  job.  The  resources  that  our  churches 
and  concerned  donors  bless  us  with  allowed  us  to  meet  critical  needs  in  very  short  notice 
without  interruption  to  our  daily  needs.  This  will  be  an  ongoing  focus  as  we  continue  to 
minister  to  these  families  who  are  months,  and  for  some  years,  away  from  going  home. 

Our  partnership  with  the  church  in  New  Jersey  continued  this  year.  A  team  of  1 13 
people  from  various  churches  came  together  and  ministered  in  five  churches  in  various 
ways.  The  team  had  talents  and  gifts  in  many  areas  and  made  a  lasting  impression  and 
witness  for  Christ  in  the  churches  and  communities. 

This  year  we  began  a  partnership  with  the  people  of  Jinotega,  Nicaragua.  This  is  the 
hometown  of  Jose  and  Maria  Espinal.  Jose  had  prayed  for  years  for  God  to  open  a  door  to 
help  the  people  in  his  hometown.  A  Shelby  dentist  from  one  of  our  churches  donated  a 
complete  dental  office  setup  to  meet  this  need  in  Jinotega.  The  clinic  is  built  in  cooperation 
with  the  local  hospital  and  will  be  open  for  patients  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

We  also  worked  with  Shalom  Baptist  Church  to  do  some  much-needed  work  on  their 
church  facility.  A  team  of  eight  persons  helped  with  supplies,  wiring,  plumbing,  painting 
and  general  work  around  the  church.  A  number  of  the  members,  adults  and  youth,  worked 
with  us  all  week  and  the  fellowship  was  such  a  blessing.  Jose  preached  several  times  in 
different  settings  and  27  people  accepted  Christ  during  the  week. 

We  will  need  to  continue  our  work  in  Jinotega.  We  will  be  compiling  teams  to  go  the 
first  of  2006.  Several  churches  have  supplied  gifts  for  children  and  several  medical  offices 
and  dental  clinics  have  donated  supplies  for  the  people  of  Jinotega.  This  town  has  great 
needs  and  we  pray  that  God  will  continue  to  provide  opportunities  in  Nicaragua.  The 
people  of  this  country  are  accepting  Christ  at  a  rate  unparalleled  in  Central  America. 
What  an  opportunity  to  be  where  God  is  moving. 

The  staff  of  the  GCCBA  is  outstanding.  Each  one  has  the  desire  to  be  a  servant  of 
God  and  is  touching  lives  every  day.  I  count  it  a  joy  to  minister  alongside  Charles,  Jose, 
Dr.  Cullinan,  Margaret,  Judy  and  the  host  of  volunteers  who  joyfully  give  of  themselves  to 
serve  the  Lord.  God  can  do  so  much  when  the  members  of  His  family  work  together.  May 
we  continue  to  cooperate  so  that  we  can  walk  through  any  open  door  that  God  places 
before  us. 

May  God  continue  to  bless  our  churches  and  our  efforts  to  lift  Him  up!

Thanks  for  your  support  of  Duke's  matching  dollars  program  that  assists  low- 
incomed  and  disabled  with  fuel  assistance  in  the  colder  winter  months.  Through 
SHARE  THE  WARMTH  contributions  were  matched  dollar-for-dollar  to  assist 
132  families  until  April  30, 2005.  The  reason  a  balance  was  carried  over  is  because 
Duke  Power  made  a  contribution  to  GCCBA,  Inc.  of  nearly  $18,000  in  a  special 
one  time  only  contribution  called  BPM  and  through  this  gift  (No.  7  above)  154 
families  were  served  using  the  same  guidelines  as  SHARE  THE  WARMTH! 
According  to  our  contract  with  Duke,  funds  from  STW  can  once  again  be  distributed 
starting  on  October  1,  2005.  Had  it  not  been  for  this  BPM  gift,  all  STW  funds 
would  have  been  depleted  plus  an  additional  $4,000  from  budget  funds  to  meet  the 
needs  for  this  vital  ministry.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  partnership  with  Duke  Power, 
the  churches,  the  civic  organizations,  and  residents  of  Cleveland  County  who  entrust 
their  funds  to  GCCBA  to  minister  to  those  in  need  during  the  cold  winter  months!

7.  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  FAIR  MINISTRY:

Church,  the  church  joined  the  worship  where  over  600  attended.

Due  to  Hurricanes  Katrina,  Rita,  and  Ophelia  the  Ministry  Team  has  assisted

baby  supplies,  and  help  finding  jobs.  Over  $4,000  in  store  gift  cards  have  been 
used  in  this  ministry.  We  shipped  412  boxes  to  NC  Baptist  Men  Disaster  Relief 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $50  per  box.

Together  we  are  supporting 
families  in  Cleveland  County  and  adding  new  members  to  our  congregation.  We 
need  your  prayers  and  support. 

7.  The  vision  in  York,  South  Carolina  is  in  force.  Pastor  Enmanuel  Berrugio  and 
family  were  approved  in  Chile  and  now  I  am  working  to  bring  him  to  Cleveland 
County.  I  need  your  support  for  a  future  rental  home  in  the  Kings  Mountain  area  as 
well  as  furniture,  etc.  for  the  family.  Please  pray  for  this  family. 

We  honored  the  Lord  through  the 
dental  clinic  installed  in  Jinotega,  Nicaragua,  and  through  support  of  the  Shalom 
Baptist  Church  in  this  area.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  School  Team  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  assists 
churches  in  building  small  group  ministries  for  all  ages  that  effectively  teach  God's  Word, 
experience  true  fellowship,  share  the  gospel  with  those  seeking  God,  and  minister  to  the 
needs  of  the  body  and  the  community.  The  team  believes  that  Sunday  School,  or  small 
groups,  is  a  foundational  strategy  of  the  church  for  winning  people  to  Christ,  helping 
them  mature  in  their  faith,  and  equipping  them  to  fulfill  Jesus'  Great  Commission  with 
their  lives. 

For  2004-2005,  the  Sunday  School  Team  offered  a  variety  of  opportunities  to  assist 
churches  and  church  leaders.  The  team  conducted  two  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinics. 
The  first  was  held  on  March  14th  at  the  association  building  and  was  designed  to  help 
equip  VBS  directors  to  plan,  organize  and  lead  their  respective  church's  VBS.  The  second 
clinic  was  held  on  April  18th  at  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church  and  was  designed  to  help  VBS 
teachers  and  other  volunteers  prepare  for  teaching  preschool,  children,  and  youth  classes. 

The  team  helped  to  lead  the  Sunday  School  &  Discipleship  Ministries  training  event 
on  August  22nd  at  First  Baptist  Church,  Shelby.  The  team  offered  a  variety  of  classes  to 
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train  leaders  of  every  age  group. 

Although  no  churches  requested  this  service,  the  team  does  offer  a  consultation  process 
for  any  individual  church  requesting  assistance  in  improving  its  Sunday  School  ministry. 
The  team  can  offer  consultation  for  a  single  Sunday  School  department  or  for  the  entire 
Sunday  School  ministry. 

As  churches  continually  look  for  ways  to  improve  Sunday  School,  the  GCCBA  Sunday 
School  Team  is  continually  looking  for  better  ways  to  assist  churches  in  that  endeavor.

BAPTIST  COUNSELING  CENTER 

The  Baptist  Counseling  Center  of  Cleveland  County  is  a  partnership  ministry  of  the 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association  and  the  Board  of  the  Counseling  Center  at 
Charlotte.  It  provides  affordable  individual,  marital,  and  family  counseling  that  is  grounded 
in  the  Christian  faith,  seeking  to  help  others  experience  the  reality  of  Paul's  words,  that 
"...nothing  will  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God  through  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord." 

It  is  an  important  part  of  this  ministry  to  provide  service  to  persons  regardless  of  their 
financial  situation.  The  local  subsidy  fund  is  available  to  residents  of  Cleveland  County, 
and  those  who  belong  to  the  association  of  churches  in  the  county,  to  help  offset  the  cost 
of  this  service.  In  operation  for  three  years  this  past  August,  the  Center  has  provided  556 
hours  of  counseling  in  the  past  year,  and  has  seen  a  steady  increase  in  the  hours  requested 
and  provided  since  its  beginning.  The  counselor,  Dr.  Gary  McFarland,  is  an  ordained 
Baptist  minister,  a  certified  pastoral  counselor,  is  licensed  as  a  marriage  and  family  therapist 
and  as  a  professional  counselor.  The  Center  is  staffed  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  by 
appointment.  Space  for  the  center  is  provide  by  First  Baptist  Church,  Shelby.

HISTORIAN  REPORT 

Three  churches  celebrated  anniversaries  this  year:  Grover  First  -  125th,  Elliott 
Memorial  -  25th,  and  New  Hope  -  25th. 

At  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October  2004,  the  True  Vine  Fellowship  in  the  Mooresboro 
area  (Lattimore  group)  was  voted  into  our  Association. 

Another  church  -  The  Cross  Country  Cowboy  Church  -  was  started  in  May  2005. 
This  informal  group  of  Christians  meet  on  Thursday  nights  at  Bob  and  Sandy  Melton's 
Quarter  Horse  Farm  off  Highway  18S. 

The  mission  trip  for  2005  was  to  New  Jersey,  in  July,  with  113  people  going  to  work 
with  about  twelve  churches  in  Princeton,  Edison,  Madison  and  Bridgewater,  New  Jersey. 
One  of  the  churches  was  an  Asian/Indian  congregation. 

The  Association  is  in  the  midst  of  opening  a  dental  facility  in  our  Hispanic  missionary, 
Jose  Espinal's  hometown,  Jinortega,  Nicaragua.  A  local  dentist  donated  equipment  and 
local  dentists  and  hygienists  will  be  going  down  to  train  workers  there  once  the  facility  is 


completed.  A  mission  team  went  down  Saturday,  September  1 7,  spending  a  week  finishing 
up  the  facility  and  working  with  Shaloam  Baptist  Church  in  Jinortega. 

Hurricane  Katrina,  not  only  brought  devastation  to  the  US  Gulf  Coast,  it  brought 
devastation  to  its  people  and  opened  needs  and  problems  to  which  peoples  across  the  US 
can  respond.  GCCBA  and  you  are  in  the  midst  of  doing  that.  On  Wednesday,  September 
14,  the  Association,  collected  by  you,  sent  417  boxes  of  food,  worth  about  $19,000  and 
weighing  25,000  pounds.  That  was  one  shipment.  Thanks  to  all  for  this,  but  special 
thanks  to  Turner  Trucking  of  Boiling  Springs  for  providing  transportation  for  the  shipments. 
A  number  of  churches  are  presently  there  or  will  be  going  as  we  partner  with  churches  in 
the  area  for  extended  relief  and  rebuilding,  as  well  as,  helping  many  who  have  been  relocated 
here  temporarily  or  permanently.  As  of  September  14  the  Association  has  helped  some 
ten  to  twelve  families  find  housing  locally,  and  with  the  applications  at  hand  there  will  be 
at  least  twenty-five  to  thirty  total,  possibly  more. 

Dr.  Alice  Cullinan,  Spiritual  Enrichment/Christian  Education  Leader  launched  the 
new  Sunday  School  Leadership  and  Spiritual  Enrichment  Diploma  program  in  August, 
making  Bible  Studies  and  enrichment  studies  available  to  those  who  want  to  work  toward 
diplomas  or  who  just  want  to  enhance  their  knowledge.  An  ongoing  schedule  of  classes 
and  locations  is  available  at  the  Associational  office. 

The  Beacon  is  now  available  via  email  for  those  who  choose  to  receive  it  that  way. 

These  are  highlights  of  new  beginning  and  new  happenings  that  have  become  a 
Historical  part  of  the  ongoing  work  of  God  through  GCCBA  this  year,  in  addition  to  the 
work  of  God  happening  weekly  within  the  churches  of  our  Association  and  within  the 
ongoing  work  of  the  Association.

A  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION 


We,  the  undersigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  eighteen  or  more,  act- 
ing as  incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  nonprofit  corporation  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55A  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  entitled  "Nonprofit  Corporation  Act, " 
and  the  several  amendments  thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 


ARTICLE  1  -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  BAPTIST 

ASSOCIATION,  INC,  and  shall  be  located  in  Cleveland  County,  Shelby,  North 
Carolina. 

ARTICLE  11  -  DURATION 

The  period  of  duration  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual, 

ARTICLE  III  -  PURPOSE 

A.  The  purpose  of  the  Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association, 
Inc.,  is  to  unite  congregations  in  effective  missions  and  ministries. 

B.  In  furtherance  of  its  purposes,  and  to  the  extent  necessary  to  carry 
out  such  purposes,  the  Corporation: 


1.  Shall  have  all  the  powers  given  to  and  possessed  by  a  North 
Carolina  Corporation  organized  under  the  North  Carolina  Non- 
profit Corporation  Act. 

2.  May  engage  in  any  lawful  activity  within  the  purposes  for 
which  the  corporation  may  be  organized  which  are  incidental  to 
and  in  furtherance  of  the  exempt  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

C.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  trustees,  officers 
or  other  private  persons,  except  to  pay  reasonable  compensation 
for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and  distributions  in 
furtherance  of  the  purposes  as  set  forth  in  the  Articles. 

D.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Greater  Cleveland  County 
Baptist  Association  is  organized  are  exclusively  religious,  charita- 
ble, scientific,  literary,  and  educational  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  or  the  corre- 
sponding provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal  Revenue 
law. 

E.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
the  carrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influ- 
ence legislation,  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate  in,  or 
intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  state- 
ments) any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  pub- 
lic office.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles, 
the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  other  activities  not  permit- 
ted to  be  carried  on  [a]  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  federal  in- 
come tax  under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S.  In- 
ternal Revenue  Law)  or  [b]  by  any  corporation,  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future 
U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Law). 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GOVERNMENT 

The  government  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  by  elected 
representatives,  known  as  messengers,  from  the  member  churches, 
meeting  two  times  annually,  or  at  such  other  times  as  called  in  accord- 
ance with  the  By-laws  of  the  incorporated  association,  and,  in  the  in- 
terim, by  the  Leadership  Team  of  the  incorporated  association.  Final 
authority  is  vested  in  the  association  as  to  all  matters  of  business,  fi- 
nance, and  programs.  The  members  of  the  governing  body  shall  have 
authority  to  adopt  and  amend  By-laws,  approve  budgets,  and  to  em- 
ploy staff  to  direct  or  assist  in  directing  the  purposes  of  this  incorpo- 
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rated  association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  this  incorporated  association  shall  be  the  officers  set 
forth  in  the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  corporation  shall  have  one  class  of  members  as  provided  by  the 
By-laws,  members  being  the  total  of  all  members  of  the  churches  affili- 
ated voluntarily  with  the  incorporated  association.  Membership  of  the 
member  churches  shall  be  accepted  by  majority  vote  of  the  association 
at  a  regular  semi-annual  session  of  the  incorporated  association. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  DIRECTORS 

The  Leadership  Team,  as  established  by  the  By-laws,  shall  be  and 
constitute  the  directors  of  the  corporation,  having  such  powers  as  are 
provided  by  law  and  the  By-laws. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  INITIAL  DIRECTORS 

The  initial  directors  shall  be  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the  exist- 
ing Executive  Committee,  and  their  terms  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of 
Shelby,  North  Carolina,  whose  names  and  addresses  are  as  follows:

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ARTICLE  IX  -  DISSOLUTION 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  board  of  directors 
shall,  after  paying  or  making  provision  for  the  payment  of  all  the  liabil- 
ities of  the  corporation,  dispose  of  all  of  the  assets  of  the  corporation 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation  in  such  a  manner,  or  to 
such  organization  or  organizations  organized  and  operated  exclusively 
for  religious  purposes  as  shall  at  the  time  qualify  as  an  exempt  organi- 
zation or  organizations  under  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  U.S. 
Internal  Revenue  Law),  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine.  Any 
such  assets  not  so  disposed  of  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation  is 
then  located,  exclusively  for  such  purposes  or  to  such  organization  or 
organizations,  as  said  court  shall  determine,  which  are  organized  and 
operated  exclusively  for  such  purposes. 

ARTICLE  X  -  REGISTERED  OFFICE  AND  AGENT 

The  address  of  the  initial  registered  office  and  principal  office  of  the 
corporation  in  North  Carolina  is  1175  Wyke  Road,  Shelby,  Cleveland 
County,  North  Carolina  28150,  and  the  initial  registered  agent  of  the 
corporation  is  Leland  A.  Kerr. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  INCORPORATORS

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ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  these  Articles  of  Incorporation  may  be  made  at  any 
session  of  the  Association  upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3) 
of  the  voting  members  present.  Proposed  changes  must  be  presented 
to  the  Association  on  the  first  day  and  voted  upon  by  standing  vote  of 
the  Association  on  the  last  day.  It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed 
changes  first  be  submitted  to  the  By-laws  Committee. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GREATER  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION,  INC. 


Also  referred  to  as  the  Association,  GCCBA,  or  Greater  Cleveland 
County  Baptist  Association 


BY-LAW  I  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1:  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Bap- 
tist churches  in  the  area  of  the         Association. 

Section  2:  Churches  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall 
apply  to  the  Business  Affairs  Team.  Application  should  include: 

(1)  Formal  action  by  the  group  seeking  admission  reflecting  that 
seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  those  voting  expresses  their  intent  to 
cooperate. 

(2)  A  written  statement  reflecting  their  beliefs  and  practices. 

(3)  A  written  statement  that  expresses  their  intent  to  cooperate. 

(4)  A  willingness  to  meet  with  the  Business  Affairs  Team  to  dis- 
cuss other  items  of  mutual  interest  to  both  parties. 

The  Business  Affairs  Team  should  be  sensitive  to  groups  seeking 
its  services  and  be  willing  to  present  a  statement  of  Baptist  belief 
and  practice  and  what  it  means  to  cooperate  with  the  churches  in 
the  Association  in  a  world-wide  mission  program.  If  recommended 
by  the  Business  Affairs  Team  and  approved  by  the  Leadership 
Team,  a  newly  established  mission  or  church  shall  agree  to  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  one  (1) 
year.  A  mission  or  church  which  is  already  established  shall  agree  to 
come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  minimum  of  six 
(6)  months.  Membership  within  the  Association  shall  be  determined 
by  vote  of  the  Association  at  any  biannual  meeting.  Churches  under 
the  watchcare  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  As- 
sociation except  their  members  shall  not  hold  office  nor  vote. 

Section  3:  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  member- 
ship and  may  receive  churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its 
By-Laws.  Member  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire,  and 
if  requested,  the  Association  Leadership  Team  may  grant  letters  of 
recommendation  to  other  like  associations. 
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BY-LAW  III  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's 
rules  for  conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies,  unless  the  Associa- 
tion prescribes  otherwise. 

BY-LAW  IV  ASSOCIATION  YEAR 

The  Association  Year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September 
30. 

BY-LAW  V  AUTHORITY 

Each  church  in  this  Association  is  independent  and  sovereign  in  its 
own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches. 

BY-LAW  VI  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTIONS 

Section  1:  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer,  Histori- 
an, Sunday  School  Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Training  Team  Lead- 
er, Music  Team  Leader,  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth 
Team  Leader,  and  Parliamentarian. 

Section  2:  The  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk-Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Enlistment 
Team.  The  floor  will  then  be  open  for  additional  nominations.  This 
election  will  occur  on  the  last  day  of  the  October  biannual  meeting. 
All  other  officers  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Enlist- 
ment Team  and  elected  during  the  April  Biannual  Session. 

Section  3:  The  newly  elected  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk- 
Treasurer,  and  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  assume  at  the  close 
of  the  annual  session  all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to 
work  of  the  ensuing  associational  year.  All  other  officers  shall  as- 
sume all  duties  incumbent  upon  them  relating  to  the  work  of  the 
ensuing  year  on  October  1. 

Section  4:  Any  person  having  served  two  (2)  terms  as  Moderator 
shall  be  ineligible  for  re-election  for  two  years. 

BY-LAW  VII  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1:  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the 
body  and  shall  be  the  Chairperson  of  the  Associational  Leadership 
Team  and  be  ex-officio  (without  voting  privileges)  member  of  ail 
other  teams. 
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Section  2:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at 
the  pleasure,  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  be  the  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  Leadership  Team  and  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3:  The  Clerk-Treasurer  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to 
the  member  churches  at  least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Oc- 
tober Biannual  Meeting,  distribute  at  that  meeting  copies  of  the  di- 
gest of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  Minutes  to 
the  member  churches,  and  keep  on  file  copies  of  Minutes,  records, 
and  other  documents  of  the  Association.  This  officer  shall  inform  ail 
members  elected  to  office  or  appointed  to  serve  on  teams  of  such 
action  and  shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds  of  the  Association  in  the 
name  of  the  Association;  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from 
the  Association,  its  Leadership  Team,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget 
(no  money  is  to  be  disbursed  which  is  not  included  in  the  budget 
except  upon  recommendation  of  the       Business  Affairs  Team  to 
the  Leadership  Team  or  the  Association  in  biannual  session);  render 
an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  distribute  same  at 
the  biannual  meetings,  give  a  report  at  each  Leadership  Team  and 
Business  Affairs  Team  meeting,  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to- 
date  for  examination. 

Section  4:    The  Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  serve  in  the  absence 
of  the  Clerk-Treasurer  or  by  request  of  the  Clerk-Treasurer.  The 
Assistant  Clerk-Treasurer  will  also  be  authorized  to  sign  checks  for 
the  Association. 

Section  5:  The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data 
on  the  Association  and  its  churches  and  make  a  written  report  to 
each  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6:  The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with 
the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School.  This  officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meetings 
and  offer  creative  plans  that  would  promote  this  work. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  should  assist 
church  leaders  to  be  more  effective  in  their  responsibility.  This 
should  include: 

1.  Provide  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

2.  Interpret  the  Sunday  School  Program. 
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3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

4.  Consult  with  Sunday  School  leaders  concerning  their  program. 

5.  Provide  organization  and  leadership  for  cooperative  work  among 
the  churches. 

The  Sunday  School  Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the 
October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  7:  The  Discipleship  Training  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  Discipleship 
Training.  This  officer  shall  attend  Associational  Council  meetings, 
maintain  the  on-going  work  of  Discipleship  Training  at  all  times,  and 
make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Section  8:  The  Music  Team  Leader  shall  provide  leadership  for  the 
Association  in  biannual  sessions  and,  when  requested,  at  other  times 
during  the  year.  This  officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council 
meetings  and  offer  creative  plans  that  would  promote  the  work.  The 
Music  Team  Leader  shall  encourage  music  growth  in  the  churches 
throughout  the  year  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October 
Biannual  Meeting. 

Section  9:  The  Men's  Ministries  Team  Leader  shall  cooperate  with 
the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  of  men  and  boys  in 
the  churches.  This  officer  shall  attend  the  Associational  Council  meet- 
ings and  offer  creative  plans  to  promote  the  development  of  men  and 
boys  in  an  awareness  of  world  mission  needs.  The  Men's  Ministries 
Team  Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual 
Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  10:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  Leader  serves  on 
the  Associational  Council  of  the  Association  and  works  with  the  Associ- 
ational Missionary;  leads  the  WMU  Council;  confers  with  our  associa- 
tional WMU  officers  and  assists  them  in  their  work;  leads  in  providing 
opportunities  for  leaders  and  members  of  their  church  WMUs  to  have 
fellowship  and  receive  inspiration  concerning  their  mutual  mission 
task;  leads  in  interpreting  the  WMU  program  to  church  leaders;  leads 
in  training  church  WMU  workers  and  members;  consults  with  church 
leaders  concerning  initiation  of  WMU  work  and  the  improvement  of 
existing  work;  presides  at  and  plans  for  associational  meeting;  leads  in 
Associational  WMU  annual  planning;  leads  in  discovering  mission  ac- 
tion needs  and  in  coordinating  the  work  being  done;  reports  progress 
of  WMU  work  to  the  Association;  and  serves  as  contact  between  the 
Association  and  state  WMU.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team 
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Leader  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting 
of  the  Association. 

Section  11:  The  Youth  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Associational  Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the 
Youth  Ministry  Team  and  serve  on  the  Associational  Council.  The 
Youth  Team  Leader  shall  give  a  written  report  to  the  October  Bian- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  12:  The  Senior  Adult  Leader  shall,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Associational  Missionary,  give  leadership  to  the  Senior  Adult  Min- 
istry Team  and  serve  on  the  Associational  Council.  The  Senior  Adult 
Leader  shall  give  a  written  report  to  the  October  Biannual  Meeting  of 
the  Association. 

Section  13:  The  Team  Leaders  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  se- 
curing their  own  team  members  that  will  assist  them  in  their  area  of 
responsibility. 

Section  14:  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  at  the  biannual  meetings  of 
the  Association,  rule  on  all  questions  of  parliamentary  procedure 
which  shall  arise  during  the  sessions.  The  Parliamentarian  shall 
serve  as  a  resource  person  to  the  churches  and  shall,  upon  request, 
advise  and  assist  the  churches  on  matters  of  parliamentary  proce- 
dure. 

Section  15:  Vacancies  occurring  between  biannual  sessions  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Associational  Leadership  Team,  except  the  office  of 
Moderator,  in  which  case  the  Vice-Moderator  shall  automatically  be- 
come Moderator.3.  Train  Sunday  School  leaders. 

BY-LAW  VIII  TEAMS 

Section  1:  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
Teams:  Leadership,  Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment.  The  members 
of  the  teams  shall  serve  three  years  and  are  ineligible  for  re-election 
for  one  year. 

Section  2:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for 
team  members  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  October  for  election. 
Nominations  shall  be  made  for  the  following  teams:  Leadership, 
Business  Affairs,  and  Enlistment. 

Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for 
Associational  Officers  and  Leadership  to  the  Biannual  Meeting  in  April 
for  election. 

Section  4:  The  Enlistment  Team  shall  submit  their  nominations  for 
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any  Project  Team  to  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  a  Biannual  Meet- 
ing. 

BY-LAW  IX  DUTIES  OF  TEAMS 

Section  1:  The  Leadership  Team  will  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers from  each  of  the  six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion. One  shall  be  a  layperson,  and  one  from  each  group  will  be  des- 
ignated as  the  Group  Leader. 

A.  The  six  Group  Leaders  will  form  the  Personnel  Team  and  shall 
handle  all  personnel  matters  relating  to  the  Associational  staff.  The 
Personnel  Team  will  maintain  appropriate  personnel  policies  and  be 
responsible  for  securing  and  recommending  to  the  Leadership  Team 
Associational  support  staff  when  needs  occur.  They  will  also  recom- 
mend salary  and  benefit  proposals  to  the  Business  Affairs  Team. 

B.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Asso- 
ciation between  Biannual  Sessions  of  the  Association.  Ten  members 
of  the  Leadership  Team  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  order  to  transact 
business  on  behalf  of  the  Association. 

C.  The  Leadership  Team  shall  give  instructions  to  the  Enlistment 
Team  whenever  a  particular  Project  Team  is  needed  to  address  a 
special  need.  Instructions  may  include  such  things  as  size  and  make- 
up of  the  team,  a  specific  task,  etc. 

D.  The  Leadership  Team  will  prepare  the  agenda  for  the 
Biannual  Meetings  to  be  published  in  the  Beacon.  It  shall  rotate  the 
place  of  meeting  among  the  groups  of  churches. 

E.  The  Leadership  Team  will  meet  quarterly  and  other  times 
as  needed  and  be  chaired  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Association.  In  his 
absence,  it  will  be  chaired  by  the  Vice-Moderator. 

Section  2:  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  mem- 
bers from  each  of  the  six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion. 

A.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  prepar- 
ing and  promoting  the  annual  budget. 

B.  It  will  handle  all  inquires  concerning  membership  into  the  Associ- 
ation and  make  its     recommendations  to  a  Biannual  Session  of  the 
Association. 

C.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  be  the  custodian  of  all  scholarships 
and  foundations.

D.  It  will  bring  any  resolution  that  needs  to  come  before  the  Associ- 
ation. 

E.  It  will  oversee  the  operation  of  the  Associational  office  by  provid- 
ing adequate  equipment  and  supplies.  It  will  also  oversee  all  proper- 
ty held  by  the  Association  and  be  responsible  for  proper  mainte- 
nance. 

F.  It  will  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  concerning  By- 
Law  changes. 

G.  The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  have  the  financial  records  of  the 
Greater  Cleveland  County  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  audited  every 
third  year. 

H.  When  it  feels  that  additional  approval  is  necessary,  it  may  bring 
the  matter  in  question  to  the  Leadership  Team  or  to  the  Association 
at  a  Biannual  Meeting. 

I.The  Business  Affairs  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be 
chaired  by  the  Vice-Moderator. 

Section  3:  The  Enlistment  Team  will  be  made  up  of  two  members 
from  each  of  the  six  groupings  of  churches  within  the  Association. 

A.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  have  the  responsibility  of  nominating 
members  for  the  Leadership  Team,  Business  Affairs  Team,  and  En- 
listment Team  and  shall  present  its  recommendations  to  the  Fall  Bi- 
annual Meeting. 

B.  It  will  nominate  the  leadership  of  all  organizations  within  the  As- 
sociation and  present  its  recommendations  to  the  Spring  Biannual 
Meeting. 

C.  It  will  select  members  of  any  special  Project  Team,  the  number  of 
which  will  be  determined  by  either  the  Leadership  Team  or  the  En- 
listment Team  itself,  and  will  present  its  recommendations  to  either 
the  Leadership  Team  or  to  a  Biannual  Meeting. 

D.  The  Enlistment  Team  will  meet  as  often  as  needed  and  will  be 
chaired  by  the  Vice-Moderator. 


BY-LAW  X  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  will  meet  as  often  as  is  necessary  in 
order  to  coordinate  the  programs  and  activities  of  the  Associational 
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organizations.  Because  of  the  make-up  of  its  members,  the  Council 
will  remain  sensitive  to  the  educational  needs  of  our  Association,  as 
well  as,  the  spiritual,  physical,  and  emotional  needs  of  the  people  of 
Cleveland  County. 

The  Council  will  produce  an  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities 
and  be  responsible  for  promoting  those  activities. 

Whenever  it  feels  it  necessary,  it  may  bring  recommendations  to 
the  Leadership  Team  through  the  Vice-Moderator,  who  will  serve  as 
chairperson  of  the  Council. 

The  Associational  Council  will  be  made  up  of  at  least  the  follow- 
ing members:  Sunday  School  Team  Leader,  Discipleship  Team  Lead- 
er, WMU  Team  Leader,  Baptist  Men  Team  Leader,  Music  Team 
Leader,  Senior  Adult  Team  Leader,  Youth  Team  Leader,  Ministers 
Conference  President,  Ministry  Team  Leader,  Missions  Team  Leader, 
Hispanic/Language  Missionary,  and  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Associa- 
tion but  may  add  additional  members  whenever  the  Council  feels  it 
is  necessary  in  order  to  have  adequate  representation  from  all  or- 
ganizations within  the  Association. 

BY-LAW  XI 

THE  LARRY  AND  JEAN  DOVER  ELLIOTT 

MEMORIAL  MISSIONS  FOUNDATION 

The  purpose  of  the  Larry  and  Jean  Dover  Elliott  Memorial  Mis- 
sions Foundation  is  to  enable  individuals,  regardless  of  their  age  or 
resource  level,  the  opportunity  to  continue  supporting  Christian 
causes  during  and  after  their  lifetime.  It  will  provide  a  fund  for 
churches  to  contribute  to  for  specific  missions  and  ministry  projects 
beyond  their  regular  associational  giving. 

The  Foundation  will  provide  financial  support  for  Baptist  causes 
that  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  National  and  International  Mis- 
sion Partnership  and  Projects,  New  Work/New  Starts,  Missionary-In- 
Residence  Housing,  Church  and  Community  Ministries  Projects,  and 
short-term  emergency  assistance  for  existing  churches. 

BY-LAW  XII  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONARY 

When  without  an  Associational  Missionary,  the  Associational 
Leadership  Team  shall  be  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Search  Team  to  seek  a  person  to  serve  as  Associational  Missionary 
and  recommend  such  person  to  the  Leadership  Team.  His  selection 
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shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Leadership  Team  and 
on  vote  by  the  Association  at  a  biannual  meeting,  or  by  a  called 
meeting  of  the  Association.  His  time  of  office  shall  continue  until 
terminated  by  mutual  consent  or  request  of  either  party.  He 
shall  be  a  member  of  all  teams  and  organizations  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity.  His  duties  will  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  job  description  at  the  time  of  his  call. 

BY-LAW  XIII  MINISTRY  TEAM  LEADER

Section  2:  Basic  Function  -  The  basic  functions  are  to 
promote  a  program  to  meet  the  spiritual,  educational,  emotional 
and  physical  needs  of  the  people  within  the  Association. 

Section  3:  The  Ministry  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Council  and  of  the  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XIV  MISSIONS  TEAM  LEADER 

Section  1:  Employment  -  The  Missions  Team  Leader 
shall  be  employed  by  the  Association.  The  employee  shall  be 
elected  to  work  until  the  Association  ceases  the  tenure  of  service 
or  the  employee  resigns.  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  work 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational  Missionary  in  compli- 
ance with  the  job  description  provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  -  The  basic  function  is  to  as- 
sist the  churches  in  the  Association  in  any  and  every  mission  en- 
deavor that  can  be  addressed  by  the  churches  in  our  Association 
and  to  assist  the  churches  in  discovering  the  mission  opportunities 
in  both  Cleveland  County  and  beyond. 

Section  3:  The  Missions  Team  Leader  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Associational  Council  and  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XV  HISPANIC/ LANGUAGE  MISSIONARY 

Section  1:  Employment  -  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary 
shall  be  employed  by  the  Association.  The  employee  shall  be 
elected  to  work  until  the  Association  ceases  the  tenure  of  service

or  the  employee  resigns.  The  Hispaniq/Language  Missionary  shall 
work  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational  Missionary  in  compli- 
ance with  the  job  description  provided  by  the  Association. 

Section  2:  Basic  Function  --  The  basic  function  is  to  seek  out  areas 
in  Cleveland  County  which  need  an  established  work  among  Hispan- 
ics  and  give  leadership  in  establishing  such  work,  while  remaining 
sensitive  to  the  presence  of  other  language  groups  and  determining 
how  and  when  work  among  such  groups  should  begin. 

Section  3:  The  Hispanic/Language  Missionary  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Associational  Council  and  the  Leadership  Team. 

BY-LAW  XVI  AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  must  be  publicized  in  the 
Association's  monthly  publication  at  least  30  days  before  being  con- 
sidered at  a  session  of  the  biannual  meetings,  where  they  may  be 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

BY-LAW  XVII  DEFINE  PROCEDURE 

Section  1:  The  business  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened 
and  closed  with  prayer. 

Section  2:  Every  report,  resolution,  or  amendment  offered  to  the 
Association  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  if  requested  by  the  Modera- 
tor. 

Section  3:  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
subject  except  by  permission  of  the  Association. 

Section  4:  A  simple  majority  of  elected  messengers  attending  shall 
be  sufficient  to  conduct  business  at  Biannual  Meetings. 

Section  5:  Unless  the  Association  decides  otherwise,  biannual 
meetings  shall  be  held  on  a  rotating  basis  with  a  church  or  churches 
in  each  of  the  six  (6)  Associational  Groups  as  follows:  Polkville, 

Lattimore,  Shelby,  Kings  Mountain,  Grover,  and  Waco. 

BY-LAW  XVIII  THE  CONFESSION  OF  FAITH 

The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  revised  and  adopted  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  June  1998  shall  be  the  Confession  of 
Faith  of  the  Association.

Eighty  percent  of  those  who  attend  a  Baptist  Church 
continue  to  go  to  their  ancestors  for  healing  etc.  It  is  a  huge 
deal  for  them  to  give  up  their  ancestral  practices.  They  are 
working  at  present  with  middle  schoolers.  Sixty-six  percent 
of  South  Africans  are  under  the  age  of  29.  It's  been  said  that 
fifty  percent  of  all  15  year  old  will  not  live  to  be  40  years  of 
age.  1  in  3  young  people  are  addicted  to  methamphetamine. 
They  work  in  3  different  middle  schools  and  come  in  contact 
with  about  600  children  a  week. 

13.  Rev.  Keith  Dixon  thanked  them  for  what  they  shared.  He 
thanked  everyone  for  coming  and  being  a  part  of  the  meet- 
ing. He  thanked  Eddie  and  Martha  Williams  again  for  what's 
going  on  at  the  Mission  Camp.  He  stated  "when  God's  people 
come  together,  great  things  can  happen".  Keith  made  an  an- 
nouncement about  the  group  coming  from  Kenya  and  South 
Africa  to  share  their  passion  to  several  area  churches.  He 
thanked  Second  Baptist  for  hosting  us  and  invited  everyone 
for  refreshments  and  to  share  in  fellowship  time  following 
the  meeting.

16.  Teresa  Edmonson  led  the  congregational  medley,  "How 
Great  is  Our  God"  and  "How  Great  Thou  Art". 

17.  Rev.  Keith  Dixon,  GCCBA  Director  of  Missions,  presented 
the  Memorial  and  Dedication  of  Minutes  of  the  161st  Bian- 
nual Meeting  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Dan  Wallace,  former 
pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church.  The  congregation  joined 
in  a  moment  of  silence  to  remember  those  who  have  been 
a  great  disciple  of  the  Lord. 

18.  Dr.  Tim  Hendrick,  Vice- Moderator  and  pastor  of  Patterson 
Grove  Baptist  Church  presented  the  resolution.  He  asked

22.  Dr.  Fulbright  thanked  the  choir  for  the  wonderful  music 
that  was  presented.  He  then  welcomed  the  staff  presen- 
tations and  expressed  appreciation  to  the  GCCBA  staff. 

23.  Dr.  Alice  Cullman,  GCCBA  Spiritual  Education  Leader  came 
forth.  She  expressed  what  a  joy  it  is  to  be  able  to  share 
God's  word  through  the  Bible  Studies.  She  then  recog- 
nized the  individuals  who  received  awards,  diplomas  or 
plaques.

The 
Association  has  held  a  recent  training  dealing  with  this 
topic  and  will  be  looking  for  more  opportunities  to  do  this 
in  the  future.  The  Stewards  of  Children  training  is  a  3 
hour  course  and  can  be  taught  at  your  church,  or  through 
community  wide  events.  The  church  must  be  the  people 
who  take  a  stand  against  wrong  by  bringing  awareness 
to  the  issues  facing  our  community  today. 

27.  Rev.  Charles  Reed,  GCCBA  Ministry  Team  Leader  shared 
his  report.  The  Association  will  be  working  with  Duke 
Energy's  Share  the  Warmth  program,  (Duke  matches  dol- 
lar to  dollar).  He  spoke  of  the  new  jail  complex  and  the 
number  of  volunteers  who  came  out  for  the  jail  ministry 
training.  What  an  opportunity  we  will  have  to  go  out  and 
share  God's  work  with  the  inmates.  There  will  be  much 
more  room  for  additional  Bible  Studies  to  be  taught.  He 
called  attention  to  the  Baptist  Again  Ministry  that  we 
have  partnered  with  to  reach  out  to  the  aging  adults  in 
our  community.  He  thanked  everyone  for  all  of  their  sup- 
port. 

28.  Rev.  Keith  Dixon,  shared  2Corinthians  3:1-6.  He  offered 
to  come  to  the  churches  in  the  association  to  share  more 
with  you  about  what  was  briefly  shared  tonight.  We  are 
here  for  each  of  you  and  your  churches  and  would  love  to 
help  in  any  way.  Keith  asked  Dr.  Fulbright,  Rev.  Jerry

3.  JAIL  MINISTRY: 

visitation  by  area  churches  is  conducted  on  Sunday  afternoons  at 
the  Cleveland  County  Jail  and  Jail  Annex.    Mrs.  Judy  Allen  prepares  the 
schedule  and  contacts  churches  about  visitation.  Volunteers  are  now  re- 
quired to  have  background  checks  by  the  jail  staff  and  have  ID  badges 
made.  Volunteer  teams  reported  306  Professions  of  faith  and  341  renewed 
their  commitment  to  the  Lord  and  requested  prayer.  In  November  2011  a 
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new  facility  to  house  both  male  and  female  inmates  will  open  and  churches 
will  be  allowed  to  have  8  volunteers  go  to  the  new  facility  for  ministry. 

4.  CLEVELAND  COUNTY  FAIR  MINISTRY: 

On  Sunday,  October  2,  2011,  a  worship  service  was  conducted  in  the 
Weathers  Arena  at  11:00  a.m.  Elizabeth  Baptist  Church  joined  the  wor- 
ship where  over  800  attended  and  the  message  was  brought  by  Rev.  Rit 
Varriale.  On  Wednesday,  October  5,  2011,  the  Baptist  Men  from  our 
Association  hosted  a  breakfast  for  the  carnival  workers.  Gideons  pre- 
sented Bibles  and  there  was  a  worship  service  after  the  meal  where  Lee 
Fortune  led  the  music  and  Rev.  Jim  Kilby  brought  the  message.  Thanks 
to  all  of  the  food  vendors  who  donated  food  for  churches  to  prepare  and 
serve  fair  workers.  Eighteen  people  accepted  Christ  at  the  fair  breakfast 
this  year. 

5.  VOLUNTEER  RECEPTIONISTS  AND  CLOTHING  ROOM  WORKERS: 
There  are  sixteen  (16)  volunteers  who  assist  regularly  in  the  Ministries 
Team  office  as  receptionists.  Four  people  volunteer  on  a  weekly  basis  in 
the  clothing  room. 

6.  FOOD  LION  DONATIONS: 

Mr.  J.V.  Bolin,  a  dedicated  volunteer  from  David  Church  picks  up  and 
delivers  meat  and  grocery  items  donated  by  Food  Lion  for  distribution 
through  the  food  pantry.  Over  14,000  lbs.  were  distributed  in  2010- 
2011.  Mr.  Jimmy  Greene  of  Boiling  Springs  Church  volunteers  weekly  to 
re-stock  the  food  pantry. 

7.  NATIONAL  DAY  OF  PRAYER: 

On  May  5,  2011,  National  Day  of  Prayer  meetings  were  conducted  in  15 
municipalities  in  Cleveland  County.  This  was  the  60th  annual  National 
Day  of  Prayer. 

8.  OPERATION  MEDICINE  CABINET: 

Three  Operation  Medicine  Cabinets  were  held  in  Cleveland  County  with 
the  Sheriffs  Office,  ACCESS,  Inc.  coalition  and  GCCBA  where  county 
residents  could  dispose  of  unused  medicines  and  drugs  no  longer  need- 
ed to  provide  for  safer  households  and  the  Sheriffs  Office  legally  dis- 
posed of  the  drugs  in  an  environmentally  friendly  manner.  The  new  coa- 
lition formed  is  entitled  Operation  Medicine  Drop  and  will  continue  the 
mission  of  Operation  Medicine  Cabinet  in  2011-2012. 

9.  CC  POTATO  PROJECT: 

In  January  2010  a  group  of  laymen  from  Shelby  First  were  concerned 
about  people  who  were  hungry  in  Cleveland  County  and  during  these 
harder  economic  times  they  could  help  combat  hunger  and  a  task  force 
was  organized  to  raise  awareness  of  the  problem,  to  raise  funds  and  re- 
sources to  combat  the  problem,  and  to  raise  volunteers  who  would  do- 
nate land,  plant;  harvest,  and  deliver  the  potatoes  to  food  ministries  for 
distribution  to  hungry  people  in  Cleveland  County.  Through  the  collabora- 
tive effort  of  many  in  the  communities  in  the  county  15  sites  were  plant- 
ed and  over  40,000  lbs.  of  white  potatoes  were  harvested  and  distributed 
to  the  hungry  in  Cleveland  County  in  2011.  Sweet  potatoes  have  also 
been  planted  and  will  be  harvested  in  October  2011.  Over  300  volunteers 
from  school  aged  kids  to  college  aged  to  senior  adults  have  made  the 
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project  a  great  success  that  has  fed  hungry  people  throughout  Cleveland 
County. 

10.  SENIOR  CARE: 
In  February  2011  training  for  the  new  Senior  Care  ministry  for  outreach  to 
senior  adults  and  caregivers  was  given  by  NC  BAM  representative  Debbie 
Piison.  There  were  30  in  attendance  for  the  training  and  16  GCCBA 
churches  were  represented  in  the  training.  Through  the  grant  and  budget 
for  this  ministry  ramps  have  been  built  by  volunteers  along  with  other 
small  construction  projects  and  friendly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  el- 
derly and  their  caregivers  who  are  isolated  and  homebound. 


Thank  you  to  all  churches,  individuals,  and  groups  who  have  contributed 
financial  resources,  talents,  spiritual  gifts,  and  the  gift  of  time  to  minis- 
ter to  people  in  need.  On  behalf  of  the  many  of  these  given  assistance,  I 
offer  you  their  thanks  and  gratitude  for  giving  help  and  hope.  A  special 
word  of  gratitude  goes  to  Callie  Bridges  who  served  as  our  summer  mis- 
sionary in  our  office  and  assisting  churches  with  Vacation  Bible  schools 
and  other  ministry  and  missions  opportunities.

Christmas  Toy  Store  2010:

Our  annual  Back  to 
School  Party  was  held  at  the  Baptist  Men's  Shelby  Missions  Camp.  We  appre- 
ciate Eddie  and  Martha  Williams  allowing  us  to  have  this  event  at  the  camp. 
It  was  wonderful  to  have  the  extra  space.  We  appreciate  all  of  the  volun- 
teers who  helped  with  this  project 
Summer  Missionary: 

Rebekah  Shumate  from  Union  Baptist  was  our  Summer  Missionary 
again  this  year.  Rebekah  was  involved  in  many  ministries  including  the  Fri- 
day Feed  the  Hungry  and  the  Back  to  School  Missions.  Rebekah  did  a  great 
job  helping  plan  the  Wisconsin  Mission  Trip  and  working  with  some  of  our 
churches  during  their  Vacation  Bible  School.  We  are  very  lucky  to  have  had 
Rebekah  with  us  this  summer. 
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Friday  Homeless  Lunch: 

Our  Friday  lunch  has  continued  to  grow  with  the  high  unemploy- 
ment rate  in  the  county.  We  are  averaging  around  75  people  each  week.  I 
appreciate  each  group  who  has  participated  in  this  program. 
Block  Party  Trailer: 

Our  block  party  trailer  was  used  almost  every  weekend  this  spring 
and  summer  with  many  weekends  this  fall  already  being  booked.  This  spring 
we  held  a  conference  called  Reaching  out  to  Your  Community  which  included 
training  on  how  to  do  a  block  party  using  the  block  party  trailer. 
Hawaii  Missions: 

A  team  of  14  traveled  to  Oahu,  Hawaii  in  August  to  work  with  the 
Pu'u  Kahea  Baptist  Conference  Center.  This  conference  center  is  like  the 
Caswell  of  Hawaii,  many  groups  come  here  each  year  to  have  conferences 
and  retreats.  Because  of  the  high  cost  of  everything  on  the  island  the  camp 
has  to  rely  on  mission  teams  to  help  with  maintenance  of  the  camp.  While  we 
were  in  Oahu  we  helped  with  cleaning,  painting,  yard  work,  and  did  electrical 
repairs.  We  also  held  a  block  party  and  VBS  at  Waianae  Baptist  Church.  We 
also  helped  with  the  churches  homeless  ministry  they  do  each  Wednesday 
morning. 

Wisconsin  Missions: 

In  July  a  team  from  our  association  traveled  to  Madison  to  once 
again  work  with  Mark  Millman  and  the  Central  Baptist  Association.  While 
there  we  held  Block  Parties,  did  Vacation  Bible  schools,  and  worked  with 
area  church  planters  doing  campus  ministry  and  distributing  flyers.  We  were 
able  to  help  encourage  these  pastors  and  help  their  church  reach  out  to  their 
community. 
Greatest  Treat  Festival: 

On  October  31st,  2010  we  held  our  annual  Greatest  Treat  Festival  at 
the  Shelby  City  Park.  This  event  was  a  great  success  with  over  8,000  people 
in  attendance.  We  are  blessed  to  have  new  churches  joining  in  this  effort 
This  years  event  will  be  on  October  30th.  We  invite  you  to  join  us  from  4-6 
pm  at  the  Shelby  City  Park. 
Stewards  for  Children: 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  was  able  to  be  trained  as  a  facilitator  for  the 
Stewards  of  Children  Program.  Stewards  of  Children  seeks  to  spread  the 
message  about  child  sexual  abuse  and  prevent  it  through  education  on  how 
to  recognize  it  and  report  it  I  am  now  able  to  go  to  our  churches  and  teach 
this  program.  I  hope  that  you  will  seriously  consider  allowing  me  to  teach 
this  in  your  church.  Child  sexual  abuse  is  a  serious  problem  that  is  facing  our 
society,  including  our  churches. 
Training: 

As  mentioned  above  this  year  we  provided  a  Reaching  out  to  Your 
Community  training  that  focused  on  how  to  use  block  parties,  backyard  Bible 
clubs,  and  other  various  ideas  to  reach  out  to  your  community.  Those  in  at- 
tendance received  various  resources  to  help  with  these  types  of  ministry 
outreach.  We  also  held  a  Keeping  Your  Children  safe  conference  where  we 
discussed  how  to  keep  your  children  safe  in  your  church  and  in  your  commu- 
nity. Attendees  learned  security  procedures  to  use  while  at  church  and  how 
to  screen  volunteers  through  backgrounds  checks  and  other  various  means. 
This  November  we  are  having  a  Creative  Ministries  training  where  we  will 
have  classes  on  drama,  sign  language,  clowning,  puppets  and  how  these  can 
be  used  as  an  outreach  in  your  church.  We  appreciate  each  person  who  has 
been  willing  to  teach  a  class  in  each  of  these  trainings.  We  are  always  seek- 
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ing  areas  that  we  can  offer  trainings  that  will  be  beneficial  to  our  churches. 
If  you  have  ideas  please  let  us  know.

This  is  the  year  of  victory,  because  our  lives  were  in  prayer  in  every  second,  every 
minute,  every  hour,  of  everyday.  A  lot  of  people  are  looking  for  blessings.  It  is 
not  easy  to  see  when  we  are  far  away  from  the  pure  water,  this  means  JESUS. 
The  power  is  ready  for  everybody,  but  only  certain  people  choose  to  receive  it 
Prayer  for  the  Lords  plan,  for  our  mission,  for  jobs,  for  money,  for  resources,  for 
excellent  testimonies,  for  spiritual  growth,  really  is  not  simple.   We  need  to  put

forth  our  personal  effort,  and  focus  on  Jesus,  with  no  distractions.  Perse- 
verance  is  a  virtue.

•  We  had  the  opportunity  to  hold  2  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  with  26  children 
in  the  first  one  and  31  in  the  second  one,  about  23  children  accepted 
Christ. 

•  I  went  on  the  Wisconsin  Mission  Trip  and  was  able  to  lead  1  to  Christ 
Traveled  to  Nicaragua  and  stayed  by  the  Churches  in  Jinotega,  because 
they  are  now  open  to  accept  several  Missionaries  from  USA.  We  continue 
to  support  the  Dental  Clinic,  and  Siloe  Baptist  Church  with  economical 
and  biblical  material. 

•  Mission  Trip  to  Honduras  was  also  a  victory  for  Jesus,  we  prayed  for  12 
month,  after  that  we  the  Lord  opened  the  door.  In  Honduras  the  result 
was  179  professions  of  faith  in  Tiger  Island  in  Amapala.  In  Choluteca  we 
also  supported  mEI  Carrizo  Baptist  Church"  by  replacing  the  roof  on  the 
church.  We  also  provided  economical  resources  for  them.  Their  church 
now  has  93  active  members.

Testament. 

We  had  students  in  Nica- 
ragua: Shalom  Baptist  Church  54;  Siloe  Baptist  Church  49,  La  Concordia 
Church  of  God  23,  Stereo  Jireth  Radio  (Several),  in  Honduras  Baptist 
Church  United  in  Jesus  68,  el  Carrizo  Baptist  Church  51,  also  in  the  Ca- 
nary Island  138  students. 

•  Gethsemane  Hispanic  Baptist  Church  in  5700  Fallston  Road,  Lawndale  is 
established.   We  are  growing  spiritually  and  also  in  numbers. 

•  The  Dental  dinic  in  Nicaragua  continues  to  provide  service.  We  continue 
to  support  them,  and  we  are  looking  for  resources  for  the  year  2013. 
Please  be  in  prayer  about  helping. 

•  This  year  we  participated  in  the  Metrolina  Food  Bank. 

•  This  year  also  we  celebrated  victory  in  Jesus  by  providing  more  than  50

Were  these  words  from  a  recent  sermon  or  article  you  might  have 
read?  Possibly,  but  in  fact;  they  were  words  spoken  a  half  century  ago  on 
October  20, 1961  at  Zoar  Baptist  Church  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Kings 
Mountain  Baptist  Association  (now  GCCBA).
